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MAYORS  MESSAGE. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Common  Council : 

Gentlemen — It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  address  your 
honorable  body  in  partial  review  of  what  has  been  attempted  and 
accomplished  in  the  past  year  and  with  the  expression  of  hope 
of  more  to  be  accomplished  in  the  year  current.  As  ste^vards  of 
the  important  public  trusts  committed  to  our  care,  we  should 
not  only  for  our  own  information,  but  for  the  information  of 
those  whom  we  serve,  review  in  summary  that  which  has  been 
done  for  them  and  for  our  mutual  interests  as  citizens  of  this 
city  of  our  homes. 

To  obtain  at  minimum  cost,  and  yet  without  impairment  of 
value  the  light,  fuel,  water  and  every  other  commodity  of  like 
character  necessary  to  our  comfort  and  health,  should  be  the 
object  of  our  greatest  solicitude.  The  protection  of  property 
from  fire  and  flood  and  the  guarding  of  the  lives  of  our  people, 
as  well  as  in  a  measure  the  protection  of  their  moral  well-being, 
is  our  highest  privilege,  and  by  kno^ving  haw  well  those  matters 
of  public  concern  are  accomplished  in  the  present,  we  may  be  the 
better  fitted  to  direct  them  in  the  future. 

In  the  matter  of  the  transit  of  our  people  to  and  from  their 
homes  and  places  of  business  in  the  city,  I  have  in  prior  com- 
munications to  your  honorable  body,  and  in  messages,  defined 
my  attitude  in  this  regard,  and  it  need  not  be  repeated  here. 
There  is  before  a  special  committee  of  your  honorable  body  a 
communication  adivising  that  every  limit  of  legislation  which 
will  serve  to  put  the  city  in  an  attitude  where  it  can  act  for  its 
own  best  interests  in  every  emergency,  be  adopted.    A  demand 
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50  urgent  and  so  manifestly  needed,  1  have  no  doubt  will  result 
in  all  enabling:  legislation  with  which  we  ought  to  be  invested  In 
the  premises. 

EfOC&l  S«lf-Governin«nt. 

Having  heretofore  recommended,  I  again  urge  your  honor- 
able body  to  obtain  from  the  legislature  authority  by  which  the 
voters  of  Detroit  mav  have  the  power  to  exercise  local  self-gov- 
ernment in  all  things  appertaining  to  the  city  and  to  its  peculiar 
interests,  without  interfering  with  the  duty  which  we  owe,  like 
all  other  citizens,  to  the  State.  There  should  be  a  full  measure  of 
local  option  in  the  matter  of  taxation,  giving  to  the  citizen  the 
right  to  raise  municipal  taxes  in  such  a  manner  and  on  such 
properties  as  may  to  them  seem  meet  and  just,  and  to  make 
exemptions  of  such  property  as  tools  and  other  equipment  in 
constant  use.  and  therefore  wearing  out  and  decreasing  in  value, 
and  to  relieve  wholly  or  in  part  from  the  burdens  of  local  taxa- 
tion such  propcrtv.  thereby  encouraging  existing  industries  and 
the  erection  and  equipment  of  other  manufacturing  pl-anls  in 
which  laijor  may  be  constantly  and  profitably  employed.  I'or 
my  own  part,  I  am  also  in  favor  of  giving  to  the  voters  the  right 
to  initiate  legislation,  or  to  have  legislation  referred  to  them  for 
approval  before  becoming  a  law,  provided  a  petition  therefor  be 
requested  by  a  fair  percentage  of  the  voters,  and  regardless  of 
whether  such  legislation  originated  in  the  legislature  or  in  the 
Common  CouncH,  The  benefits  to  be  derived  fi^jm  such  a  course 
are  obvious  and  manifold,  and  the  people  are  thereby  at  all  times 
their  own  rulers. 

Grade    Sopar&tions. 

Substantial  progress  has  l>ecn  made  in  the  last  year  in  the 

separation  of  grades,  and  one  inijwrtant  separation  is  now  near- 

ing  completion.    Xot  only  is  this  result  accomplished,  but  there 

is  every  assurance  that  the  plan  adopted  at  the  Woodward  avenue 
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crossing  can  be  put  in  operation  iroin  the  Milwaukee  Junction 
on  the  east  to  the  city  line  on  the  west.  I  firmly  believe  that  the 
division  of  damages,  whereby  the  railroad  companies  do  all  the 
work  of  separation,  pay  all  expenses  thereof,  except  the  conse- 
tjuential  damages  to  property  owners,  which  is  assumed  by  the 
city  as  its  only  oblig-ation,  is  most  equitable  and  just.  I  sincerely 
trust  that  the  special  committee  on  grade  separations  may  be  made 
one  of  the  regular  committees  of  this  council,  and  that  the  work 
of  separation  be  pushed  with  energy.  It  will  tak-e  years  to  ac- 
complish the  completion  of  the  work  at  best,  and  every  year's 
delay  will  involve  increased  expense  to  the  city,  if  not  to  the 
railroad  companies.  In  the  meantime  it  is  apparent  that  the 
statute  defining  procedure  in  the  matter  of  grade  crossings  works 
injustice  to  the  City  of  Detroit.  Possibly  it  may  be  said  that  the 
statute  is  not  just  to  any  of  the  cities  of  the  State,  and  I  recom- 
mend again,  as  in  the  past,  that  a  bill  prepared  by  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel  be  submitted  to  the  legislature,  after  approval  by 
your  honorable  body,  providing  for  such  procedure  as  the 
peculiar  conditions  surrounding  grade  separations  in  the  City 
of  Detroit  seem  to  demand.  While  it  is  hoped  that  by  fair  com- 
promise separations  may  be  made  in  every  case,  still  it  is  prob- 
able that  in  some  sections  of  the  city  it  will  be  necessary  to 
enforce  the  separation  hy  vigorous  and  well  sustained  legal  pro- 
cedure. 

Boards   and    Commissions. 

The  general  conditions  of  the  boards  and  commissions  of  the 
city  appear  in  exhaustive  annual  reports  of  these  several  bodies, 
and  convey  to  your  honorable  l>ody  in  detail  the  transactions  of 
each  board  and  commission.  It  may  be  justly  said  that  their 
present  status  is  commendable  and  encouraging.  The  expendi- 
tures of  public  moneys  by  the  several  commissions  has  been 
accompanied  with  a  great  degree  of  prudence,  economy  and  care. 
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In  fact,  it  is  gratifyiiiff  that  in  an  investigation  recently  mad«  by 
a  committee  of  your  honorable  body,  not  one  dollar  was  found 
to  have  been  niisappropriated,  but,  on  the  contrary,  the  expendi- 
tures were  found  to  be  jutUcious.  The  provision  of  the  charter 
preventing  city  officers  from  dealing  directly  or  indirectly  with 
the  city  in  the  way  of  trade  is  wise  in  so  far  as  it  discourages  a 
city  officer  from  dealing  directly  with  the  city  through  himself, 
for  however  honest  and  upright  such  dealing  might  be,  it  may 
be  tainted  with  suspicion,  and  may  also  have  the 
effect  of  discouraging  competition,  since  the  seller  and 
the  buyer  would  be  represented  in  the  same  person.  In  my 
judgniem  it  is  the  limit  of  folly,  however,  to  retain  in  the  charter 
a  section  which  is  so  construed  as  to  work  manifest  injustice. 
The  strict  construction  of  the  section  referred  to  must  cause 
many  who  now  serve  the  public  without  reward  to  vacate  their 
places.  The  spirit  of  the  law  fairly  interpreted  was  intended  to 
prevent  fraud,  but  should  not  be  construed  to  prevent  a  citizen 
from  sdliog  in  the  usual  course  of  trade  to  a  city  board  or  com- 
mission, with  which  he  has  no  relation.  I  would  recommend 
that  such  amendment  be  made  to  the  provision  that  while  sus- 
taining the  purpose  of  the  section  in  so  far  as  it  prevents  dealing 
by  a  city  officer  directly  with  any  board  or  commission,  of  which 
he  is  a  member,  it  S'hould  not  prevent  him  or  his  copartners  from 
selling  their  goods  to  the  city  under  contract,  or  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  trade.  I  would  recommend  that  the  Committee  on 
Charter  and  City  Legislation,  with  the  Corporation  Counsel,  be 
requested  to  present  for  approval  such  amendment  as  will  make 
the  interpretation  of  this  section  reasonable. 

Public  Lighting. 

The  experiment  of  municipal  lighting  which  is  being  con- 
ducted in  Detroit,  has,  and  is,  attracting  much  attention.  There 
is  no  doubt  but  that  the  success  or  failure  of  this  experiment  will 
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determine  largely  the  future  control  oi  city  lighting  elsewhere. 
Municipal  lighting,  to  be  a  success,  must  develop  two  essentials — 
first,  abundance  of  light,  and  second,  economy  of  cost.  The  time 
may  come  when  the  experience  with  municipal  lighting  may  be 
used  in  obtaining  fair  and  equitable  terms  for  private  consumers, 
and  from  those  producing  light  as  a  private  enterprise.  I  am  in- 
formed that  in  some  cities  where  experience  has  demonstrated 
the  cost  o(  production  of  light,  and  the  wear  and  tear  incident 
to  the  operation  of  machinery,  etc.,  that  rules  are  laid  down 
whereby  a  certain  fair  interest  on  investment  is  allowed  to  the 
parties  furnishing  light  to  private  consumers,  and  the  rates  are 
fixed  to  conform  to  this  reasonable  income.  The  one  feature 
of  lighting,  whether  it  be  public  or  private,  that  is  difficult  to 

.solve,  is  tiie  constant  betterment  of  means  of  lighting.  So  rapid 
is  the  improvement  in  methods  by  which  the  light  is  produced,, 

"both  in  its  quantity  and  economy,  is  ckmonstrated  by  the  fact 
that  if  we  were  to  install  our  electric  plant  today,  some  of  the 
things  originally  installed  would  be  set  aside  as  obsolete,  and 
very  much  of  what  we  have  would  be  discarded.  The  very  fact 
that  under  these  conditions  so  much  success  has  been  attained  is 
the  very  best  assurance  of  succe,ss  in  the  future,  and,  indeed,  of 
greater  success  than  has  been  already  obtained.  Every  criticism 
of  the  resuUs  obtained  must  be  carefully  weighed,  for  there  are 
those  who  are  unfavorable  to  municipal  interference  in  this,  as  in 
the  matter  of  all  other  utilities. 

Police    Department. 

Of  this  department  it  is  a  pleasure  to  say  that  never  in  the 
history  of  the  city  have  its  affairs  been  conducted  with  greater 
efficiency  than  at  the  present  time.  Tlie  claim  that  life  and  prop- 
erty are  as  sate,  and  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  as  general  in 
Detroit  as  in  any  city  of  the  union,  must  pass  unchallenged.  The 
5 
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construction  of  two  new  stations  complete  witliin  the  appropria- 
tion and  anotlier  contracted  for  complete  within  the  money 
allowed  is  most  commendable,  and  shows  the  great  care  evi- 
denced by  the  board. 

Fire    Commission. 

This  department  is  administered  with  ability.  The  very  effe"- 
tive  wori<  done  by  the  first  fire  boat  in  the  protection  of  the  river 
front  and  the  business  portions  of  the  city  has  been  a  matter  of 
common  oJ)servation,  and  on  more  tiian  one  occasion  of  fiic  the 
cost  of  the  boat  and  its  keeping  have  been  saved  in  losses.  It  is 
confidently  asserted  and  believed  that  the  disastrous  fire  npon 
the  Canipns  Martins  two  years  ago  would  never  have  gotten  so 
far  beyond  control  were  it  not  for  an  accident  which  happened 
early  in  the  confiict  to  the  fire  Ixiat.  With  two  fire  boats,  and 
the  installment  of  a  pumping  station  in  connection  witli  the 
lighting  plant,  the  river  front  and  the  busincFS  portions  of  the 
city  will  be  so  well  guarded  and  protecte<l  that  in  case  of  fire  but 
few  engines  in  the  immediate  vicinity  will  be  sunimone<l,  whereas 
heretofore  it  has  been  necessary  to  summon  engines  from  the 
most  remote  parts  of  the  city,  thereby  leaving  such  parts  for 
hours  absolutely  without  ]irotection,  and  in  the  greatest  danger. 
I  am  sure  we  are  safe  in  leavings  to  the  wisdom  and  discretion 
of  the  board  any  further  .suggestions  that  may  be  dcmaiuicd  for 
the  complete  protection  of  the  property  of  our  city. 

IVater   iSupply. 

In  my  last  communication  I  took  occasion  to  congratulate 
our  peo[>le  uixin  the  abundant  and  pure  waier  supply  with  which 
we  are  blessed.  In  this  last  year  the  l»oard  has  taken  up  the 
further  extension  of  the  plant,  so  as  to  be  abundantly  provided 
against  any  pos,>;ibIe  emergency  that  might  for  a  time  diminish 
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the  power  at  the  pumping  station.  The  possible  presence  of 
danger  to  our  water  supply  through  drainage  is  becoming  more 
an  issue  by  the  increasing  population  along  the  shores  of  Lake 
St.  Clair.  The  t|uestion  of  the  removal  of  the  intake  pipe  to 
other  and  less  exposed  quarters  is  constantly  before  the  board 
of  coiTiTriissioners,  and  I  am  sure  that  when  there  is  the  slightest 
evidence  of  impending  danger  steps  will  be  taken  to  ward  off 
such  danger  and  to  anticipate  the  possibility  of  any  harm  by 
either  a  change  in  the  pipe  or  by  the  establishment  of  settling 
or  purifying  basins,  to  which  reference  was  made  very  ably  by 
Commissioner  Pendleton  in  a  paper  read  before  the  Mayor's 
council  at  a  recent  session. 

ParKs    &nd    Boulevard*. 

(Jur  parks,  and  boulevards  are  splendidly  cared  for  by  the 
commission  in  charge.  I  would  again  renew  my  suggestion  to 
the  board  that  the  project  of  dredging  the  river  at  the  lower  end 
of  the  island  and  thereby  adding  loo  acres  to  its  extent  be  kept 
in  mind,  and  the  work  initiated  as  soon  as  possible.  The  ex- 
(ension  of  the  Western  Boulevard  from  its  present  terminus,  near 
Buchanan  street,  across  the  railways  to  intersect  the  improve- 
ment northerly  of  Michigan  avenue  is  a  need  which  should  be 
accomplished  at  the  earliest  possible  day,  and  tlie  extension  of 
said  boulevard  from  Fort  street  to  the  river  should  not  be 
delayed  another  year.  It  is  believed  that  very  satisfactory  terms 
can  be  made  with  property  owners  in  the  immediate  neighbor- 
hood by  which,  at  a  comparatively  small  expense  this  outlet  to 
the  river  may  be  obtained  at  once.  In  view  of  conditions  pre- 
vailing at  the  eastern  end  of  the  Boulevard,  and  the  facility  of 
getting  to  the  island  park  across  the  bridge,  with  the  Boulevard 
as  a  means  of  approach,  it  is  but  a  matter  of  justice  that  people 
<lwelling  upon  the  Western  Boulevard  and  in  the  neighborhood 
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therecrf  should  have  access  to  the  river  with  all  the  coniforts  and 
privileges  afforded  thereby.  The  boulevarding  of  Lafayette 
avenue  from  Twelfth  street  to  the  Western  Boulevard  is  being 
discussed,  and  it  is  probable  that  tlie  board  of  Park  and  Boule- 
vard commissioners  may  include  this  desirable  improvemenl  in 
their  prospectus  of  things  to  be  accomplished  this  year. 

It  would,  in  my  judgment,  be  wise  to  place  in  the  control  of 
the  Park  and  Boidevard  Commissioners  the  matter  of  planting, 
caring  for  and  removing  shade  trees  in  our  streets  and  avenues. 
This  board  has  at  all  times  in  its  employ  men  especially  skilled  in 
this  work,  and  if  the  planting  and  trimming  of  trees  were  in  their 
charge,  the  shading  of  our  streets  would  he  accomplished  with 
greater  uniformity  and  increased  Ijeatity. 

Tax«s. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  our  taxes  are  not  at  least  increasing, 
while  we  are  enjoying  all  the  benefits  of  government  for  which 
taxes  are  collected.  Tlie  transfer  of  auditing  accounts  to  the 
City  Controller  has  been  a  graiifying  ■success,  and  I  trust  will 
be  continued  until  every  expenditirro  shall  pass  through  a  like 
auditing,  and  receive  the  final  approval  of  your  honorable  Ixxly. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  we  are  not  able,  under  existing  laws, 
to  offer  manufacturers  the  encouragement  which  they  receive  in 
other  cities,  'i'he  assurance  of  a  fair  tax  rate  and  the  very  proper 
exemption  of  certain  properties  in  actual  use,  where  the  value 
decreases  every  day  and  finally  disappears,  w^ould  he  a  great 
source  of  encouragement  to  manufacturers,  an<l  but  a  simple  act 
of  justice.  If  some  reasonable  concessions  in  this  regard  could 
be  made,  coupled  with  our  splendid  river  and  railway  facilities. 
with  intelligent  and  willing  labor  and  to  all  these  added  the  com- 
forts of  a  well-appointed  and-  well-governed  city,  we  shouM  soon 
be  in  the  front  rank  of  the  manufacturing  centers  of  this  land. 
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I^et  it  be  borne  in  mind  that  such  exemptions  should  not  alone 
apply  to  new  industries,  but  should  extend  to  all  established  in- 
dustries. 

The  searching  out  and  placing  upon  the  tax  rolls  of  prop- 
-erties  heretofore  escaping  the  notice  of  the  assessors  is  commend- 
able in  every  way,  and  I  trust  will  be  continued  until  every  dollar 
■of  property  fairly  subject  to  taxation  shall  be  upon  the  rolls.  This 
will  mean  a  lower  burden  of  tax  upon  all  and  an  unjust  tax  upon 

There  is  pending  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  Mich- 
igan a  very  important  case,  which  will  decide  a  new  question 
relating  to  taxation,  viz.,  whether  a  franchise  is  so  far  in  its  nature 
property  that  it  is  a  legitimate  subject  of  taxation.  That  such 
property  should  bear  a  share  in  the  burden  of  taxation  is  cer- 
tainly equitable,  and  the  outcome  of  the  controversy  is  awaited 
-with  the  deepest  interest. 

Remodeling   of  Citx    Hall. 

Under  section  189  of  tlie  charter,  page  log,  there  appears  to 
me  present  authority  for  bonding  the  city  for  the  remodeling  or 
-erection  of  any  public  building  without  further  legislative  enact- 
ments or  authority,  and  in  this  connection  I  would  again  call 
your  attention  to  the  necessity  for  irmnediately  considering  the 
remodeling  or  possible  rebuilding  of  the  city  hall.  It  is  certain 
that  the  county  tenants  now  occupying  the  greater  portion  of  the 
building  will  be  located  in  the  county  building  within  a  year, 
and  some  provision  should  be  made  for  the  transferring  d  city 
offices,  now  in  rented  quarters,  to  the  city  hall.  Whether  the 
building  be  rebuilt  or  remodeled,  there  will  be  considerable 
expense  attendant  upon  either  process.  Tlie  necessity  for  adopt- 
ing plans  and  specifications  now  is  pressing,  as  these  should  be 
"before  your  honorable  body  when  the  estimates  for  the  ensuing 
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year  are  considered.  If  the  expenditure  is  to  be  greater  than 
should  be  put  into  tlie  tax  rolls,  it  may  be  desirable  to  bond  the 
city  for  that  purpose.  In  this  connection  let  me  renew  my 
former  recommendation  that  the  plan  proposed  by  the  Controller 
for  issuing  and  retiring  bonds  be  adopted.  Under  this  plan,  the 
future  will  assist  ihis  generation  in  i>aying  for  the  permanent 
improvements  now  made  and  by  which  the  future  is  benefited. 
Any  improvement  with  an  exjieclant  life  of  thirty  years  should  be 
classed  as  permanent.  All  bonds  issued  under  this  plan  should 
contain  a  provision  not  only  for  the  payment  of  annual  interest 
accruing  upcin  the  bunds,  but  for  the  gradual  accumulation  of  a 
shiking  fund  (or  their  redemption  at  maturity.  If  two  and  one- 
half  per  cent  upon  ihc  principal  was  raised  each  year  on  a  bond 
running  thirty  years,  accumulations  of  this  amount,  with  the 
added  interest  thereon,  would  be  sufficient  to  redeem  the  Iwnd 
at  its  maturity,  while  this  syMcm  so  adopted  would  give  the 
bonds  the  highest  possible  value,  or,  in  other  words,  they  could 
be  sold  at  the  very  lowest  rate  of  interest. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  charter  limiting  the  bonding  of 
the  city  to  two  per  cent  of  the  estimated  value  for  taxing  pur- 
poses, there  remains  something  over  $800,000,  outside  of  this 
limit,  for  the  city  to  avail  itself  of. 

Garbage    Plant. 

While  the  collection  and  disposal  of  garbage  in  the  City  of 
Detroit  is  as  well  done  as  it  could  possibly  be  under  private 
control,  and  I  have  no  complaint  to  make  in  this  direction,  still 
T  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  collection  and  disposal  of  garbage  is 
so  related  to  the  general  health  of  the  community  that  the  dis- 
posal of  it  should  be  aJways  in  public  control.  I  therefore  renew 
my  recommendation,  made  three  years  ago  to  your  honorable 
body,  that  the  city  purchase  and  operate  its  own  plant.    The  time 
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is  opportune,  because  the  current  contract  expires  on  the  30th 
of  June  ensuing,  and  I  am  informed  by  the  Controller  that  there 
is  a  provision  in  the  existing  contract  whereby  the  city  may.  by 
purchase,  upon  certain  conditions,  become  the  owner  of  the 
plant,  should  this  be  its  desire.  The  whole  subject-matter  should 
be  taken  up  promptly,  in  order  that  whatever  action  is  necessary 
be  taken  relative  to  an  appropriation  or  bonding  for  this  public 
necessity  at  the  next  session  of  the  1x>ard  erf  estimates. 

Assessments. 

The  recent  litigation  regarding  assessments  for  local  improve- 
nieuls  demonstrates  the  fact  that  an  early  revision  of  the  system 
of  making  these  assessments  for  all  purposes  should  be  made, 
and  such  'legislation  obtained  as  will  put  the  legality  of  such 
as.sessnicnts  beyond  doubt.  In  connection  therewith  a  revision 
of  the  ordinances  providing  modes  of  procedure  should  receive 
attention.  As  this  whole  subject-matter  has  come  within  the 
personal  knowledge  and  experience  of  the  Corporation  Coun=eI, 
I  wwuld  respetfiilly  urge  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  him  for 
the  preparation  of  such  laws  and  ordinances  as  the  emergency 
seems  to  require. 

SidewttlK*. 

Stone  sidewalks  should  be  substituted  for  plank  as  rapidly 
as  possible,  but  before  this  i.s  imdertaken  provision  should  be 
made  whereby  bonds  may  be  issued,  as  in  the  case  of  street 
paving,  and  in  this  way  the  lot  owner  should  be  allowed  a  term 
of  from  one  to  three  years  to  pay  for  the  improvement.  It  would 
then  l>e  less  of  a  burden  than  the  laying  and  repairing  of  {^ank 
sidewalks  is  today.  The  expense  of  laying  a  stone  sidewalk  is 
less  than  double  that  of  the  ordinary  plank  walk,  and  while  one 
lasts  but  a  short  time  without  repair,  the  other  will  last  for  a  long 
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period,  without  expense  of  repair.  If  therefore  the  first  burden 
of  paying  for  the  improvement  can  be  taken  from  the  shoulders 
of  the  taxpayer  by  affording  more  time,  he  would  pay  the  larger 
sum  with  far  less  inconvenience  and  would  obtain  for  his  outlay 
an  improvement  which  would  be  economy  in  the  end.  To  a 
certain  extent  the  value  of  the  citizen's  property  is  also  increased 
by  this  improvement.  The  city  in  the  nieanlime  would  be  bene- 
fited in  tlie  lessening  of  claims  for  injuries  received  on  defective 
sidewalks.  In  fact,  so  burdensome  have  these  claims  become  in 
certain  cities  of  the  Union  that  cities  have  in  many  instances 
advanced  their  credit  for  the  laying  of  stone  sidewalks,  in  order 
that  the  occasion  for  these  claims  might  be  done  away  with. 
This  subject  is  worthy  of  the  attention  of  the  committee  on 
charter  amendments. 

Street    Railway'    Ordinance*. 

There  is  pending  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Ignited  States 
a  suit  begun  to  determine  the  validity  of  certain  ordinances 
passed  by  your  honorable  body,  fixing  a  three-cent  fare.  This 
case  win  be  argued  before  that  tribunal,  it  is  hoped,  within  a 
short  time,  and  the  value  of  the  ordinances  determined.  I  again 
express  confidence  that  the  ultimate  result  of  this  controversy 
will  be  a  victory  for  the  city. 

ScKools. 

The  schools  of  our  city  and  the  procewlings  for  their  govern- 
ment seem  to  be  well  conducted  in  the  hands  of  your  co-ordinate 
body,  the  board  of  educatinn.  I  desire  to  recommend  the  very 
earnest  effort  made  by  the  board  to  keep  «4thin  tlie  expendi- 
tures allowed,  and  especially  in  the  matter  of  school  building,  in 
keeping  as  near  the  appropriations  made  for  such  buildings  as 
is  possible. 
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At  the  last  session  of  the  k^slature  an  act  was  passed  pro- 
viding for  the  bonding  of  the  city  for  $150,000  to  erect  a  horti- 
cultural building  and  aquarium  on  Belle  Isle.  The  bonds  have 
been  negotiated  and  the  moneys  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
board  of  Park  and  Boulevard  commissioners,  but  is  as  yet 
unexpended.  Very  serious  doubt  arose  as  to  whether  a  horti- 
cultural building  or  aquarium  on  Belle  Isle  would  be  a  success, 
in  view  of  the  desertion  of  the  island  through  the  months  of  late 
fall,  winter  and  early  spring.  It  is  important  that  the  bill  passed 
for  this  improvement  should  be  amended  so  as  to  permit  the 
board  to  spend  the  moneys  on  the  erection  of  the  buildings  in 
such  park  or  place  as  is  found  best  adapted  to  the  purpose. 

AspKftlt    PAving. 

The  direction  of  your  honorable  body  that  an  asphalt  repair 
plant  be  erected  is  both  wise  and  opportune  and  will  result  in 
saving  a  considerable  amount  of  money  in  yearly  expenditure 
on  the  large  number  of  streets  already  paved  -with  asphalt.  While 
I  am  not  opposed  to  asphalt  when  properly  compounded  and 
laid,  it  is  still  my  opinion  that  we  should  make  haste  slowly  in 
laying  more  of  this  pavement  until  we  are  assured  of  better  re- 
sults than  have  been  attained  in  the  past. 

Public    Baths. 

I  again  recommend  for  your  consideration  the  matter  of 
public  baths  in  convenient  places  along  the  river  front,  and 
especially  for  winter  use.  The  comfort,  convenience  and  health 
to  be  conserved  by  this  move  is  so  apparent  as  to  need  no  dis- 
cussion. 
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Cleaning  Streets    and    Allex*- 

To  keep  the  streets  and  alleys  of  Detroit  clean  and  niaintain 
the  enviable  reputation  so  long  enjoyed,  requires  an  expendi- 
ture of  considerable  enerfO'  and  no  small  amount  of  money.  An 
idea  of  tlie  volume  of  the  work  may  be  imagined  by  the  fact  that 
the  century's  close  found  Detroit  with  278  miles  of  paved  streets 
out  of  a  total  mileage  of  streets  in  tbe  entire  city  o[ 
about  550.  This  does  not  inchide  the  alleys.  The 
service  of  street  and  alley  cleaning,  has  been  extended  and 
improved  in  the  center  of  the  city— first  and  second  wards — by 
the  addition  of  white  wings,  and  everything  has  been  done  to 
make  tiie  streets  and  alley."!  in  the  heart  of  the  city  presentable 
at  al!  times.  The  old  cobblestone  alleys  in  the  downtown  district 
are  rapidly  becoming  disj)laccd  by  vitrified  brick  on  concrete 
foundation,  and  almost  as  nuich  attention  is  bestowed  upon  them 
in  the  matter  of  cleaning  as  upon  the  main  thoroughfares.  Tlie 
following  table  shows  ntoney  expended  during  the  past  five 
years  for  care  of  streets  and  alleys,  the  mileage  of  paved  and 
iinpaved  streets  being  given  : 

For  fiscal  year  iS()5-6,  miles  of  pavwl  streets,  225;  miles  of 
unpaved  streets,  325;  exi>endit«re,  $110,710. 

For  fiscal  year  i8()6-7,  miles  of  |>aved  streets,  235;  miles  of 
unpaved  streets,  315;  expenditure,  $106,716. 

l*or  fisal  year  1897-8.  miles  of  paved  streets,  250;  miles  of 
impaved  streets,  300:  expenditure,  $122,993. 

]*'or  fiscal  year  iStjS-y,  miles  of  paved  streets,  260;  miles  oi 
unpaved  streets,  290:  expenditure,  $147,381. 

I'or  fiscal  year  i8(K)-co,  niHes  of  paved  streets,  269;  miles  of 
unpaved  streets.  281 ;  expenditure.  $159,209. 

For  the  fiscal  year  1900-1,  $153,000  was  allowed:  disburse- 
ments from  July  I,  1900,  to  January  1,  1901,  $103,243.  of  which 
$21,800  was  money  l)orroweil  from  the  house  of  correction  fund 
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the  previous  year,  leavinga    balance   at   the   beginning   of   the 
present  year  of  $83,443. 

The  paving  and  repaying  of  alleys  has  been  greatly  hampered 
during  the  past  season  by  the  fact  that  contractors  refused  to 
iubniit  bids  on  certain  alleys  on  which  they  feared  the  assess- 
ments would  not  be  paid  by  the  abutting  property  o^vners.  The 
necessity  of  well  paved  alleys  kept  in  a  sanitary  condition  in  a 
city  like  Detroit  is  very  apparent.  The  charter  should  be 
amended  so  that  bonds  couhl  be  issued  for  this  character  of  work 
the  same  as  in  the  case  of  paving  streets  or  building  public 
sewers. 

Conclusion. 

I  congratulate  your  honorable  body  upon  the  very  favorable 
conditions  of  prosperity  and  health  existing  in  our  comnnuiity 
today,  and  ask  from  your  honorable  body  that  co-operation  in 
the  future,  which  has  made  my  relations  with  your  predecessors 
most  agreeable  and  pleasant.  Having  but  one  purpose  in  view — 
the  public  good — let  our  differences  be  only  those  that  proceed 
from  an  honest  difference  of  opinion,  unprejudiced  by  political 
bias,  and  with  an  eye  always  to  what  is  for  the  best  interests 
of  our  city  and  its  people.

Prior  to  1850  the  duty  oi  auditing  the  accounts  and  claims  against 
the  corporation  was  performed  by  the  Common  Council,  and  statements 
showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  City  were  published  at  irregular 
intervals  by  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  the  City  Clerk  or  the 
City  Treasurer.  By  an  Act  of  the  Legislature,  approved  March  ii, 
1844,  the  Common  Council  was  given  power  to  appoint  a  City  Auditor 
whose  term  should  be  three  years  and  whose  duty  it  shourd  be  to  audit 
all  accounts  and  claims  against  the  City,  and  to  examine  and  adjust  at 
least  once  in  three  months,  the  accounts  of  all  officers  ol  said  City,  his 
compensation  to  be  fixed  by  the  Common  Council, 

No  steps  were  taken  by  theCommon  Council  to  exercise  the  author- 
ity thus  conferred  until  April  23,  1850,  wh!.'n  an  ordinance  was  adopted 
prescribing  the  duties  of  the  Auditor  and  fixing  the  salary  at  $1,250  per 
annum.  Immediately  upon  the  adoption  of  the  ordinance,  Charles  G. 
Hammond  was  appointed  City  Auditor,  and  upon  his  declination  of  the 
office,  Amos  T,  Hall,  a  member  of  the  Common  Council,  was  appointed. 

By  the  Act  of  February  iz,  1855,  the  title  "iCity  Auditor"  was 
changed  to  "City  Comptroller."  The  word  "Comptroller  was  used  until 
1857,  when  it  was  changed  to  "Controller,"  for  what  reason  the  records 
do  not  show,  and  that  form  of  spelling  has  continued,  as  a  rule,  until  the 
present  time.

In  January,  1854,  the  salary  of  the  office  was  increased  to  $2,000; 
in  January,  1862,  an  assistant  having  been  authorized  it  was  cut  to 
$1,600;  a  ye'ar  later  it  was  raised  to  $1,800,  and  in  December,  1865,  to 
$2,500.  In  January,  1872,  the  salary  was  fixed  at  $2,990,  and  in  Janu- 
ary, 1873,  it  was  made  $3,000,  at  which  amount  it  has  remained  to  the 
present  time.  . 

By  the  Act  of  June  7,  1883,  the  appointment  of  Controller  was  vested 
in  the  Common  Council  upon  nomination  of  the  Mayor.

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It  will  be  noted  that  the  debt  has  increased  $198,622.07  during  the  year. 
Nearly  $100,000  of  this  amount  represents  the  increase  in  the  net  paving 
debt,  which  is  largely  occasioned  by  the  fact  that  many  persons  refrained 
from  paying  their  paving  assessments  on  account  of  the  suit  brought  against 
the  city  by  R.  A.  Parker,  and  which  was  decided  in  the  city's  favor  a  few 
weeks  ago.  During  the  year  $250,000  of  Public  School  bonds  were  issued 
and  the  difference  between  this  amount  and  the  $98,000  increase  in  net  gen- 
eral debt  represents  approximately  the  earnings  of,  and  credits  to,  the 
Sinking  Fund  during  the  year. 

Within  the  past  six  years  a  number  of  radical  and  very  beneficial  changes 
have  been  made  in  the  financial  system  of  the  city.  The  first  of  these  was 
the  law  creating  the  Deficiency  Fund,  enacted  by  the  legislature  of  1899. 
The  first  year  this  law  was  in  operation  it  became  necessary  to  use  of  the 
liquor  moneys  $22,518.07  to  make  up  the  difference  between  the  appropria- 
tions due  the  several  funds  and  departments  in  addition  to  the  moneys 
received  from  back  taxes.  Last  year  no  liquor  money  was  required  for 
this  purpose,  and  after  crediting  every  fund  the  full  appropriation,  a  bal- 
ance was  carried  over  to  the  Deficiency  Fund  of  $31,332.22.  Owing  to  the 
very  large  amount  of  money  collected  on  the  levy  of  1900,  and  also  to  the 
I  he  great  increase  in  back  taxes  collected  the  balance  carried  over  this  y^r 
in  the  Deficiency  Fund  after  crediting  all  the  other  funds  the  full  appropri- 
ation, was  $172,983.89.  It  is  very  difficult  to  compute  the  amount  of  money 
that  will  be  collected  on  the  current  and  back  tax  levies.  The  sums  received 
from  these  sources  this  year  have  been  extraordinary  and  may  or  may  not 
be  continued.  For  this  reason,  I  do  not  believe  it  wise,  for  the  present  at 
least,  for  the  city  to  seek  any  legislation,  utilizing  a  portion  of  this  money 
in  other  directions.  If  the  balance  should  in  the  future  reach  a  sum  out  of 
proportion  to  the  money  which  might  be  required,  it  would  then  be  time 
enough  to  consider  the  advisability  of  diverting  a  portion  of  it  to  the  Sink- 
ing Fund, 

A  number  of  important  changes  in  our  financial  system  were  made  by 
our  last  legislature,  the  first  of  which  establishes  a  principle  for  which  I 
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have  contended  during  my  administration,  and  which  has  been  strongly 
approved  by  your  honorable  body  and  other  city  facials ;  that  is,  that  for 
all  bonds  issued  by  the  city,  there  s-hall  be  a  certain  percentage  raised  every 
year  by  taxation  for  the  purpose  of  retiring  the  bonds  to  the  end  that  the 
taxpayer  of  each  year  during  the  Hie  of  the  bonds  shall  pay  his  proportion- 
share  for  the  use  of  the  improvement  thereby  cfctained.  The  law  provides 
that  for  all  bonds  issued  after  July  i,  1901,  there  shall  be  raised  by  taxation 
during  their  life,  75  per  cent  of  their  iace  value,  it  being  estimated  that  the 
remaining  25  per  cent  will  be  derived  from  the  earnings  of  the  money  raised 
as  above  provided.  For  a  30-year  bond,  which  is  the  usual  term  for  which 
our  bonds  are  issued,  the  annual  levy  would  be  2J  per  cent  of  the  face 
value.  The  next  important  financial  change  was  the  provision  in  this  same 
act  of  exempting  all  bonds  issued  by  the  city  from  city  taxation.  This 
provision  was  not  in  the  bill  as  originally  drawn,  but  after  consultation  with 
a  number  of  memlaers  of  your  honorable  body  and  other  city  officials,  it  was 
tliought  wise  to  include  it.  The  wisdom  of  this  was  demonstrated  yester- 
day in  a  very  practical  manner.  Proposals  were  invited  for  the  purchase 
of  $155,000  of  Public  Scho(J  bonds.  The  highest  bid  received  from  an 
outside  concern,  and  which  probably  represented  the  approximate  market 
value  abroad,  was  $165,140.00;  a  local  concern,  the  Detroit  Trust  Co., 
offered  for  the  bonds  on  account  of  the  exempt  provision,  $170,283,  or  a 
difference  of  $5,143.  Several  other  local  institutions  also  offered  much 
higher  prices  for  the  bonds  than  those  from  abroad.  It  is,  of  course,  im- 
possible to  say  how  much  the  city  will  receive  on  this  account  in  the  future, 
but  it  undoubtedly  will  in  the  course  of  time  aggregate  a  very  large  sum. 
In  addition  to  the  increased  amount  which  the  city  hereby  derives,  the  fact 
that  our  securities  are  eagerly  sought  after  by  our  local  investors  greatly 
enhances  the  city's  credit.  I  do  not  know  of  any  city  in  the  United  States 
at  the  presciit  time  that  can  sell  a  bond  on  less  than  a  3  per  cent  basis,  which 
was  the  price  obtained  for  the  issue  above  referred  to. 

In  my  annual  message  last  year,  I  suggested  that  an  amendment  be 
secured  to  the  charter,  directing  the  Controller  to  submit    in    his    annual 
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report  a  classified  statement  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  in  place  of  a 
"detailed  schedule"  of  accounts  audited  as  heretofore  provided.  This  sug- 
gestion was  also  approved  by  your  honorable  body,  and  I  am  plea-sed  to 
report  that  the  amendnifnt  was  secured  without  dilficulty.  U  reduces  by 
at  least  75  per  cent  the  size  of  the  report,  without  in  the  slightest  degree 
impairing  its  value,  and  at  the  same  time  saves  the  city  at  least  $1,000  a 
year  for  printing.  I  have  continued  in  my  present  report  the  form  of  clas- 
sification of  receipts  and  disbursements  inaugurated  last  year,  in  addition  to 
the  condensed  statement  of  receipts  and  disbursements  by  funds.  This  is 
of  special  value  in  making  compilations  of  financial  statistics  from  year  to 
year,  and  the  general  form  has  been  very  favoraWy  commented  upon  both 
by  our  citizens  and  students  of  municipal  economy. 

Acting  upon  the  belief  that  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Estimates 
were  entitled  to  the  fullest  information  that  could  be  furnished  them  while 
in  consideration  of  the  budget,  I  changed  the  form,  four  or  five  years  ago. 
of  submitting  the  estimates,  giving  not  only  the  estimates  for  the  ensuing 
year,  but  also  the  estimates,  appropriations  and  expenditures  for  the  two 
years  preceding.  This  led  to  the  publication  of  the  appropriation  book, 
commonly  known  as  the  "Red  Book,"  which  I  think  has  been  of  great  value, 
niyt  only  to  your  honorable  body,  but  to  all  the  departments.  There  is  no 
ordinance  requiring  the  Controller  to  compile  either  the  estimates  or  the 
appropriations  in  this  form,  and  in  order  that  these  publications  may  be- 
come a  fixture  in  our  financial  system,  I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  an 
ordinance  be  adopted  requiring  both  the  estimates  and  the  appropriations 
to  be  submitted  in  either  the  present  or  a'similar  form.

To  the  Honorable,  the  Commoii  Council: 

Oentlemeti— As  provided  b}-  the  City  Charter.  Chapter  VIII.,  Bectlon  1, 
PMTe  86,  I  herewith  transmit  to  your  honorable  body  the  estimated  ezpensea 
ol  the  several  municipal  departments  of  the  Kovernment  of  the  City  of  De- 
troit for  the  fiscal  year  endlns  June  30th,  IMS,  as  thny  have  been  submitted 
to  me  by  the  said  deparbnente. 

These  estimates  appear  to  be  based  upon  the  Idea  that  the  City  of  Detroit 
has  a  settled  policy  for  each  of  the  Commissions  or  Boards.  vIe:  to  supply 
and  gratify  the  desires,  and.  In  some  Instances,  the  demands  of  the  people 
for  Improvement!  In  these  departments,  they  arguliur  that  this  Is  a  "ireat, 
rich  olty"  and  can  well  afford  an  appropriation  lor  a  school  buUdlnfr,  a 
police  statl<»i.  an  engine  house  or  some  other  special  Improvement.  Thla 
would  be  true  It  the  city  bad  but  one  department  to  provide  for.  Just  as  the 
head  of  a  fually  might  be  able  to  gratify  all  the  desires  of  one  petted  child, 
but  when  a  dosen  of  equally  loved  and  petted  children  make  equal  claims, 
he  finds  It  Impossible  to  gratify  all.  I  hnow  that  this  'Irrepressible  conflict" 
Is  on:  the  people,  on  the  one  hand,  demanding  more  of  the  government,  and 
those  owning  the  property  and  having  the  bllli  to  pay  In  taiee  wanting  leu. 
The  administration  of  the  City  of  Detroit  to-day,  mea«ured  by  the  thoughts 
and  asptratlons  of  the  country,  fifty,  or  even  twenty-five  years  ago,  would 
have  been  regardM  as  extrava^nt  and  Its  conditions  luxurious,  but  what 
were  luxuries  enjoyed  by  the  fen  In  those  times  are  but  the  common-place. 
every-day  conveniences  and  comforts  ol  modern  dvlUsed  life. 

In  looking  over  these  estimates  I  cannot  but  feel  that  under  gome  In- 
fluence they  have  been  unduly  Increased  and  are  unwarrantably  large,  aggre- 
gating the  enormus  sum  ot  |S,BT4,0i9  TS.    This  Is  an  Increase  of  fSTS.TtS  26  over 
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last  year's  estimates  (all  supple  mentals  Included),  and  o(  tl.4T3.G3t  OS  over  the 
estlmstea  ot  the  preceding  yea.!,  and  equals  K3  K  for  every  man,  woman 
and  child  In  the  City  of  Detroit.  Tbat  It  should  be  estimated  to  cost  thla 
amount  per  annum  tor  municipal  government  tn  this  city  seems  tveyond  com- 
prehension;  as  a  matter  ot  fact,  the  flgures  are  out  of  all  reason. 

Is  It  not  possible  that  we  are  building  our  school  houses,  police  atatlona 
and  other  public  buildings  on  a  scale  not  required  by  the  needs  of  the  ser- 
vice? I  kno»  full  well  the  argument  used  by  each  department,  that  Detroit 
Is  a  great,  wealthy  city,  and  that  we  should  not  rellect  on  her  by  erecting 
cheap  or  plain  bulldlngsi  and  further,  that  all  the  people  In  the  vicinity  of 
the  new  Improvement  want  something  that  will  be  an  "ornament"  to  their 
part  or  the  town.  Well.  1(  the  people  want  "ornaments,"  and  the  Boards 
estimate  for  "ornaments,"  and  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Estimates 
approve  them,  there  Is  nothing  leti  but  to  put  your  hand*  In  your  pockets 
and  pay  the  bill. 

I  believe  that  very  much  better  results  would  be  obtained  It  some  of  the 
responsibility  of  pruning  the  estimates  was  assumed  by  each  department 
when  preparing  them,  instead  of  throwing  all  upon  the  Common  Council  and 
Board  of  Estimates,  who  have  only  a  limited  time  for  their  consideration. 
Some  ot  the  departments  have  fallen  Into  the  habit  of  estimating  at  least 
double  what  they  have  had  or  expect  to  get,  knowing  full  well  that  their 
estimates  will  be  reduced  40  to  60  per  cent,  A  good  share  of  this  should  have 
been  cut  out  before  It  was  ever  presented. 

1  note  In  these  estimates  large  amounts  that  are  there  by  request  of  tha 
Common  Council,  the  Board  of  Public  Work*  alone  containing  1868,889  Of  esti- 
mates of  this  character,  the  request  for  every  one  of  which  are  undoubtedly 
Ijackcd  up  by  the  people  In  the  vicinity  of  the  Improvement  requested.  The 
exercise  of  a  claim.  Judicial  Inquiry  Into  the  necessity  for  each  Improvement 
submitted  will,  I  am  sure,  secure  facta  that  will  warrant  a  large  cut  therein. 

Referring  to  those  Items  In  the  estimates  which  are  for  permanent  Im- 
provements, I  desire  to  reiterate  what  I  have  said  before  on  this  subject, 
and  that  Is,  that  all  appropriations  for  Improvements  of  a  permanent  char- 
acter, such  as  the  purchase  of  real  estate  and  the  erection  thereon  of  build- 
ings, etc..  should  be  made  by  Issue  of  bonds  and  the  cost  of  the  Improvement 
equitably  distributed  over  a  space  of  thirty  years.  There  are  In  this  year's 
estimates  about  JI.TCO.OOO  ot  permanent  Improvements,  ot  which  at  least  |1,- 
WO.OOd  are  ot  such  a  character  at  to  warrant  an  Issue  of  bonds.  If  any  appro- 
priations are  made  tor  them.  At  the  present  time  bonds  can  only  be  Issued 
for  public  buildings  and  public  schools,  but  If  the  several  bills  which  are 
DOW  betore  the  legislature  pass,   betore  your  labors  are  completed.  It  will 
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be  poaalble,  In  addition  to  these  two  Items,  to  lEaue  bonds  (or  public  sewers, 
pollfM  Stations,  engine  houses  and  park  and  boulevard  Improvements.  For 
every  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  bonds  issued  ot  this  character  It  will 
be  necessary  to  ralee  annually  during  the  term  or  the  bonds  (30  yeais)  the 
Interest  13,600,  and  for  e.  sinking  fund  ^3,600,  or  n  total  of  W.OOO.  Under  this 
plan,  1600,000  of  permanent  Improvements  could  be  made  at  a  cost  of  UO.OOO 
per  annum  for  30  years,  and  each  seneratlon  who  has  enjoyed  the  use  and 
benedt  ot  the  Improvement  will  have  contributed  Its  share  of  the  expense. 

Another  criticism  I  have  to  malte  on  these  estimates  Is  the  Indlsciimlnate 
mlxlngr  of  Items  of  maintenance  In  the  Improvement  classltlcallon.  and  vice 
versa;  this  Is  particularly  noticeable  In  the  estimates  of  the  Park  and 
Boulevard  Commission  and  the  Metropolitan  Police  CommlsHlon,  the  latter 
being  classlfled  as  "supplementals."  In  the  former  there  are  numerous  Items 
of  "repairs."  "painting."  etc.,  In  the  "Improvements"  classification,  which 
should  be  oharged   lo  maintenance. 

Municipal  accounts,  to  be  of  any  value  from  a  statistical  point  of  view. 
must  be  accurately  classlfled.  and  continued  In  the  same  form  from  year  to 
year,  and  the  line  between  maintenance  and  Improvements  cannot  be  too 
sharply  drawn. 

Referring-  to  the  estimates  for  those  funds  over  whloh  the  Controller  has 
Jurisdiction.  I  would  state  that  the  Increase  in  tihe  Interest  F^Qd  Is  occa- 
sioned largely  by  there  l^Ing  no  estimated  cash  balance  as  there  was  last 
year  of  150,000.  The  Oeneral  Fund  Is  Sn.TIS  66  less  than  last  year,  thoucb  I 
have  included  therein  estimates  for  several  Items  which  It  has  been  cus- 
tomary tor  some  time  to  pay  from  the  Continsent  Fund,  In  a  rather  irregular 

The  Item  of  TIB.ea  81  for  the  Street  Opening  Fund  Is  nearly  all  obllK&tory. 
repreaentiuK  the  portion  to  be  paid  by  the  city  ot  awards  on  which  interest 
begins  in  the  near  tuturo. 

In  compliance  with  resolutions  ot  your  honorable  body.  I  have  Incltided 
In  the  Public  Building  Fund  an  estimate  of  (00,000  for  remodeling  the  City 
Ball,  and  one  of  no.DOO  for  the  purpose  ol  constructing  sunken  lavatories  and 
toilet  buildings  In  the  center  of  the  city. 

The  tables  of  aggregate  and  detailed  appropriations  for  and  expenditures 
of  all  the  aepartments  since  18G0  I  have  continued  and  Included  with  the 
compllallon  of  estimates  for  1901.  believing  that  the  Information  therein  con- 
tained will  be  of  value  to  you,  not  only  while  considering  the  estimates  this 
year,  but  as  a  reference  during  the  entlro  year  to  come. 
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Of  the  liquor  moiieya,  BO-callea,  ttiera  will  bo  availsblo  for  the  reduction 
D[  tajcatlon  this  year  not  leu  than  MOO.OOO;  thla  amount,  t  tKlleve.  la  larsolr 
In  ezceBB  of  khv  that  baa  been  bo  applied  heretoforo. 

In  conclusion,  xentlemen,  permit  iqe  to  say  that  In  the  difficult  task  be- 
fore you  and  the  Board  of  BBtlmatea  of  reductnc  tbeaa  eatlmatea  three  mil- 
Horn  of  doUara  (whlcH  amount  tbey  will  have  to  be  cut  If  the  tax  la  not 
materially  raised),  my  offlce  and  myaelf  are  at  rour  lervlce  for  any  Infonna* 
tlon  In  onr  power  to  tumlah.

'  In  connection  with  the  Above  estimates  for  eitenslors  to  the  street  ll^ht- 
laK  service.  It  will  be  well  for  the  meml>ers  of  the  Common  Council  and  the 
Board  of  Elstlmat^s  to  look  carefully  over  the  citv  and  si 
the  many  dark  spots  in  Detroit.  To  the  average  person  a 
even  the' central  portion  of  the  city  will  reveal  a  want  of  street  Illumination 
which  Is  surprising.  The  towers  arc  blocks  apart,  and  often  not  even  one 
pole  light  Is  placed  between  them;  and  It  Is  quite  necessary  In  some  of  the 
down-town  locations  to  place  an  additional  arc  lamp  on  the  base  of  the 
tower,  where  a  dark  shadow  Is  cast  on  a  much-traveled  comer.  The  loff 
In  many  of  our  streets  la  responsible  (or  an  additional  call  for  street  lamps 
to  properly  Illumine  the  atreet.  There  will  also  be  found  many  streets,  along 
which  cars  are  propelled  at  a.  hlsh  rate  of  speed,  which  are  Improperly 
served:  not  only  Is  this  dangerous  to  tramc  on  these  streets,  but  In  many 
Instances  persons  desiring  to  take  the  cars  are  often  passed  by  on  account  of 
the  motorman  not  being  able  to  see  them. 

Lastly,  we  would  call  your  attention  to  the  lack  of  proper  llgtitlng  In 
Clark.  Palmer  and  other  parks,  as  well  as  Cadillac  Bquam.  and  the  main 
streets  up  from  the  several  depots,  all  of  which  It  Is  Intended  to  take  care 
o(  [f  we  are  allowed  the  above  estlmatfs  asked  (or.  Cadillac  Square  is  espe- 
cially dark  after  the  private  Illumination  around  the  Campus  Martlus  is 
turned  off,  and  any  one  coming  through  thla  park  at  12  o'clock  at  night  finds 
It  very  black  and  disagreeable.  The  same  may  be  said  of  the  streets  leading 
uptown  from  the  diffprent  railroad  slallons  and  boat  landings.  There  Is  need 
of  much  light  In  the  down-town  district  as  well  as  In  the  outskirts  of  the 
city,  and,  with  a  proper  allowance  given  this  Commission  for  extensions, 
the  city  will  be  proud  Of  Its  lighting  next  year.  Instead  of  having  so  many 
dark  streets  as  at  present,  which  are  a  disgrace  to  It.

City  Treasurer's  Office, 

Detroit,  June  30,  1901. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen  : — In  compliance  with  section  78  of  the  City 
Charter,  it  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  herewith  my  third  annual 
report  as  City  Treasurer,  covering  the  fiscal  year  1900,  ending 
June  30th,  1901. 

The  year  just  closed  may  well  be  termed  the  banner  year  in 
the  history  of  the  City  Treasury,  receiving  an  unprecedented 
climax  in  the  month  of  June  just  passed  when,  by  virtue  of  your 
resolution  of  May  14th,  I  was  permitted  to  receive  delinquent 
taxes  at  reduced  rate  of  interest.  The  accumulation  of  the  out- 
standing taxes  during  the  last  ten  years  had  assumed  colossal 
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proportions,  but  persistent  agitation  in  these  lines  and  the  re- 
sultant crowning  offer  for  the  month  of  June  just  referred  to 
caused  the  amount  of  the.se  taxes  to  be  reduced  to  the  lowest 
6gure  since  1892.  In  a  great  measure,  the  collections  were  fur- 
thered by  the  policy  which  I  have  pursued  since  my  incumbency 
of  this  office,  namely,  a  systematic  notification  to  delinquents  of 
-city  liens  against  their  holdings.  Innumerable  cases  came  to 
light  and  could  be  quoted  where  such  notices  were  the  first  inti- 
mation to  taxpayers  that  the  city  had  claims  against  them 
for  past  due  taxes,  and  which  brought  forth  a  prompt  response 
and  a  grateful  acknowledgment  of  the  notice.  Collections  were 
also  aided  to  some  extent  by  the  law  passed  by  the  Legislature 
two  years  ago  compelling  the  issuance  of  certificates  showing 
city  taxes  paid  before  property  transfers  could  be  recorded.  Seven 
thousand  and  forty-five  legal  conveyances,  incidentally,  were  ex- 
amined during  the  year  and  certificates  affixed  thereto. 

The  financial  result  of  this  work  to  the  city  is  evidenced  by 
a  reduction  of  the  amount  of  such  delinquent  taxes  from  $405,- 
950.03,  when  I  assumed  this  office,  to  $149,590.67  at  the  date 
hereof.  During  the  year  just  closed,  $251,931.88  were  collected, 
and  of  this  amount  $116,449.30  was  paid  in  during  the  month 
of  June  alone — this  being  by  far  the  largest  amount  ever  credited 
to  the  city's  account  from  such  source  in  the  history  of  the  office. 
The  results  accomplished  have  also  been  a  source  of  peculiar 
gratification  to  me,  inasmuch  as  the  ordinary  routine  work  of  the 
office,  increasing  as  it  does  naturally  from  day  to  day  with  the 
growth  of  the  city,  is  onerous  enough ;  yet  the  vast  increase  in 
work  due  to  the  activity  in  every  department  has  been  met  by  my 
regular  staff  and  results  accomplished  through  its  efforts  alone. 

To  provide  for  all  times,  I  believe  it  opportune  at  this  period 
to  suggest  to  your  honorable  body  that  a  system  of  notification 
be  legally  attached  to  the  conduct  of  this  office.    The  task  is  one 
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of  no  mean  proportions,  but  the  financial  gains  derived  therefrom 
to  tlie  city  would  be  marked  and,  on  the  other  hand,  it  would  re- 
sult in  a  large  saving  to  taxpayers,  especially  where  a  demand  for 
a  tax  title  is  involved.  I  would  respectfully  urge  your  honorable 
body  to  consider  this  matter  with  the  end  in  view  I  have  sug- 
gested, 

The  office  was  called  upon  during  the  year  (as  the  result 
of  a  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  that  assessments  for  water 
mains  upon  abuttant  property  were  illegal)  to  refund  $13,993-96 
which  had  been  collected  to  defray  the  expense  of  laying  such 
water  mains.  The  work  involved  in  finding  the  different  tax- 
payers to  whom  refund  was  due  necessitated  correspondence  to 
all  parts  of  the  country,  but  the  amount  hSs  been  reduced  to 
$149.99,  *"d  I  have  taken  the  liberty  to  append  a  list  of  those 
to  whom  the  balance  is  payable.  A  list  of  those  to  whom  street 
opening  awards  is  due  is  also  appended.

The  following  is  an  extract  of  the  text  of  the  law  requiring 
City  Treasurer's  certificate,  showing  that  all  back  taxes  have  heen 
paid,  on  deeds,  mortgages,  etc.,  before  they  can  be  placed  on 
record.    The  law  went  into  effect  September  23,  1900. 

" Xo  mortgage,  or  conveyance  of  real  estate, 

or  contract  for  the  sale  of  any  real  estate  shall  be  received  or 
recorded  by  the  Register  of  Deeds  of  the  County  of  Wayne  unless 
all  city  taxes  or  special  assessments  on  the  property  described  in 
such  mortgage,  contract  or  conveyance  shall  have  heen  paid;  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Treasurer,  upon  request,  to  furnish 
a  certificate  that  such  taxes  or  assessments  have  been  paid,  which 
certificate  shall  be  filed  with  said  register  at  the  time  of  the  delivery 
to  him  of  such  conveyance,  mortgage  or  contract  for  record."

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The  following  is  a  synopsis  of  the  amendment  to  the  act  rela- 
tive to  garnishee  proceedings.  The  law  went  into  effect  Sept.  23. 
1899- 

Municipal  corporations  may  be  proceeded  against  as  gar- 
nishees with  hke  effect  as  individuals.  Summons  may  be  served 
on  principal  officers  of  corporations,  treasurer,  controller,  or  who- 
ever may  have  knowledge  of  the  facts  in  question.  A  failure  to 
answer  summons  will  hold  corporation  subject  to  the  payment  of 
the  judgment  against  the  defendant  with  liberty  to  appeal  to  cir- 
cuit court  by  the  corporation.  The  corporation,  by  its  proper  offi- 
cer, having  answered  summons,  shall  hold  any  moneys,  property, 
etc.,  belonging  to  the  defendant  until  the  final  disposition,  unless 
sooner  released  by  order  of  the  justice.  A  defendant  may  release 
money,  by  giving  a  bond  double  the  amount  claimed  by  the  plain- 
tiff in  the  action  pending,  Imnd.sman  paying  costs  on  recovery  by 
plaintiff.

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ABOUT  PAYING  TAXES. 

General  City  taxes  are  due  on  the  ist  day  of  July  of  each 
year  and  are  payable  without  penalty  or  interest  on  any  day 
of  the  month  of  July.  Ten  days  extra  time  or  until  the  lOtli 
of  August,  is  allowed  to  those  who  furnish  the  Receiver  with 
a  list  on  or  before  July  2gth  of  the  property  on  which  they  in- 
tend to  pay.  On  August  ist,  and  on  the  first  day  of  each 
succeeding  month  including  January  next  following  the  date 
when  genera]  city  taxes  become  due,  one  per'cent  is  added  to 
alt  unpaid  city  taxes  in  the  hands  of  the  Receiver.  From 
January  ist  to  date  or  sale,  June  ist  next  following,  interest  at 
the  rate  of  lO  per  cent  per  annum  is  added. 

Special  Taxes,  which  include  paving,  sewer,  street  opening 
and  sidewalk  assessments,  are  payable  in  the  special  tax  de- 
partment of  the  Receiver.  The  time  for  payment  and  the  sale 
for  special  taxes  varies  according  to  the  time  the  assessment  is 
made. 

After  sale,  all  City  taxes  both  general  and  special,  are 
payable  to  the  City  Treasurer  and  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of 
lo  per  cent  per  annum  until  paid,  if  sold  to  the  city.  If  sold  to 
outsiders,  one  year  is  given  for  redemption,  after  which  time 
settlement  must  be  made  with  the  purchaser.  The  price  which 
they  may  charge  is  not  regulated  by  law.  The  charter  provides 
that  ta-xes  bid  in  by  the  city  may  be  purchased  at  private  sale 
at  any  time,  but  under  the  present  administration  no  such  sale 
is  made  until  the  person  named  as  owner  in  the  last  recorded 
transfer  is  notified. 

The  financial  department  of  the  Treasurer's  office  is  in 
charge  of  the  Deputy  Treasurer,  assisted  by  the  bookkeeper 
and  one  clerk. 

The  back  tax  department  is  in  charge  of  the  chief  clerk 
assisted  by  three  clerks  and  one  assistant  clerk. 

The  Pay  department  is  in  charge  of  the  Paymaster  and 
one  clerk. 

All  departments  are  under  the  personal  supervision  of  the 
Treasurer.

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PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 


TO  THE  BOARD  OP  BDUCATION: 

July  1,  1901. 

<icntlein*'ii: — It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  this, 
in.v  aniniiil  i-epoft,  to  the  Itonrd  of  Eduoation.  In  doing 
tiiis  I  luuBt,  liowever,  state  that  it  is  with  some  feeling  of 
regret  that  I  liave  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that 
ihere  is  a  balance  on  hand  in  every  fund,  the  total  bal- 
nnees  aggrefnitinfr  some  $5,000.  It  may  sound  strange 
to  regift  that  the  Itnard  is  able  to  show  such  a  financial 
condition.  My  reason  for  doing  so  is  that  the  reports 
necessarily  fail  to  show  that  our  estimateB  as  submitted 
to  the  Common  Council  and  Hoard  of  Estimates  in  which 
we  asked  an  appropriation  of  |5f>,000  for  a  probable  de- 
ficit arc  not  borne  out  by  our  financial  statements  at  this 
particular  thue  because  of  uncompleted  work  and  con- 
sequent liabilities.  Ily  the  end  of  the  year  we  will  not  he 
in  such  good  shape. 

The  new  Eastern  High,  the  (iillies  and  the  Craft 
Schools  are  not  completed  and  wh^n  we  shall  have  made 
the  final  payments  on  these  buildings  we  shall  show  a 
deficit  in  the  building  fund  of  the  f56,000  asked  for. 
Tliere  ih,  after  all,  some  cause  for  congratulation  in  this 
regai'd,  not  that  there  is  going  to  be  a  deficit,  but  that 
our  estimates  will  have  proven  to  be  correct. 

Every  department  of  municipal  government  thinks,  of 
course,  that  its  demands  upon  the  taxpayers  are  fully  just- 
ified and  we  may  be  charged  with  being  conceited  when 
we  contend  that  our  needs  are  paramount  to  those  of  any 
other  department,  but  I  insist  nevertheless,  that  the  edn- 
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ration  of  our  future  busioefls  and  professional  men,  of 
the  young  people  on  whom  the  burden  of  prosperity  and 
progress  of  this  city  will  rest  in  coming  years,  is  para- 
mount to  eiery  other  consideration.  I  do  not  favor  ex- 
travagant estimates,  but  I  do  feel  that  in  the  patit  this 
Board  has  not  been  allowed  as  great  a  share  of  the  annual 
budget  as  it  n'as  entitled  to. 

Every  uieana  should  be  used  to  keep  the  course  of 
study  and  its  interpretation  upon  a  thoroughly  practical 
basis,  one  which,  while  giving  a  maximum  of  cultnre 
work,  will  secure  for  the  pupils  who  leave  the  public 
schools  in  the  early  part  of  the  grammar  gi-ndes,  an  exact 
and  thorough  knowledge  of  the  so-caJled  "conaervatiTe" 
studies. 

No  work  in  the  public  school  course  can  take  the  place 
of  Beading.  In  its  many  phases,  as  a  means  of  acquiring 
future  knowledge  and  development.  No  superficial 
knowledge  can  take  tlie  place  of  a  rational  training  in 
habits  of  industry  and  habits  of  exactness,  which  assist 
in  solving  the  future  life  problems  of  our  boys  and  girls. 
During  my  term  of  ofttee  as  President  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  my  earnest  efforts  have  been  for  a  i-ational 
and  thoroughly  practical  and  efficient  upb  Hiding  of  our 
school  system.  I  believe  the  I'esults  in  training  and 
scholarahip  warrant  the  assumption  that  the  high  stand- 
ing of  our  schools,  cornea  from  a  progressive  though  con- 
servative administration.  In  this  connection,  while  com- 
mending the  Text  Book  Committee  upon  its  good  work  in 
refusing  to  purchase  large  quantities  of  school  apparatus, 
which  in  a  short  time  becomes  useless  junk,  a  warning 
note  is  necessary  for  the  future.  Good  working  libraries 
in  all  the  public  scho<ds  are  a  necessity  and  I  would  con- 
tinue the  policy  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  re- 
commending the  purchase  of  such  standard  works  as  may 
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be  deemed  neceesary  for  the  use  of  teachers  in  their  daily 
'  work ;  but  would  recommend  the  adoption  permanently, 
of  the  policy  now  pursued,  of  purchasing  only  such  ap- 
paratus as  may  be  necessary  for  daily  use  in  the  demon- 
stration of  the  usual  school  work. 

I  would  give  more  attention  to  the  physical  condition 
of  the  pupils  than  is  now  given,  for  what  will  education 
avail  if  a  sound  body  and  a  sound  mind  do  not  go  to- 
gether? You  must  remember  that  our  children  are  living 
a  more  artificial  life  than  we  and  our  grandfathers  did. 
The  city  is  heccaning  so  thickly  peculated  that  there  is 
neither  time  nor  opportunity  for  that  fresh  air  exercise 
which  was  so  easily  secured  a  generation  or  two  ago, 
when  children  engaged  in  purauitB  which  developed  their 
bodies,  while  teachers  developed  their  minds.  Detroit  is 
growing  fast  and  the  fresh  air  spaces  are  being  rapidly 
crowded  out.  If  we  cannot  give  our  children  natural  ex- 
ercise for  their  bones  and  mus<'les  we  must  do  what  we 
can  for  them  artificially,  in  other  words,  we  should  ex- 
tend otir  system  of  physical  culture. 

Allow  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the  large  amount 
of  labor  performed  so  faithfully  and  gratuitously  by  the 
members  of  this  Board.  The  various  committees  have 
done  their  duty  carefully  and  conscientiously.  Through 
the  efforts  of  the  Teachers'  Committee  and  the  Text  Book 
CfHnmittee  great  advances  ha.ve  been  made  along  edaca- 
tional  lines  despite  many  serious  difficulties.  Qreat 
credit  is  due  the  Committee  on  Real  Estate  and  School 
Buildings  for  the  new  Eastern  High,  the  Oillies  and  Craft 
Schools  which  are  now  in  process  of  constmction.  They 
are  modern  and  furnished  with  modern  appliances  in  ail 
lines  of  the  building  art  and  are  monuments  of  which  the 
Committee  and  the  Board  may  well  be  proud. 
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I  cannot  refrain  from  mentiouiDg  the  miBfortune  the 
Board  had  in  thi>  dentrnction,  by  fire,  of  the  Craft  School 
on  KeptenibcF  12th,  lUUO.  This  entailed  a  loss  amounting 
to  140,000  upon  thin  Hoard  and  was  one  of  the  primary 
eansefl  of  the  lai>;e  deficit  in  the  Building  Fund. 

In  conclusion,  I  tlinnli  the  memberB  for  courtesies 
shown  and  the  loyal  support  given  me  during  my  term 
of  office.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Eduoation: 

Gentlemen: — I  have  the  honor  to  Bubmit  the  report  of 
the  Superintendent  of  SchootB  of  the  City  of  Detroit  for 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1901,  , 

The  total  enrollment  of  different  pupils  for  the  year 
was  40303,  an  increase  of  1,153  over  that  of  the  previous 
year.  The  average  dally  attendance  was  30,864,  an  in- 
crease of  1,463  for  the  current  year, 

HIGH  SCHOOLS— HISTORICAL  AND  STATISTICAL. 

Detroit's  first  high  school  was  opened  May  13th,  1844. 
The  Board  of  Education  did  not  have  Bole  power  of  man- 
agement. The  Regents  of  the  University  appointed  the 
teachers  and  Bolectetl  the  textbooks  used  in  the  school. 
The  old  academy  or  first  university  building  on  Bates 
street  near  Lamed  street,  was  granted  for  high  school 
use  hy  the  Regents  of  the  University.  The  number  of 
pupils  was  limited  to  twenty-flve  and  only  boys  gained 
admiBsion.  The  school  from  lark  of  pati-ons  noon  fell 
away. 

In  1855  public  eentiment  favorod  a  free  public  high 
school  and  an  act  of  the  legislature  was  passed  that  year 
authorizing  the  raising  of  fund»  for  building  and  main- 
taining such  nn  institution. 

On  Febniar>-  20th,  1856,  a  committee  was  appointed 
hy  the  Board  of  Education  to  prepare  the  way  for  a  high, 
school,  and  on  April  '10,  1858,  the  first  session  was  held 
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in  the  old  primary  school  building  on  Miami  aveoue, 
which  occupied  the  site  of  the  present  Board  of  Educa- 
tion ofBces. 

The  high  school  opened  on  the  upper  floor  of  the 
building  and  twenty-three  pupils  were  in  attendance 
the  first  day.  Additions  were  made  to  the  Miami  building 
later;  and  in  1860  girls  were  granted  the  privilege  of 
attending  high  school. 

In  1863  the  high  school  was  removed  to  the  old  Cap- 
itol Building,  which  with  several  additions,  formed  the 
only  high  school  for  the  entire  city  until  it  was  destroyed 
by  fire  in  1893. 

After  the  destruction  of  the  old  Central  High  School 
(Capitol  Square)  in  1893,  steps  were  talten  to  rebuild. 
The  present  site  of  the  Central  High  School,  the  block 
bounded  by  Cass,  Hancock,  Second  and  Warren  avenues, 
was  decided  on  after  carefully  canvassing  the  qnestion 
of  the  future  high  school  population  of  the  city. 

In  September,  1895,  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  an  Eastern  High  School  was  opened  in  the 
Williams  School  and  a  Western  High  School  in  the 
Webster  School.  I'he  Eastern  High  School  was  trans- 
ferred, September,  1S97,  to  the  Harris  School.  Septem- 
ber, 1 9<H .  will  sec  the  formal  opening  of  the  new 
Eastern  High  School,  located  at  the  intersection  .of 
the  Boulevard  and  Mack  avenue.  The  Western  High 
School  moved  from  the  Webster  School  to  the  new  build- 
ing on  Scotten  avenue,  opposite  Clark  Park,  September, 
1899,  though  the  building  was  not  completed , until  Sep- 
tember, 1900. 

Today  the  combined  enrollment  of  the  Eastern  and 
Western  High  Schools  is  only  1^2  less  than  the  enndl- 
ment  of  the  Central  High  in  1890.  The  enrollment  of 
the  Central  High  School  in  1890  was  1,042;  the  combined 
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eorollment  of  th£  fjaaterii  and  Weatem  High.  Schoole  ia, 
for  the  present  year,  910. 

The  public,  except  in  a  graieral  way,  does  not  appre- 
ciate the  great  growth  in  our  population,  aod  the  largely 
increasing  public  school  enrollment  with  its  attending 
increase  in  high  school  students.  This  increase  in 
high  school  enrollment  ia  not  peculiar  to  Detroit.  Dr. 
William  T.  Harris,  Commissioner  of  Education,  in 
a  recent  report  says:  "The  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  high  schools  and  in  the  number  of  students  en- 
rtrfled  is  something  phenomenal.  It  would  seem  as  if 
the  people  of  all  cities  and  villages  had  determined  to 
provide  high  school  accommodations  for  these  children. 
More  than  this,  there  is  a  mOT«uent  to  fumi^  accom- 
modations for  all  qualified  children  in  country  high 
schools  where  the  population  is  too  sparse  and  the  wealth 
too  small  to  provide  town  high  schools."  Mie  advance 
sheets  of  the  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Educatlcoi 
for  1900  show  an  increase  of  156.84  per  cent,  for  the 
entire  country  since  1890.  In  the  latter  year  there  were 
enrolled  in  the  public  high  schools  of  the  country  202,963 
students;  in  1900  there  were  enrolled  519,251,  an  increase 
of  306,288,  or  in  1890  there  were  less  than  a  quarter  of  a 
million  students  receiving  public  high  school  instruction, 
while  in  1900  there  were  over  a  half  million  receiving 
public  secondary  instruction. 

The  number  of  high  school  students  enrolled  in  the 
Detroit  High  Schools  in  1890  was  1,042;  the  number  en- 
rolled in  1900  was  2,810,  an  increase  of  1,788  in  ten  years. 

The  increase  for  the  entire  country  from  1890  to  1900 
was  for  all  secondary  schools  139.45  per  cent.,  the  in- 
crease in  Detroit  as  just  shown  was  160.6  per  cent.,  a 
very  large  increase  over  that  of  the  country  at  large. 
The  following  conclusions  are  drawn:    That  Detroit  has 
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11  greater  sentiment  for  secondary  education  than  the 
i-ountry  at  large  as  shown  by  actual  enrollment  of 
students;  that  Detroit  has  a  thorough  appreciation  of  the 
needs  nt  hor  schools  as  shown  by  the  erection  within  a 
period  of  six  years  of  three  high  schools  with  thorough 
modern  equipment  and  accommodation  for  3,500  students. 

If  the  increase  of  attendance  comprised  the  only  in- 
dex of  inci-easing  high  school  interest  you  should  no 
doubt  be  proud  of  the  showing;  but  to  me  the  greatest 
showing  lies  in  the  increased  per  cent  of  graduates  in 
1900  above  that  of  1890.  If  you  remember  the  increased 
per  cent,  of  enrollment  in  1900  over  that  of  1890  in  the 
high  schools  of  Detroit  was  160.6  per  cent.,  during  which 
time  the  per  cent,  of  those  graduating  from  the  Detroit 
High  Schools  had  increased  180.6  per  cent. 

The  increase  in  number  of  graduates  comes,  I  believe, 
from  several  sources.  First,  the  placing  of  high  schools 
nearer  the  homes  of  those  who  wish,  to  attend,  by  the 
erection  of  three  hiiildings  at  the  three  centers  of  great- 
est high  school  population.  Second,  a  demand  on  the 
part  of  business  men  for  more  thoroughly  equiiq>ed 
students,  our  future  men  of  affairs.  Third,  a  more  sym- 
pathetic interest  ih  the  individual  needs  of  students  and 
readjustments  in  work  and  requirements  covering  the 
demands  of  the  general  student  body. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  C0IJH8E  OP  STUDY. 

The  latest  changes  in  the  course  of  study  of  the  high 
schools  were  made  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  school 
year.  The  number  of  hours  for  graduation  was  reduced 
from  167  to  142.  A  required  course  was  provided  contain- 
ing seven  (7)  units  and  an  elective  course  of  eight  (8) 
units  as  a  complement  of  the  seven  required  units  fixed 
for  graduation,  making  in  all  fifteen  units.    The  interpre- 
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tatioD  becomes  quite  eaay  througli  reference  to  the  "Out- 
lined Conrse." 

A  student  TviBhing  to  prepare  for  college  upon  refer- 
ring to  the  9  B  Course, 'under  direction  of  the  Grade 
Prineipnl,  would  fill  out  his  "course"  for  the  semester 
with  the  required  studies  and  then  select  or  "elect"  .those 
necessaiy  to  complete  his  assignment  of  work  for  the 
semester — Latin,  would,  in  all  probability,  be  elected  as* 
the  onlv  complement  of  the  required  work.  Should  the 
student  wish  to  pursue  a  commercial  line  of  work,  his 
program  for  the  semester  would  include  the  required 
work  for  the  semester  and  the  elective  "Bo<rftkeqping" 
which  would  fill  his  number  of  hours  for  the  first  semes- 
ter of  the  9  B  CliiBs.  In  like  manner,  if  the  student  wished 
to  take  a  '"modern  language,"  the  required  work  would  be 
ta^en  and  the  language  "elected."  The  only  requirement 
in  regard  to  the  "elected"  studies  is,  that  "students  elect- 
ing a  study  running  through  a  year,  must  complete  the 
year's  work  in  that  study  Iwifore  any  credit  is  given." 

No  "courses"  are  recognized;  each  student  takes  the 
work  desired  to  suit  his  particular  case.  The  new  plan 
worked  most  satisfactorily  and  caused  but  small  effort 
to  readjust  previous  courses  to  fit  its  requirements.  The 
number  of  stiidents  in  the  traditional  courses  (Latin  and 
Greek,  ivhicli  are  now  designated  elective),  stand  abont 
the  same  in  number;  indicating,  that  the  popularity  of 
these  stiidies  comes  not  through  a  forced  sentiment  in 
their  favor,  but  from  their  apparent  inherent  value. 

ADDITIOXAL  CBEDITS. 

As  soon  as  the  <hange  can  siitisfactorily  be  made.  I 

should    recommend    that    students,    taking    accredited 

courses   in  music   outside  of  their   regular  high   school 

work,   be   given   credit   therefore   in    their   regular   high 
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school  course.  This  may  be  a  radical  departure  from 
former  methods,  but  I  believe  that  the-  time  has  come, 
when  the  welfare  of  the  student  body  should  be  studied 
as  well  as  the  traditionaJ  dignity  of  high  school  courses. 
To  the  student  carrying  a  course  of  music  in  addition  to 
his  high  school  work,  failure  in  one  of  the  other  will 
surely  come  or,  more  than  failure  in  academic  knowledge, 
the  breaking  down  of  his  physical  strength.  IW  num- 
ber of  cases  reached  would  not  be  so  large  as  might  ap- 
pear at  first  thought,  though  there  are  enough  to  war- 
rant the  planning  of  special  credits. 

NATIONAL  EDUCATIONAL  ASSOCIATION. 

Preparations  for  the  meeting  of  the  National  Edu- 
cational Association  (July  8th  to  12th),  1901,  Have  occu- 
pied a  large  part  of  the  time  of  the  teaching  corps  out- 
side of  their  regiilar  school  duties.  From  present  indi- 
cations, every  detail  looking  to  the  comfort  and  pleasure 
of  our  guests,  will  have  been  thoroughly  worked  out. 
The  meeting  will  be  one  of  the  most  important  in  charac- 
ter and  numbers  ever  held  by  the  Association.  Its  far 
reaching  influence  for  good  upon  the  Detroit  teaching 
corps  and  upon  our  entire  city  will  form  a.  continuing 
force  in  the  upbuilding  of  our  schools. 

BEADING. 

During  the  present  year  continued  stress  has  been 
placed  upon  "reading." 

Part  of  the  work  of  grade  meetings  has  been  an  in- 
terpretation and  amplification  of  the  outlined  course  of 
«tudT  in  Reading  and  Language,  which  requires  a  sys- 
tematic teaching  of  the  mechanics  of  reading  throughout 
the  grades. 
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In  the  beginning  primary  grade  the  subject  matter  of 
the  reading  ia  of  two  general  classes: 
I.     Literature  (reading). 

IL     Topics  of  present  interest. 

A  third  division,  pertaining  to  the  mechauicB  of  read- 
ing, is  ateo  considered.  This  takes  up  the  work  in  phon- 
t>ticB  and  phonograms,  with  the  reeultii^  analytic 
synthetic  processes  required  in  reducing  the  sen- 
tence to  its  elements.  The  reverse  process  of 
sentence  building  seldom,  if  ever,  appearing  in 
this  analytic  synthetic  light,  though  encompassed 
by  the  union  of  words.  The  approach  and  end 
have  been  threefold.  The  mechanics  of  reading,  the 
ability  to  husk  thought  silently  and  the  ability  to  express 
orally  in  a  proper  manner  the  interpretation  of  the  sym- 
bolic material  presented,  have  been  emphasized.  Thu 
necessity  for  a  thorough  understanding  of  phonetics  in 
their  bearing  upon  the  subject;  the  necessity  of  a  knowl- 
edge of  phonograms,  and  the  futility  of  approaching  the 
work  through  diacritical  markings,  except  as  a  means 
of  interpreting  reference  books  in  the  upper  primary  and 
grammar  (rrades,  are  evident. 

The  ability  to  read  fluently  is  one  of  the  accomplish- . 
ments  for  which  we  aim,  though  not  the  final  one.  The 
student's  final  aim  should  be  the  husking  of  thought, 
through  individual  application;  the  love  for  reading  or 
studying  depending  upon  individual  ability  to  interpret 
the  printed  page.  The  last  few  years  have  seen  vast  im- 
provement in  the  amount  and  class  of  reading  material 
purchased  for  the  schools.  Care  and  discrimination  have 
been  exercised.  "Hirough  their  valuable  advice  and  co- 
operation, principals  and  teachers  have  been  of  great 
assistance  in  determining  the  selection.  The  greatest 
improvement  noted  is  in  the  late  books  on  Animal  Life 
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and  Xatare  Study  whicli  show  an  increased  insight,  on 
the  part  of  authors,  into  the  real  needs  of  the  pupil;  and 
the  necessary  means  of  bringing  him  into  touch  with 
nature,  through  leading  him  to  see  and  to  hear,  and  to 
feel  and  to  generalize  through  his  volition. 

The  individual  initiative  of  pupils  in  the  selection 
and  use  of  books  has  reeei\'ed  a  tremendous  impetus 
through  the  plan  of  co-operative  use  of  selected  lists  of 
library  books  for  direct  circulation  in  the  schools. 

The  plan  as  outlined  is  furnished  by  the  Library  Com- 
mittee: 

LIBEABY  REPORT. 

In  making  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  School 
Libraries,  it  becomes  necessary  to  give  a  brief  history 
of  the  growth  of  the  library  syafem  in  the  public  schools, 
of  this  city  from  its  inception  to  the  present  time.  - 

Among  the  many  advantages  enjoyed  by  the  pupils 
of  our  schools,  there  is  one  that  is  greatly  appreciated, 
one  that  is  of  inestimable  value  in  forming  a  taste  for 
good  literature  among  those  who  make  up  the  rising  gen- 
eration. The  advantage  referred  to  arises  from  the  co- 
oijeration  of  the  Public  Library  Commission  and 
the  Board  of  P-duration  in  furnishing,  to  the 
schools  for  the  use  of  the  pupils,  a  large  number  of  care 
fuUy  selected  books — books  of  a  high  standard  as  regards 
both  subject  matter  nnd  fonit.  These  books  are  accerai- 
ble  at  present  to  pupils  of  all  grades  above  the  third,  and 
at  the  beginning  of  the  present  school  year  this  privilege 
will  be  extended  to  the  pupils  of  the  third  grade  also, 
The  plan  has  been  a  success  from  the  beginning.  It 
started  in  1887  when  about  600  volumes  were  furnished 
to  pupils  of  the  High  School.  Two  years  later,  the  scope 
of  the  plan  was  enlarged  and  books  were  supplied  to  the 
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seventh  and  eighth  gradeti  of  the  grammar  achooU. 
Again,  in  1892,  the  scheme  was  further  extended,  and 
fifth  and  sixth  grade  paplls  were  included  in  the  diBtrih- 
ntion.  In  1895  the  pupils  of  the  fourth  grade  were 
entitled  to  the  privilege,  and  the  present  year  will  see  the 
third  grade  enjoying  this  advantage. 

Each  extension  of  the  plan  has  involVed,  of  course,  a 
large  increase  in  the  numher  of  books,  and  the  selection 
of  snch  hooks  as  would  be  best  suited  to  the  needs  and 
capacities  of  those  for  whom  they  are  intended  has  been 
no  easy  task.  The  books  for  High  School  use  have  been 
selected  by  the  principals  of  those  schools.  The  selection 
of  books  for  the  grammar  and  primary  grade  pupils  has 
been  in  the  hands  of  a  library  committee  of  principals 
and  teachers  appointed  by  the  superintendent.  The  num- 
her of  books  apportioned  to  the  several  grades  is  such 
that  at  present  one  book  is  furnished  for  every  three 
pupils  enrolted.  Over  10,000  volumes  are  at  present 
embraced  in  these  school  libraries.  Of  these  the  High 
t^chools  use  almost  5,000  volumes;  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grades  about  1,300;  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades  about  2,000 
volumes,  and  the  fourth  grade  about  the  same  number. 

The  books  in  use  in  the  High  Schools  have  been 
selected  with  reference  to  the  work  of  the  school.  They 
are  chiefly  works  of  reference,  bearing  on  the  work  of 
the  various  classes  in  history,  science,  literature,  etc., 
and  are  used  for  collateral  reading  and  study  in  connec' 
tion  with  the  textbooks. 

The  books  selected  for  the  pupils  of  the  primary  and 
grammar  grades  are  of  a  miscellaneous  character;  fic- 
tion, travel,  elementary  science,  biography,  folk-lore  and 
myth,  and  history  being  represented  in  the  list  of  books. 
In  the  words  of  the  librarian,  Mr.  Utley:  "The  books 
selected   for   these   school    circulating   libraries  are  not 
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intended  to  be  used  in  connection  with  school  stcdies, 
thou^  some  of  them  may  be  and  are  so  ueed.  "Fbe  inten- 
tion was  to  chooee  good  books  which  a  child  would  be 
likely  to  read  and  enjoy,  with  a  view  to  cnltivating  the 
habit  of  reading  by  putting  into  the  hands  of  the  child 
something  outside  of  his  school  routine  which  woold  be 
attractive  and  profitable  to  him." 

The  books  are  f  nmished  by  the  Library  Commission. 
The  Board  of  Education  furnishes  suitable  boxes  and 
transports  the  books  in  them  from  the  library  to  the 
schools.  The  Board  also  becomes  responsible  for  the 
proper  care  and  usage  of  the  books,  making  good  any  loss 
or  damage  to  them  while  under  its  charged  On  receiving 
the  books  at  school,  the  principals  are  charged  with  the 
responsibility  of  seeing  that  proper  care  is  taken  of  ihem 
until  they  are  called  for.  The  books  are  distributed 
among  the  grades  for  which  they  are  intended  and  issued 
to  the  pupils  by  the  teachers  in  charge  of  those  grades. 
The  pupils  are  required  to  fill  out  library  slips  for  the 
books  received  and  when  a  book  is  returned,  it  is  so 
marked  on  the  slip.  T^e  exact  circulation  of  the  books  is 
thus  ascertained,  and  a  record  of  the  same  is  kept  for 
each  month. 

At  the  end  of  eight  weeks,  the  books  are  returned  to 
the  library  and  changed.  Each  school  then  receives  a 
different  lot  of  books  and  they  are  distributed  as  before. 
The  books  are  thus  changed  five  times  during  the  year, 
thus  ensuring  variety  in  the  reading  material  and  keeping 
up  the  pupil's  interest.  Books  recently  published  are 
from  time  to  time  added  to  the  list  and  this  also  increases 
the  interest  and  reading  appetite  of  the  average  school 
boy  or  girl. 

During  the  past  school  year  the  circulation  of  library 
books  in  school  libraries,  including  the  High  Schools, 
reached  a  total  of  98,325. 
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Bequests  are  frequently  received  from  parents  of 
ohildren  in  the  lower  grades  asking  to  liave  certain  books 
sent  home  tliat  they  may  be  read  to  the  children  who 
might  not  themselves  be  able  to  read  them.  Many  a 
family  has  thus  formed  an  acquaintance  with  pablic 
library  books  and  been  enabled  to  derive  both  pleaaare 
and  profit  from  the  books  brongbt  home  by  the  youi^er 
members  of  the  family  from  school.  Many,  no  doobt, 
have  become  regular  patrons  of  the  library  through  this 
method  of  making  the  schools  branches  of  the  Central 
Libraxj', 

During  the  past  year  it  was  found  that  a  number  of 
books  in  use  in  the  public  school  libraries  were  worn  oat 
and  it  was  deemed  advisable  in  going  over  the  lists  that 
Bcaue  of  those  which  had  been  in  use  for  a  number  of 
years  be  stricken  off  and  replaced  by  newer  works.  In 
some  instances  this  was  done  because  the  books,  though 
irreproachable  otherwise,  were  not  attractive  enough  to 
young  minds.  In  other  cases,  particularly  in  regard  to 
books  on  geography,  travel  and  science,  fresh  material  in 
the  way  of  later  publications  made  a  welcome  change. 

It  was  also  recommended  by  the  committee  having 
this  work  in  charge  that  several  books  at  present  on  the 
list  be  gradually  replaced  by  others  as  they  become  too 
worn  for  use. 

It  was  found  that  a  few  of  the  books  on  the  different 
grade  lists  were  unsuited  to  the  grades  in  which  they 
were  and  were  transferred  to  grades  in  which  they  would 
be  more  fully  appreciated.

Leagues  Under  the 
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COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

The  general  attitude  of  a  teaching  body  to  a  coarae 
of  study  depends  upon  previous  training  and  mode  of 
tbought.  Teacbere'  methods  of  interpreting  change  from 
term  to  term.  Old  ideas  are  abandoned  and  new  ideas 
taken  on  almost  uncongcioualy.  The  teacher  seldom 
realizes  the  change.  Our  methods  of  thought  and  progress 
'  might  be  compared  to  the  invisible  change  noted  in  the 
Btereopticon:  the  old  vanishing;  the  new  comii^  into 
view  with  no  visible  mode  of  transition. 

Environment,  methods  of  study,  educational  leader- 
ship, all  have  their  effects  upon  the  teacher;  in  fact  the 
large  opportunities  for  self-improvement  offered  in  all 
directions  at  the  present  time  and  placed  within  easy 
reach  of  all,  are  encompassing  vast  changes  in  the  whole 
social  fabric. 

While  large  scholarship  and  great  depth  of  specific 
knowledge,  on  the  part  of  a  teacher,  are  of  iaestimalde 
value,  they  may  become  through  unpedagogicfd  interp- 
retation deferent  factors.  The  pupil  is  entitled  to  the 
presentation  of  well  digested  material.  The  teacher  in 
her  interpretation  of  a  coarse  of  study  mnst  select  the 
salient  points  and  direct  the  pupils  in  their  study.  A 
teacher  as  a  never  ending  fountain  of  knowledge,  is  a 
grand  concept;  but  if  the  pupil,  in  addition  to  his  genwal 
receptiveness,  has  not  learned  to  qnarry  and  delve 
through  his  own  initiative,  his  accomplishments  are  but 
neutral. 

A  course  of  study  is  hardly  the  bare  bones  of  require- 
ment. It  awaits  the  breath  of  life  furnished  by  the 
teacher.  The  teacher  interprets  according  to  his  specific 
attainments  and  his  amenability  to  expert  educational 
leadership.     The  greater  the  teacher's  specific  attain- 
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mentB,  and  the  greater  his  amenabiiity  to  expert  educa- 
tional leadership,  the  greater  will  he  bis  power  of  i&di- 
Tidual  initiative  and  leadership  in  the  school  room. 

To  a  great  extent  our  priiicipals  and  teachers  possess 
the  above  qualiftcations.  Grade  meetings,  for  this  reason, 
are  eftectiTe.  The  responsive  attitude  of  the  participants 
is  not  only  a  matter  of  m;  own  observation,  but  comes 
reinforced  by  that  of  othert  competent  to  judge. 

TTie  greater  part  of  the  work  of  interpretation  of  our 
course  of  studj  is  carried  on  through  conferences  of  prin- 
cipals and  teachers.  TOiese  are  meetings  which  precede 
and  forecast  the  work  done  in  the  regular  grade  meetings 
of  teachers.  Through  these  conferences  a  large  number 
of  principals  and  teachei-s  are  kept  in  close  touch  with 
the  office  of  the  Superintendent  and  conversely,  the 
Buperintendent  is  kept  in  direct  touch  with  the  best 
thought  of  the  entire  school  system.  A  more  complete 
and  uniform  interpretation  is  thus  obtained  through  a 
more  complete  meeting  of  the  minds  of  all  co-workers. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  voice  my  recommendation  of 
last  year,  that  only  such  changes  are  advised  as  may 
appear  necessary  to  produce  more  effective  results  and 
that  simplification  not  amplification  should  be  the  gen- 
eral aim.

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REPORT  OF  PRINCIPAL  OF  CENTRAL 
HIGH  SCHOOL. 

Detroit,  Mich.,  July  19,  190X. 
Mr.  Wales  C.  Martindale,  Rupt.  of  Schools; 

I  herewith  aubmit  my  second  annual  report  of  the 
Central  High  School  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1901. 

In  submitting  thia  report  I  wish  to  say  that  the  year 
has  been  a  successful  one.  There  has  been  no  evidence 
of  friction.  A  good  working  spirit  has  penaded  the 
school.  Teachers  and  students  alike  have  heen  interested 
in  their  work.  The  former  have  been  conscientious  in  the 
performance  of  their  duties;  the  latter  have  been  inter- 
ested in  their  work  and  determined  to  succeed.  Such  a 
condition  is  indeed  most  gratifying  to  me. 

The  enrollment  for  the  year  1900-1901  was  larger 
than  it  was  the  preceding  year.  The  number  enrolled  the 
first  semester  was  1,606,  and  the  second  semester  1,677. 
The  year  being  free  from  interruptions  of  any  kind,  the 
attendance  was  consequently  good. 

The  January  graduating  class  numbered  63  and  the 
June  class  82,  making  a  total  of  145  for  the  year.  The 
number  graduated  from  each  course  is  as  follows:

The  January  graduating  address  -was  given  by  Prof. 
Benjamin  S.  Terry,  liead  of  the  department  of  Mediaeval 
and  English  history  in  Chicago  university.  The  suh- 
ject  of  hia  address  was,  "-An  Education  and  What  to  Do 
With  It." 

The  June  class  had  the  pleasure  of  an  address  from 
Prof.  Albion  W.  Small,  head  of  the  department  of 
sociology  in  Chicago  university.  "The  Young  Man's  Age" 
was  his  subject. 

It  is  gratifying  to  ^now  that  so  many  intend  to  con- 
tinue their  work  in  college.  At  least  dO  per  cent  of  those 
intending  to  take  a  collegiate  course  will  go  to  the 
University  of  Michigan,  and  the  rest  to  Wellesley,  West- 
minster, Cornell  and  Mt.  Holyoke,  In  addition  to  thM^ 
who  will  go  to  college,  each  class  will  have  a  good  repre- 
sentation in  the  kindergarten  and  normal  training 
classes,  preparing  themselves  for  service  in  the  public 
schools  of  Detroit, 

The  new  conrse  of  study  went  into  effect  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  second  semester.  It  has  a  number  of  points 
in  its  favor  when  compared  with  the  old  courses.  (1)  The 
number  of  required  studies  has  been  diminished  and  the 
number  of  electives  increased.'  (2)  More  English  is  re- 
quired of  all  students.  (3)  The  two-and-one-half  boor 
courses  in  the  ninth  abd  tenth  grades  have  been  elimin- 
ated. (4)  The  languages  are  elective.  (5)  Teachers,  prin- 
cipals, and  parents  will  have  an  opportunity  to  direct  and 
sbape  the  work  of  students  to  a  greater  extent  than 
before. 

The  time  has  come  for  us  to  break  away  from  the 
bondage  of  courses  of  stndy.  The  needs  of  the  individual 
should  be  studied  and  his  needs  met.    It  is  a  trite  state- 
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ment  tiiat  ^1  Btadents  are  not  equally  endowed — that  all 
have  not  equal  ability  to  master  matlieiiiatics,  sciences, 
and  langnagee.  The  educational  value  of  a  atudy  varieB 
with  the  individual. 

The  course  of  study,  as  it  has  been  planned,  permits 
the  work  to  be  adjusted  to  the  pupil  as  he  develops.  8<Hne 
students  show  ability  for  mathematics;  others,  for  lan- 
gnages;  others,  for  history  and  literature;  others  for 
sciences.  While  pupils  and  parents  hare  a  voice  in  the 
seiection  of  studies,  yet  they  are  ready  and  willing  to 
place  the  shaping  of  individual  courses  of  study  in  the 
hands  of  principal  and  teachers. 

The  new  course  of  study  places  greater  responsibility 
on  principal  and  teachers,  but  we  are  ready  to  bear  the 
responsibility  when  we  know  that  an  opportunity  to  study 
individuals  and  meet  their  needs,  rather  than  require 
them  to  pursue  studies  the  subject-matter  of  which,  even 
after  hard  work,  scarcely  leaves  a  trace,  will  save  many 
from  dropping  out  of  school  discouraged  and  disheart- 
ened. 

Since  July  1,  1901,  seven  new  teachers  have  been 
placed  on  the  force  to  take  the  places  of  those  who  retired 
from  school  work,  or  secured  better  positions  elsewhere. 
I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  your  determination, 
and  that  of  the  Board  of  Education,  to  secure  none  but 
the  best  teachers — teachers  whose  scholanihip  is  flrst- 
clasa;  teachers  who  are  endowed  with  good  common 
sense;  teachers  with  successful  school  experience.  In 
securing  teachers  possessing  these  qnaliflcations,  you 
have  been  very  successful. 

In  conclusion,  permit  me  to  thank  you  for  your  valu- 
able suggestions,  your  uniform  courtesy  and  considera- 
tion, yonr  earnest  support  and  hearty  cooperation.

Siipt.  W.  C.  Martindale: 

Dear  Sii' — I  lierewitli  Bubmit  mv  ftiurtli  anoual  report 
aa  principal  of  the  Detroit  Eastern  High  School.  The 
past  year  has  been  one  of  steady  Rrowtli  and  without  any 
incident  worthy  of  sperial  mention.  Our  enrollment  has 
been  chiefly  in  the  nintli  and  tenth  grades,  hut  is  all  that 
could  be  expected  considering  the  small  number  of  pupils 
enrolled  in  the  eiglith  grndes  of  this  district.  Because  of 
the  small  number  of  pupils  in  the  upper  grades,  one  of 
the  most  perplexing  probUrms  that  confronts  us  is  to 
keep  down  the  number  of  classes  formed,  and  yet  give  the 
pupils  an  opportunity  of  securing  the  various  subjects 
offered  in  the  catalogue.  To  do  this  it  has  been  found 
necessary  to  give  some  subjects  every  other  semester  only. 
In  tlie  language  work,  this  method  has  been  found 
impracticable,  and  in  Latin  and  French  it  has  been  neces- 
sary to  combine  the  work  of  grades  two  years  apart  into 
one  class.  While  this  is  very  unsatisfactory  and  greatly 
increases  the  difficulty  of  arranging  a  satisfactory 
schedule  of  re<'itation«,  it  seems  to  be  the  only  phm  which 
can  be  carried  out. 

The  attendiince  in  the  "higher"  grades  on  the  East 
Side  is  fnrther  materially  reduced  by  the  fact  that  many 
pupils  enter  high  school  expecting  to  remain  but  a  shwt 
time  and  leave  school  when  a  suitable  position  opens  to 
them.

The  greatest  value  of  high  schoo!  training  to  a  pupil 
is  not  in  the  knowledge  secured,  tmt  in  the  development 
of  the  individual.  It  in  the  opening  of  a  new  life.  In  the 
grades,  he  has  done  his  work  under  the  direct  supervision 
and  in  the  jireaence  of  his  teather;  in  tlie  high  school,  the 
work  is  done  principally  at  home  and  independent  of  the 
teacher.  If  successful,  he  must  form  habits  of  self-con- 
trol and  independent  action.  Life  consists  of  choosing 
one  of  two  ways  presented,  and  this  choice  is  evei*  before 
a  pupil  pursuing  a  high  school  course.  This  training 
com^  to  the  pupil  wlio  remains  but  a  short  time  us  well 
as  to  the  pupil  who  completes  the  regular  course  of 
study.  Thus  all  pupils  completing  the  worii  of  the  gradea 
should  be  encouraged  and  urged  to  enter  the  high  school 
if  possible,  though  they  may  intend  to  remain  but  a  short 
time. 

The  plan  inaugiirnted  last  year  of  combining  the 
branch  and  school  libraries  has  proven  as  satisfactory  as 
was  anticipated.  We  regret  the  decision  of  the  Library 
Conmiission  to  retain  the  branch  library  in  the  Harris 
building,  as  it  will  decrease  materially  the  number  of 
books  readily  accessible  to  the  pupils  for  their  work  in 
English  and  Literature.  It  contains  many  reference  books 
in  science  which  were  secured  for  the  use  of  the  teachers 
and  pupils  of  the  higher  grades.  Possibly  a  permanent 
loan  of  these  books  might  be  secured. 

The  changes  made  in  courses  of  study  during  the  past 
year  have  already  exerted  a  good  influence.  Formerly  a 
pupil  who  failed  in  one  subject  was  practically  unable  to 
graduate  with  the  class  in  which  he  entered.  This  was 
due  to  the  large  number  of  required  subjects.  But  with 
the  present  elective  system,  a  pupil  who  is  capable  of 
doing  the  work  can  easily  secure  the  required  subjects 
and  from  the  electives  the  number  of  hours'  work  neces- 
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sary  for  graduation.  In  other  words  graduation  in  the 
future  will  depend  on  the  ability  of  the  pupil  to  do  the 
work  rather  than  on  hie  BucceBS  in  fitting  in  a  large  num- 
ber of  required  aubjects.  This  will  prevent  many  who 
have  failed  in  one  subject  from  leaving  school.  We  were 
fortunate  in  being  able  to  so  arrange  our  schedule  that 
by  another  semester  all  grades  will  be  working  under  the 
new  courses  of  study.  This  inunediate  changing  of  all 
grades  seemed  preferable  to  having  the  pupils  and 
teachers  confused  flith  two  systems  in  the  school  at  the 
same  time. 

Over  50  per  cent  of  our  alumni  have  entered  some 
higher  institution  of  learning.  The  interest  manifested 
in  higher  education  by  ihe  graduates  of  this  school  has 
been  to  the  teaching  force  a  source  of  inspiration  and 
gi-atification. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  publicly  acknowledge  the 
hearty  support  and  sincere  loyalty  of  our  teaching  force, 
and  trust  that  the  results  of  the  past  year  are  bufan 
earnest  of  the  years  to  follow.

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The  commercial  dcpaitment  also  tlesei'vea  special  com- 
mendation. Tiie  iuHti'Uctors  luive  had  practical  buniaees 
experience  aa  well  as  nood  experience  in  school,  the 
coin-sen  life  an  complete  as  in  any  business  collepe,  and 
evervthing  is  done  in  a  bnsinc^ifl-like  manner.  The  attend- 
«nce  is  fast  inct-easing,  and  pupils  take  great  interest  iu 
their  work. 

In  the  state  university  and  in  several  colleges  where 
the  graduates  of  this  school  liave  been  received,  it  has 
gained  a  good  reputation  for  thoroughness  in  all  prepara- 
tory coHi-ses;  and  our  graduates  have  had  little  difficulty 
in  obtaining  good  business  positions. 

I'atrons  of  the  school  manifest  great  interest  in  the 
jirogreRs  of  their  children  here,  and  friendship  for  the 
school. 

More  and  more,  parents  are  coming  to  understand  that 
their  children  must  liave  mental  power  and  practical 
knowledge  in  order  to  occupy  good  positions  in  society 
and  attain  business  success;  and  more  and  more  are  they 
depending  <m  the  public  schools  to  give  the  necessary 
training.  Indeed,  they  demand  that  the  public  schools 
shall  be  the  apprenticeship  for  good  citizenship, 

Tlie  increasing  demands  of  social  life,  and  of  scientific 
methods  in  modern  business  life,  make  the  high  school  a 
necessity  for  completion  of  the  preparation  begun  in  the 
grades. 

Therefore,  manual  training,  so  well  begun  in  the  kin- 
dergarten, and  its  scojie  bi-oadened  in  the  grammar 
grades,  should  he  continued  on  a  still  broader  scale  in  the 
high  school.  We  have  some  manual  training  in  chemical 
and  physicaJ  laboratories,  which  adds  greatly  to  the  inter- 
eat  and  value  of  these  studies;  but  when  every  department 
of  study  stiall  l>e  accomi>anied  by  its  practical  applica- 
tion, when  mental  jiower  shall  have  its  complement  in 
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manual  skill,  impils  will  learn  that  education  is  not  a 
means  for  avoiding  work,  but  for  knowing  better  how  to 
work.  Then  will  pupils  go  forth  from  school,  both  able 
and  willing  to  think  and  work,  and  not  shirk  responsi- 
bility. 

In  conclusion,  pennit  lue  to  express  the  high  apprecia- 
tion of  myself  and  teachers  for  your  wise  supervision,  for 
the  generous  provision  for  our  wants  by  the  Board  of 
Education,  and  for  the  hearty  support  accorded  by  the 
patrons  of  the  school.

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Report  of  the  Supervisor  of  Music. 

Mr.    Walea    C.    Martindale,    gnperintendeut    of    Public 
Schools : 

My  Dear  Sir — In  submitting  to  you  my  annual  r^ort 
for  the  year  ending  June,  1901,  I  am  pleased  to  aay  that 
tlie  work  in  music  in  tlie  schools  has  made  gratifying 
progress  during  the  year.  It  is  difficult  to  give  any  fair 
or  adequate  account  of  the  work  because  of  the  very 
steadiness  and  regularity  of  its  nature. 

LesBons  have  been  heard  and  given  in  every  school 
room  in  the  city,  each  of  which  has  been  visited  several 
times  during  the  two  terms. 

Besides  the  daily  routine  of  visiting  the  schools,  giv- 
ing instruction  to  classes,  criticising  faults  that  may  have 
been  found,  and  su^esting  remedies,  lessons  have  like- 
wise been  given  to  the  teachers. 

Much  special  music  has  been  prepared  and  furnished, 
appropriate  to  the  different  seasons  of  the  year,  and  holi- 
days and  patriotic  occasions  have  been  marked  by  fittii^ 
efforts  in  music  as  in  other  lines  of  work. 

While  the  year  with  its  routine  has  been  a  busy  one, 
it  has  been  likewise  enjoyable  in  many  ways  and  not 
without  occasions  that  have  brought  compensation  for 
persistent,  every-day  latiors. 

The  principals,  teachers  and  pupils  have  shown  such 
willingness  and  have  t)een  so  helpful  in  the  many  extra 
occasions,  that  not  only  their  interest  but  their  apprecia- 
tion of  the  music  has  been  manifested. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Viscaya  cannon  was  unveiled 
and  exercises  appmpriate  to  the  occasion  were  held  in 
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the  Light  Guard  armori'.  The  thildren  were  invited  to 
thBsifit  and  a  cboms  of  four  hundred  sang  a  number  of 
songs. 

In  March  two  concerts  were  given  for  the  benefit  of 
the  entertainment  fund  of  the  National  Educational  Asso- 
ciation, and  the  pupils  took  part  with  great  earnestness 
and  entbusiasm  and  made  the  concerts  a  great  snccess, 
both  flnancially  and  artistically.  Tbe;  gave  two  more 
concerts  for  the  same  object  in  May, 

On  May  30th  four  hundred  pupils  from  the  sixth  grade 
sang  for  the  Memorial  Day  exercises.  Only  one  rehearsal 
was  held  for  this  and  the  succera  of  the  choruses  sbovs 
that  the  pupils  were  well  acquainted  with  our  patriotic 
songs.  This  is  a  feature  of  the  work  in  the  schools,  for  I 
believe  that  there  will  be  no  room  for  anarchy  where 
children  ]eam  and  sing  of  the  glories  and  achievements 
of  their  country. 

The  year  in  music  has  been  a  busy  one,  as  the  regular 
work  in  music  was  accomplished  in  addition  to  the  con- 
certs. 

I  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  kind  assistance  given  me 
in  my  work  of  the  year.

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112  Report  of  the  Superintendent. 

Report  of  Supervisor  of  Drawing. 

Mr.  W.  C.  Martindale,  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

Allow  me  to  submit  to  you  my  annual  report  in  Draw- 
ing for  the  year  ending  June  22,  1901. 

The  art  work  in  the  schools  has  been  characterized  by 
more  attention  to  color,  as  its  introduction  has  been  gen- 
eral in  all  of  the  grades. 

It  is  gratifying  in  the  extreme  to  note  the  advance  in 
this  work  and  the  unexpected  results  as  shown  in  the 
three  thousand  specimens  of  class  room  exercises  which 
have  been  collected  for  the  educational  exhibit  to  be 
shown  at  the  Central  Hi^  School  in  July. 

Perhaps  it  is  needless  for  me  to  say  that  much  joy  and 
happiness  have  gone  into  this  work,  for  one  needs  only  to 
visit  the  class  room  and  to  see  pupils  with  their  material 
at  work  to  believe  that  color  must  be  closely  associated 
with  the  upbuilding  of  the  forces  of  life.  Joy  and  happi- 
ness are  positive  things,  things  which  rule  and  control. 

Those  who  can  appreciate  the  drawings  of  children 
see  in  them  the  simple  conception,  the  free  expression, 
the  loose  handling,  the  poetic  feeling  and  the  significance 
of  line  and  color  rather  than  the  qualifications  that  m^e 
for  mechanical  accuracy.  Accuracy  is  scientific,  and  as 
such  it  is  valuable.  It  should  be  the  aim  of  every  student 
to  attain  it,  but  not  immediately.  It  tells  the  tmth  but 
it  tells  all  of  it,  leaving  nothing  to  the  imagination;  and 
yet  the  greatest  charm  of  an  art  form  is  its  suggestive- 
ness,  its  power  to  carry  thought  beyond  its  own  expres- 
sion. Hie  unerring  hand  and  the  sensitive  eye  are  but 
the  results  of  time  and  training.      I  believe  that  our 
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immediate  aim  Bhould  be  rather  to  awaken  the  child's 
tionecioiisDess,  to  exercise  his  judgment,  to  stimulate  his 
creative  imaginatiou  and  to  arouse  his  sympathies.  iN'ever 
before  have  conditions  been  more  favorable  than  at  pres- 
ent for  the  development  and  growth  of  the  true  art  spirit 
in  our  schools;  aiid  never  have  we  been  in  a  stronger 
position  to  defend  our  educational  creed  in  terms  of  art. 
Before  closing  this  report  let  me  extend  to  the  teachers 
of  the  city  m;  sincere  thanks  for  the  hearty  and  earnest 
way  in  which  tjiey  have  met  directions  and  have  carried 
out  the  plans  for  the  new  work;  and  to  the  Board  of 
Education  for  courtesies  received  at  their  hands,  and  for 
material  furnished  the  department.  And,  finally,  allow 
me  to  extend  my  grateful  acknowledgments  to  you  for 
your  able  counsel  and  unvarying  support  in  all  matters 
pertaining  to  the  advancement  of  art  in  the  schools.

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Report  of  SuperviscM*  d  Physical  Training. 

Mr.  W.  C.  Martindale,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  City: 

Dear  Sir — In  presenting  the  report  of  the  Physical 
Training  Department  for  the  year  ending  June  2lBt,  1901, 
I  feel  that  it  will  necessarily  be  but  a  repetition  of  last 
year's  statement,  inasmuch  as  the  work  has  been  carried 
on  along  the  same  lines  as  formerly. 

The  kindergarten  room  at  the  Washington  Normal 
Schocd,  which  was  put  at  my  disposal  in  January,  1899, 
and  which  I  have  used  ever  since,  is  now  exclusively  used 
by  the  kindergarten  department,  and  I  have  been  obliged 
to  give  the  work  to  the  Normal  students  on  Wednesdays 
in  the  room  corresponding  to  it  on  the  third  floor;  this 
answers  fairly  well  for  them,  as  they  are  up  there  any- 
way; but,  it  will  not  do  to  ask  the  teachers  after  being 
in  school  all  day  to  climb  three  flights  of  stairs  and  then 
expect  them  to  work  for  an  hour  afterward.  If  not  a 
'  gymnasium,  there  should  be  a  large  room  provided  some- 
where for  this  department.  It  should  be  centrally  located, 
well  lighted,  and  well  ventilated;  with  hardwood  floor 
and  furnished  with  a  piano.  The  other  equipments,  such 
as  wands,  Indian  clubs  and  dumb  bells  we  now  have  at 
the  N^ormal  school. 

I  would  ask  that  this  matter  be  brought  before  the 
Board  at  your  earliest  convenience,  as  it  is  absolutely 
necessary  that  the  teachers  go  through  the  exercises  with 
me,  before  attempting  to  teach  them  to  the  children.  It 
is  not  enough  that  they  have  typewritten  outlines;  they 
need  the  drill,  which  can  only  be  given  in  class. 
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However,  the  thoaght  that  ia  uppermost  in  my  mind 
as  I  write,  is  the  old  saying,  that  "As  the  twig  is  hent,  the 
tree  ib  inclined." 

During  the  forty  weeks  just  completed,  five  da.ys  each 
week,  ten  minntes  each  day,  we  have  been  trying  to  bend 
thir^-flve  thousand  "twiga"  in  the  right  direction,  eo  that 
in  the  years  to  come,  they  may  grow  up  to  be  strai^t, 
strong,  and  healthy  "treeB," 

The  ten  minutes  a  day  devoted  to  the  training  of 
bodies,  seems  very  little  compared  to  the  five  hours  given 
to  the  training  of  minds;  but  even  the  little  tells  when 
rammed  up  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Probably  the  best  commentary  that  has  been,  or  could 
be  made  upon  the  work,  was  voiced  by  a  teacher  in  one 
of  onr  largest  schools  the  other  day,  when  she  said:  "I 
never  realized  how  much  the  physical  exercises  had  done 
for  my  children  until  some  boys  came  in  from  the  country 
and  were  put  in  my  room,  who  had  had  no  training.  They 
did  not  know  how  to  stand,  walk  or  alt  properly;  they 
were  all  arms  and  legs  and  had  no  control  of  their  bodies, 
whereas,  our  boys  carried  themselves  fairly  well  in  con- 
trast." 

The  argiini-jnt  thai  is  often  used  against  gymnastic 
work  in  schools,  i.  e.,  that  it  can  nerer  take  the  place  of 
outdoor  exercise,  and  that  "a  good  game  of  ball  is  worth 
all  tie  calisthenics  in  the  world,"  can  easily  be  out- 
argued  by  any  one  who  has  had  any  experience  in  physical 
work,  and  the  foregoing  remark  of  the  teacher  in  the  Cass 
Bchool  is  a  direct  refutation  of  the  oft  repeated  statement 
of  those  who  think  physical  culture  a  fad.  To  illustrate: 
The  boys  from  the  country  had  probably  had  more  out- 
door exercise  than  the  city  boys,  and  had  played  ball 
equally  as  much  or  more,  but  they  had  had  no  training; 
cousei]uently,  did  not  know  how  to  walk,  stand  or  sit; 
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they  had  never  been  taught  to  lift  their  feet  when  they 
walked,  »o  they  dragged  them  along  or  "shuffled;"  they 
had  neier  been  taught  to  etand  on  both  feet  when  recit- 
ing, BO  they  dropped  down  on  one  foot,  with  the  result 
that  one  hip  and  one  shoulder  woald  be  higher  than  the 
other  and  the  body  thrown  entirely  out  of  position.  In 
sitting  they  had  been  allowed  to  double  up  any  way,  sit 
on  one  foot,  with  chest  fiat  and  head  drooping  forward, 
and  having  contracted  theae  bad  habits,  it  was  little  won- 
der that  the  teacher  said  "they  bad  no  control  of  their 
bodies." 

Calisthenics  in  the  schools  were  never  intended  to  take 
the  place  of  exercise  in  the  open  air;  neither  can  any 
amount  of  foot  ball,  hand  ball,  running  or  jumping  correct 
round  shoulders  and  flat  chests,  or  teach  children  to 
stand,  sit,  walk  and  breathe  correctly;  we  must  have  both 
to  round  ont  the  growing  boy  and  girl. 

The  plan  adopted  this  year  in  the  school  room  by  a 
number  of  teachers,  allowing  the  children  to  lead  the 
exercises,  while  they  look  out  for  those  needing  special 
attention,  has  worked  wonders  in  many  instances,  both  in 
stimulating  the  pupils  to  do  their  best  work  so  as  to  be 
allowed  to  "lead  next  time,"  and,  in  relieving  the  teacher. 
Many  times  the  work  might  go  by  default,  because  she 
was  not  feeling  well  enough  to  go  through  the  exercisee 
herself;  whereas,  by  this  arrangement,  she  can  watch  the 
class,  give  the  commands,  and  make  corrections  without 
any  physical  exertion. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  extend  a  verj-  cordial  invitation 
to  members  of  the  Board  of  Education,  to  ^isit  the  schools 
and  infli>ect  the  work,  and  will  be  very  grateful  for  any 
suggestions  or  criticisms  that  yon  or  they  may  have  to 
offer  for  the  coming  year.

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Repeal  d  Director  of  Manual  Training. 

Mr.  W.  C.  Martindale,  Superinteudeut  of  Schools: 

Dear  Sir — I  herewith  aabmit  my  annual  report  of  the 
Department  of  Manual  Training  for  the  year  1900-01. 

Manual  training  has  during  thiB  year  been  extended 
to  twelve  additional  schools;  the  teaching  force  was  in- 
creased by  one  teacher  of  Sloyd,  one  of  cooking  and  two 
teachers  of  sewing. 

Cardboard  construction  was  taught  in  the  fourth 
grades  of  schools  which  had  this  work  la«t  year  in  the 
fifth  and  sixth  grades,  and  this  'Branch  of  instruction  was 
introduced  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades  of  twelve  addi- 
tional schools,  making,  all  told,  twenty-fiye  schools  in 
which  this  branch  was  taught. 

The  teaching  of  cardboard  construction  was  in  charge 
of  the  grade  teachers,  who  spared  neither  time  nor  effort 
to  make  themselves  efflcient  manual  training  teachers, 
and  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that,  through  their  efforts, 
this  work  has  proved  a  valuable  means  of  training  and 
discipline  to  the  boys. 

In  twelve  additional  schools  instruction  in  sewing  was 
given  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades,  making,  all  told, 
twenty-flve  schools  in  which  this  branch  was  taught  in 
the  above  grades. 

The  special  teachers  of  sewing  have  given  instruction 
at  an  average  to  five  hundred  pupils  each,  one  hour  per 
week  being  given  to  this  work.  Careful  consideration  has 
been  given  to  the  course  of  study,  at  the  teachers'  monthly 
meetings,  and  such  changes  made  as  the  conditions  seem 
to  call  for.     Miss  Osins,  one  of  the  teachers  in  sewing. 
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wlio  worked  out  the  courBe  last  year,  baa  occasionally  led 
these  discussions  and  thns  added  materially  to  the  auccess 
of  this  work. 

The  serenth  and  eighth  grades  received  instmctiou  in 
bench  work  and  cooking  at  the  manual  training  centers. 
l>uring  the  year  two  new  centers  were  established,  the 
Dnffield  School  and  the  McGraw  School  centers;  two 
rooms  were  equipped  in  each  school,  one  for  the  benc^ 
work  and  the  other  for  the  cooking.  The  DuiBeld  cent^ 
accommodated  the  pupils  in  the  Buffleld  school  and  some 
of  the  classes  in  the  Field,  Barstow  and  Everett  schools. 
In  the  McGraw  center  we  had  pupils  from  the  McGraw, 
Estabrook  and  Columbian  schools. 

An  additional  cooking  center  was  equipped  in  the 
Newberry  school,  the  equipment  being  presented  to  the 
city  by  Mrs.  John  S.  Newberry, 

The  work  on  a  more  uniform  coarse  in  cooking  was 
continued  during  the  year  at  the  monthly  teachers'  meet- 
ings. The  teachers  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  and  spared 
no  effort  in  arranging  this  course.  A  comparative  study 
was  made  of  several  of  the  standard  courses  in  cooking  in 
this  country,  and  a  couree  laid  out  adapted  to  the  condi- 
tions existing  in  this  city. 

An  extensive  exhibit  of  pupils'  work  in  the  different 
branches  under  my  direction  was  arranged  in  the  Central 
High  school  for  the  meeting  of  the  National  Educational 
Association.  The  complete  conrses  of  study  in  cardboard 
construction,  sewing  and  woodwork  were  also  exhibited. 
It  gives  me  pleasure  to  be  able  to  say  that  our  exhibit 
attracted  a  great  deal  of  attention  among  the  visiting 
teachers. 

Certain  statistics  in  regard  to  the  courses  in  mauaal 
training  for  the  hoys  are  summarized  in  the  following 
table: 
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Tt  has  been  my  endeavor  to  present  to  the  teachers  as 
deflnitelj  ae  possible  the  principles  nnderiying  the 
instruction  in  mannal  training.  To  this  end  I  have  sent 
ont  from  my  ofBce  circalars  embodying  these  principles. 
The  following  is  a  representative  abstract  from  these 
circulars : 

The  aim  of  Manual  Training  is  two  fold:  Ist.  The 
development  of  useful  habits.  2d.  The  clarification  and 
formation  of  mental  concepts  (ideas).  This  is  an  arbitrary 
classification  inasmuch  as  the  latter  aspect  is  an  instance 
of  habituation  as  well  as  the  former,  nevertheless  it  will 
help  us  in  defining  the  methods  of  teaching  that  should 
be  employed. 

All  mental  and  physical  activity  tend  toward  the 
development   of   habits.     The   different    occupations   in 
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manual  training  will  not  only  develop  the  specific  habits 
of  maaciilar  control  or  Bkill  in  the  manipnlatioD  inTolved, 
but  by  a  systematic  arrangement  of  the  exercises  and  by 
the  proper  method  of  teaching  they  will  tend  toward  the 
dcTelopment  of  habits  of  order  and  neatness,  habits  of 
accuracy  or  trutti,  perseveraDce,  the  habit  of  self-reliance, 
and  the  habit  of  attacking  difficulties  and  conquering 
them. 

The  other  phase  of  the  educational  value  of  manual 
training  is  the  more  strictly  mental  development,  the 
acquisition  of  vind  and  definite  mental  images.  By  giv- 
ing the  child  an  opportunity  of  objectifying  his  ideas, 
L-onstrnctive  exercises  famish  the  very  best  possible 
means  for  traiuing  in  observation  and  in  giving  definite- 
nesB  to  mental  content.  The  problem  before  us  then  as 
manual  training  teachers  is  to  combine  these  two  aims  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  insure  the  development  of  useful 
habits  through  the  lessons  in  observation  and  invention. 

It  JB  npon  the  relative  importance  attached  to  these 
two  points  that  systems  in  manual  training  differ.  Some 
teachers  will  emphasize  the  disciplinary  value  of  manual 
training,  others  loot  upon  the  constructive  exercises  sim- 
ply aa  a  means  for  training  in  observation  and  invention. 
The  former  make  the  lessons  a  matter  of  mechanical  drill, 
the  latter  turn  the  manual  training  room  into  a  playroom. 
We  want  to  steer  clear  of  both  these  extremes  and  make 
the  lessons  in  observation  and  invention  a  means  for  the 
development  of  useful  habits,  or  viewed  from  the  discip- 
linary side  we  want  the  so-called  formal  exercises  to  have 
a  thought  content.  Thus  in  giving  a  lesson  it  is  essential 
to  bring  out  as  far  as  possible  the  personal  initiative  of 
the  pupil.  In  other  words,  give  him  opportunity  to  react 
upon  the  solution  of  the  problems.  In  the  observation 
and  invention  lessons  there  has  been  much  concern  for 
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promotion  of  motor  reactionB  which  are  of  the  nature  of 
self-expresflion.  A  child's  personal  initiative,  howerer.  is 
not  only  encouraged  by  original  creations  but  by  the 
humbler  procedure  of  thinking  out  and  planning  for  him- 
Belf  the  solution  of  the  different  problems  set  before  him. 

The  diadplinuy  value  of  manual  training  I  hare  nmuDar- 
ized  in  the  foUoving  table: 

THE  DISCIPLINARY  VALUE  OP  MANUAL  TRAINING. 
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These  same  general  principles  should,  to  my  mind, 
govern  the  instruction  in  cooking  and  sewing.  Although 
the  economic  significance  of  these  subjects  is  much  in 
evidence,  the  disciplinary  value,  I  am  persuaded,  should 
be  given  due  emphasis  in  the  arrangement  of  the  courses 
of  study  and  in  the  method  of  teaching. 

It  is  with  a  considerable  satisfaction  that  I  can  call 
your  attention  to  the  fact  that  our  courses  in  manual 
training,  especially  the  cardboard  construction,  have  been 
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Btndied  with  a  great  deal  of  interest  by  teachers  in  other 
citiea.  This  is  true  not  only  of  the  neighboring  towns  in 
thie  state,  but  of  other  parts  of  the  country.  I  was  hon- 
ored by  a  reqaest  from  President  Harrey,  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Superintendence,  to  pr^>are  a  report  on  Manual 
Training  in  the  Detroit  public  achoolB.  I  comfdied  with 
the  request  and  read  the  report  before  the  Department  at 
their  meeting  in  Chicago  last  February. 

With  your  continued  kind  cooperation  and  interest  in 
my  work,  I  feel  confident  of  its  further  development  and 
increasing  asefulness  as  a  regular  branch  of  study  in  onr 
pnblic  schools.

Supt.  M'.  C.  Martindale: 

Herewith  is  submitted  to  you  the  siztb  aoDual  report 
of  the  Kindergarten  Department  of  the  Detroit  Pubtic 
SchooU.  JV  report  of  last  year  being  so  very  full,  little 
remains  to  be  said  beyond  the  regular  year's  work. 

The  work  of  the  Department  alma  primarily  at  the 
overcomiDg  of  wrong  habits,  and  the  formation  of  strong 
and  right  habits  of  thought  and  liring.  This  aim  has 
been  kept  steadily  in  view  by  both  teachers  and  students, 
80  that  we  feel  justified  in  stating  real  progress  in  many 
directions. 

The  work  of  the  Training  Department  has  gone  for- 
ward as  well  as  could  be  expected  under  existing  condi- 
tions. The  teachers  have  been  faithful  and' earnest  in 
the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  the  spirit  has  been  of 
the  best. 

The  interest  and  enthusiasm  of  the  graduates  of  the 
Department  has  t>een  most  helpful  and  gratifying,  as  for 
example:  Feeling  the  grave  necessity  of  a  much  greater 
knowledge  of  music,  a  class  has  been  formed  for  voice 
culture  and  chorus  work,  under  the  direction  of  Miss 
Stoddard.  In  addition  to  this,  the  history  of  music  has 
been  continued  and  interest  aroused  to  such  an  extent 
that  many  of  the  teachers  and  students  are  taking  up  the 
study  of  instrumental  and  vocal  music  with  the  l>est  pri- 
vate teachers  of  the  city. 

A  musical  lecture  on  -Wagner'H  Eliinebnld,"  by  "Miss 
Lloyd,  and  a  paper  on  "Music  of  the  Xineteeuth  Century," 
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by  Miss  Stoddard,  together  with  several  delightful  hount 
with  Miss  Oalt'  as  a' violinist,  have  been  greatly  appre- 
ciated by  all. 

We  are  again  indebted  to  Miss  Katherine  Smith  for  a 
line  coarse  in  Art,  the  ground  covered  being  Dutch,  Piean- 
isb  and  (rcrmau  Art.  The  broadening  and  culturing  ef- 
fect of  this  work  cannot  be  eBtimated.  Some  fine  Art 
exhibits  and  lectures  have  been  enjoyed.  Among  them 
one  by  Mrs,  H.  H,  Crapo-Smith,  on  "Pottery,"  will  long  be 
remembered.  Mrs.  Smith  had  brought  to  tKe  school  a 
verj-  fine  collection  of  old  pottery,  and  we  spent  a  profit- 
able afternoon  in  its  examination. 

Tile  work  in  clay  modeling,  drawing  and  water-color 
painting  has  become  much  more  interesting  as  its  ethical, 
as  well  as  educational  valne  is  undeiT^tood.  Hie  follow- 
ing lectures  have  been  most  helpful  in  our  efforts  at 
child  study,  and  we  wish  to  express  our  gratitude  to  these 
gentlemen  for  their  kindness:

Two  other  delightful  lectures  in  connection  with  the 
Literature  work  were  given:  "Tennyson,"  by  Rev.  8.  S. 
MarquiB,  and  "Ruskin,"  by  Rev.  Beed  Stuart. 

Five  new  Kindergartens  have  been  opened  during  the 
year,  so  that  at  the  close  at  the  schocd  year,  June,  1901, 
twenty-three  Kindergartens  are  in  successful  operation. 
The  wort  of  the  Kiudei^artens  is  in  meet  respects  good. 
Many  of  the  roonfs  are  not  as  large  as  they  should  be, 
and  a  crowded  condition  is  always  disastrous  to  young 
children.  The  teachers  have  been  wide-awake  to  this,  and 
have  done  all  that  could  be  done. 

Let  it  be  said  of  these  teachers  that  they  are  a 
thoughtful,  faithful  and  progressive  body  of  young  wo- 
men. 

Our  Kindei^artens  rank  with  the  best  in  the  country, 
and  much  of  the  work  certainly  shows  steady  progress 
toward  better  things. 

Our  Nature  work  has  been  greatly  helped,  and  our 
rooms  beautified  by  the  courtesy  of  the  florists  of  the  ci^. 

We  are  met  with  unfailing  kindness  wherever  we  find 
it  wise  or  profitable  to  take  the  children.  Those  in  charge 
of  the  stations  of  the  Fire  Department  have  been  most 
generous  in.  giving  us  time  and  instruction,  as  well  as  de- 
lightful entertainment. 

Many  of  our  fine  musicians  have  played  different  mu- 
sical instruments  to  our  children  in  the  different  Kinder- 
gartens; and  once  last  winter  between  seven  and  eight 
hundred  children  from  the  Kindergartens  met  at  the 
Wood*ard  Avenue  Baptist  Church  to  listen  to  a  masical 
program,  given  by  some  of  our  best  talent.  This  was  a 
most  beautiful  sight,  and  tbe  ability  of  these  little  ones 
to  really  listen  and  enjoy  would  put  many  an  older 
audience  to  shame.

Mr.  W.  C  >fartiiidale,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  CSty: 

I  herewith  gobmit  the  report  of  the  Detroit  Normal 
Training  School  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1901. 

During  the  year  there  were  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
flve  students  receiving  instruction  from  the  Normal  fac- 
ulty; of  these  forty-two  received  certificates  and  thirty- 
nine  were  granted  di|domas. 

In  January  a  Vice-Principal  and  a  Director  of  the 
Training  Department  were  appointed,  and  the  Principal 
was  assigned  to  the  duties  of  Snperrisor  of  Grades, 
though  still  retaining  general  control  of  the  school.  One 
day  each  week  was  devoted  to  the  school,  while  the  re- 
maining four  days  were  spent  in  supervision  in  the  city 
schools. 

The  year  has  been  a  profitable  one  for  the  institution; 
many  of  the  plans  and  experiments  of  the  previous  year 
have  been  carried  to  fruition,  and  have  become  a  part  of 
the  educational  doctrine  and  educational  practice  in  both 
departments  jof  the  school. 

The  application  of  the  theory  of  studying  Geographic 
units  has  been  worked  out  with  some  conipletpuess  in 
the  three  classes,  B  and  A  4th  and  B  ofh. 

Instead  of  studying  North  America  in  the  B  4th  in  ita 
political  and  physical  aspects,  and  again  covering  much 
the  same  ground  in  our  study  of  the  Fnited  States  in  A 
4th  and  B  5th,  we  have  separated  the  work  into  three 
general  centers  of  interest,  and  study  one  of  these  in 
each  class,  doing  the  work  exhaustively  with  no  intention 
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•f  retHPning  to  the  topic.  These  general  ceotera  o(  in- 
terest embrace  units  which  are  representatire  of  the  dif- 
ferent sections  and  typical  of  the  activities  in  those  sec- 
tions. 

Following  the  stnd;  of  Michigan  in  the  A  3d,  we  take 
up  the  Atlantic  plain  in  the  B  4th,  selecting  aucb  signifi- 
cant units  as  Hudson  Elver  {including  New  YoA  and  the 
Adirondacks,  West  Point  and  Albany),  the  St.  Lawrence 
and  G-reat  Lakes  (Quebec,  Buffalo,  etc.),  Washington  gov- 
ernment center),  Charleston  (plantation  center). 

A  study  of  Chicago  and  its  activities  in  the  A  4th  ne- 
cesBitates  going  beyond  to  the  west,  whence  come  the  raw 
materials;  to  the  study  of  the  transportation  lines — the 
means  of  collection  of  the  raw  material  and  distribntion 
of  the  finished  product,  and  to  the  development  of  the 
surrounding  territory. 

New  Orleans  is  studied  as  the  representative  and  typi- 
cal city  of  the  Southern  States  and  (he  outlet  of  their  pro- 
ducts. If  studied  adequately,  it  must  lead  to  an  under- 
standing of  the  essential  features  of  these  States. 

All  reference  to  the  Western  section  of  North  America 
is  delayed  till  itis  fully  treated  in  the  B  5th.  Among  the 
units  studied  are:  Alaska,  Columbia  Biver  and  its  indus- 
tries, San  Francisco  (discovery  of  gold,  crossing  moun- 
tains,' transportation,  Qolden  Gate,  etc.),  Mexico  City, 
etc.  South  America  has  been  treated  in  much  the  same 
manner. 

The  succeiw  of  the  experiment  in  these  grades  seems 
to  warrant  its  extension  to  tke  grades  beyond. 

Daring  the  preceding  year  our  chief  concern  in  read- 
ing was  with,  the  first  two  primary  grades;  this  year  we 
have  carried  experimentation  and  investigation  into  the 
third  and  higher  grades. 
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An  examinatiOD  of  the  material  for  these  grades 
showed  a  pre-ponderance  of  didactic  (information)  matter 
which,  while  it  undoubtedly  has  a  place,  does  not  tend  to 
the  deTelojHQent  of  a  literary  sense. 

Now  we  take  it  that  one  essential  purpose  of  the  read- 
ing is  the  fostering  of  a  literary  sense.  In  order  that  a 
child  may  learn  to  choose  his  reading  wisely  and  read  ap- 
preciatively; with  this  motive  we  cast  about  for  suitable 
material.  Buskin,  Stockton,  Howella,  Ewing,  Homer, 
Macauley,  Edith  Thcmias  and  others  were  the  sources  from 
which  we  drew  a  variety  of  fonns  of  literary  discourse; 
epic  and  lyric  porans,  and  (wholesome)  prose  selections. 

The  use  of  this  material  disclosed  to  us  the  fact  that 
the  children  already  have  a  slumbering  literary  sense, 
which  needs  only  bringing  into  contact  with  suitable  ma- 
terial to  be  aroused  into  action. 

Further,  having  found  such  a  germ  awaiting  develop- 
ment, it  becomes  the  teacher's  doty  to  foster  it,  because 
the  existence  of  such  germs  are  his  most  reliable  and  sig- 
nificant guides  in  making  a  course  of  study. 

These  classics,  moreover,  are  models  of  elegant  Eng- 
lish, and  cannot  fail  to  have  their  iDtluence  in  devdoping 
the  faculty  of  ezpression.  In  reading  short  poems  we 
paid  special  attention  to  image-making  power. 

It  requires  much  practice  and  considerable  skill  for 
the  child  to  get  the  image  intended  by  the  poet. 

"WTien  reading  such  a  selection  as  "Blue  Bell  Hollow" 
the  children  very  readily  made  the  topographic  image — 
(they  saw  the  hillside,  the  flower,  the  stream  in  their  rela- 
tive positions)  but  the  poet  intended  to  convey  the  im- 
pression of  color,  and  it  required  more  help  (suggestion) 
from  the  teacher  to  enable  them  to  get  this. 

Some  of  the  apparent  disadvnntages  in  experimenta- 
tion proved  to  be  real  advantages.    Having  only  one  book, 
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we  questioiied  tlie  value  of  such  an  exerciso,  but  hero  lay 
cei'tain  iinforseen  and  substantial  advantageH;  the  cliild 
who  read  felt  the  neteaBity  not  only  of  iinderstandititr  the 
thought  of  the  text,  but  also  of  conveying  it  to  the  others, 
while,  on  the  other  hand,  if  the  reader  failed  to  give  full 
expression  to  the  thought,  Ihere  was  an  immediate  de-  ■ 
mand  from  the  listeners  for  better  reading.  Sinte  this  was 
sight  reading,  it  was  natural  that  the  reader  uould  often 
come  upon  unfamiliar  words.  He  would  hesitate  or  haz- 
ard pronunciation;  the  others  would,  many  times,  infer 
from  the  context  what  the  word  should  be  and  supply  it. 

The  appeal  to  the  ear,  too.  is  valuable.  "W'e  have  so 
long  regarded  the  eye  as  Ihc  one  avenue  of  approach  to 
the  mind  that  it  would  be  well  to  restore  confidence  In 
the  report  from  the  ear.  The  Ureeks,  it  will  he  remem- 
bered, acquired  their  whole  abounding  literature  through 
the  ear.  As  a  means  of  cultivating  the  power  of  atten- 
tion, this  type  of  reading  is  invaluable. 

Trusting  that  this  experimental  work  of  the  Normal^ 
Training  School  may  ultimately  prove  of  benefit  to  the 
city  school  system,  I  am,

Dear  Siv— I  liave  fli*;  honoi'  of  preseuting  to  you  my 
liret  finuual  report  of  the  Detroit  Day  School  for  the  Deaf, 
aud  the  Normal  Training  Glass. 

Tlioiigh  the  past  year  has  been  of  nc'ressity  largely  one 
of  orgiiuization,  the  reHiilts  are,  ou  the  whole,  eucour- 
aging. 

The  total  ent'crilinent  last  year  at  botli  Hancock  and 
Berry  schools  was  twenty-one.  Of  this  number  seTenteen 
returned,  and  the  enrollment  has  this  year  reached  thirty- 
seven,  most  of  the  new  applicants  being  younger  children. 
TTiis  has  pcmiitlcd  of  the  addition  of  three  new  teachers 
from  tlie  Normal  dasH.  By  centralizing  the  school,  it  has 
been  possible  to  grade  it,  thus  enabling  each  child  to  have 
more  of  the  teacher's  attention,  and  the  teachers  to  more 
accurately  follow  tlie  course  of  study. 

During  the  year  there  were  forty-one  promotions,  one 
being  from  the  eighth  grade  to  the  High  school,  where 
we  expect  she  will  be  able  to  complete  the  course  with 
hearing  children.  The  i-emainder  of  the  school  is  graded 
as  follows:

The  diniciilly  auticiinid-d  from  (lie  dauf;«rr 
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these  cbildreu  on  the  street  cars  seems  to  be  c 
with  great  benefit  to  the  children,  who  are  gatning  inde- 
pendence and  self- reliance. 

The  question  of  transportation  of  indigent  pupils  was 
generonsly  met  by  the  Board  of  Education,  making  the 
sdiool  easy  of  access  to  any  deaf  child  in  the  city. 

Work  in  cardboard  construction,  under  the  supervision 
of  the  director  of  manual  training,  has  been  carried  on  by 
the  class  teachers,  with  the  boys,  with  a  great  deal  of 
interest,  while  the  girls  have  taken  sewing  in  a  similar 
manner.  We  hope  to  continue  this  essential  feature  of  a 
wIkmiI  for  deaf  and  to  have  the  advantage  of  one  of  thp 
iiiannnl  training  center's  for  classes  in  Sloyd  and  cooking. 

Five  students  from  the  Normal  Training  class  were 
given  diplomas  this  year.  Three  of  these  remain  in  the 
home  school,  one  takes  charge  of  one  of  the  State  Day 
Schools  and  one  has  private  pupils. 

This  department  of  the  school,  iuangurated  at  the 
beginning  of  the  school  year,  provides  for  the  normal 
training  by  the  oral  method,  as  by  law  required,  of 
teachers  for  the  State  ]>ay  Schools,  as  well  as  for  the  city 
school. 

The  Association  of  Parents  and  Friends  of  Deaf  Chil- 
dren has,  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  held  its  meet- 
ings at  the  school.  Its  interest  and  sympathy  has  been  a 
source  of  help  and  inspiration  to  the  teachers,  who  feel 
the  beneficial  effect  of  the  cooperation  of  the  parents  in 
their  work. 

In  closing  this  report,  permit  me  to  express  my  sin- 
cere thanks  to  the  Board  of  Education  for  their  interest 
and  generous  provision  for  our  needs,  as  well  as  to  your- 
self for  the  interest  yon  have  awakened  in  this  phase  of 
school  work,  and  for  your  earnest  support  and  encoiirage- 
mi'Ht.

I>ear  Sir  —In  «iibinittiiig  my  fourteenth  anmtal  report. 
I  have  to  any  tliul,  while  tlie  results  are  not  as  good  as  I 
would  lilie  to  see,  the  work  iif  the  teachers  lias' been  very 
haniinniotia  and  the  worlv  of  the  ehildien  haw  been  quite 
uniform  ttiiDn^Umit  the  rity. 

The  teachers  in  nearly  every  inatanee  have  been  care- 
fnl  and  (Ktiiistalvin^  in  their  own  worli  upon  the  black- 
boards endeavoring  to  teach  by  example  as  well  as  by 
precept. 

M'e  have  liad  to  contend  with  the  pi-oblem  of  loo  much 
misoellaneons  writing,  and  I  am  glad  to  state  that  many 
princijmls  are  making  an  effort  to  do  less  written  work. 
It  would  gr'eatly  asHist  onr  efforts  esiMVially  in  the 
lower  tli'ades,  if  writing!:  merely  to  l^eep  children  busy 
could  be  entirely  done  away  with,  as  also  the  writing  of 
words  over  and  over  again  in  studying  Hjielling. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  list  of  words  for  the  day's 
lesson  lie  carefully  written  once  and  then  studied,  then 
the  whole  list  writlen  in  the  child's  best  style.  1  think 
that  repeating  Ihe  list  tlire<'  times  in  this  way  would  be 
found  far  more  lieneticiai,  not  only  lo  the  writing,  hut  to 
the  Mi>elling  as  well,  than  writing  each  word  ten  or  even 
twenty  limes  with  no  regard  tti  tiie  ap)>earanre  of  the 
writing  and  with  litth'  tlioiiglit  as  to  Ihe  spelling,  us  is 
apt   lo  be  the  case. 

We  should  have  longer  jwi'iods  for  our  writing  lessons 
and  the  i-egular  writing  lesson  should  be  contimied 
through  Ihe  seventh  gi-ade  at  least. 
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Oiirinf;  the  year  I  have  made  over  5,000  visits,  visiting 
every  i'<»oiii  six  times  and  a  i»art  of  tlietn  seven  times. 

We  liavc  ]alH>red  fuitUfnll.v  to  keep  tlic  t-liildren  in  a 
good  position  and  to  pi-event  bnekhand  writing,  but  in 
spite  ot  all  onr  efl'oriB  the  jiosition  and  pen-holding  are 
poor  and  mnch  of  our  writing  is  backhand. 

Toward  the  close  of  the  year  we  tried  placing,  before 
the  children,  on  the  blackboard,  I'opies  which  slant  to  the 
right  of  the  vertical,  giving  them  a  greater  contrast  be- 
tween their  writing  and  the  copy  than  the  purely  vertical 
copy  does.  It  has  worked  well.  Occasionally  one  will  make 
his  writing  slant  to  the  right.  T  am  thoroughly  convinced 
that  it  is  a  good  preventive  of  backhand  and  enables  the 
children  to  write  with  more  freedom. 

We  have  tried  this  year  the  plan  of  using  one  copy- 
book the  whole  year. 

The  children  in  a  room  wrote  the  upper  half  of  the 
book  through  in  the  first  tenii.  ^Tien  they  were  pro- 
moted they  left  their  hooks  to  l»e  used  by  the  class  which 
was  to  follow  them. 

This  has  caused  no  little  dissatisfaction,  as  most  chil- 
dren object  to  writing  in  a  bo<»k  that  lias  been  partially 
filled  by  some  one  else.  In  my  opinion  the  book  ^ould 
he  cotiipleted  in  one  term  or  the  child  should  take  it  with 
him  when  he  is  promoted,  or  he  should  be  permitted  to 
take  it  home  and  be  supplied  with  another  book. 

The  projier  application  of  the  copy-book  is  the  most 
difficult  problem  with  which  we  have  to  deal. 

To  give  the  necessaiy  amount  of  exercise  practice  and 
fill  a  twenty-four  page  coiiy-bwik,  as  il  should  be  done, 
in  one  term,  is  too  much  for  the  average  teacher  where 
only  fifteen  minutes  each  day  is  allowed  for  that  work. 

If  we  do  the  copy-book  work  without  outside  practice 
it  leads  to  merely  printing  the  copy  a  certain  number  of 
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times,  which  does  not  materiallj  bfneflt  the  miBcellane- 
oiis  writing. 

It  is  iinpossiblo  to  do  good  writing  with  poor  ink,  and 
it  is  very  dilHcult  to  koep  ink  in  ink  wells  such,  as  are 
placed  in  our  seliool  deskit.  The  best  of  them  admit  air 
and  dust.  The  ink  evaporates  and  the  dust  accumulates; 
the  two  forming  a  scum  on  the  top  of  the  ink  which  ad- 
heres to  the  pen,  and  the  resnlt  is  blurred  and  blotted 
papers.  Ink  wells  with  perfectly  airtight  stoppers  should 
l»e  jn-ovided. 

Much  of  the  chalk  used  during  the  past  year  has  been 
of  an  inferior  quality.     Especially  where  slate  boards  are 
in  use  the  chalk  should  l)e  soft  and  entirety  free  from  grit.

SINCe  OROANIZATION. 


The  Board  of  Public  Works  was  established  by  an  Act  of  the  Stale  Legis- 
lature, approved  April  29,  1873,  and  was  organized  with  three  members  for  business 
March  1  of  that  year.  On  May  4,  1901,  by  virtue  oi  an  act  of  the  legislature  the 
board  of  ihree  members  was  abolished  and  a  one-man  board  substituted.  The 
names  of  members  and  the  years  in  which  they  served  mav  be  seen  by  the  follow- 
ing table:

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VREFACE, 


This  report  is  largely  a  record  of  the  worlc  of  the  old  Board  of 
Public  Works,  which  passed  into  history  with  the  advent  of  the  one- 
man  board.  A  plain  statement  of  the  work  accomplished  is  given, 
together  with  cost  of  the  same,  supplemented  by  the  condition  of  the 
various  funds  as  certified  to  by  the  City  Accountant, 

When  the  present  commissioner  assumed  charge  on  May  4.  obstacles 
presented  themselves  in  the  shape  of  several  funds  that  had  been 
exhausted  for  months,  particularly  the  general  road  fund,  which  had 
been  used  up  by  the  old  board  luithin  four  months  after  the  fiscal  year 
of  July  1st,  1900,  had  begun,  and  was  carried  through  with  appropria- 
tions from  the  House  of  Correction  fund.  A  number  of  bills  remained 
unpaid  and  they  had  to  be  cared  for  from  the  new  appropriations  for 
the  present  fiscal  year. 

The  storage  yards  were  in  bad  condition  and  a  reform  was  at  once 
instituted  by  abandoning  the  lumber  yards  at  Scotten  avenue  and  Belle- 
vue  avenue  and  transferring  the  material  to  the  Eastern  and  Western 
yards.  Ail  the  materials  and  machinery  used  by  the  department  in  its 
outside  work  are  now  at  the  two  yards,  under  the  supervision  of  tiie 
yardniasters,  and  in  a  more  presentable  and  business-like  shape  than  at 
any  time  before. 

The  White  Wing  system  was  also  in  a  demoralized  condition,  having 
degenerated  in  16  months  from  an  efficient,  well  equipped,  presentable 
body  of  men,  as  organized  by  Commissioner  Mfireland,  capable  of 
carrying  on  the  work  in  good  shape,  to  a  disorganized  crowd,  paying 
little  attention  to  their  work  and  less  to  their  personal  appearance.  The 
White  Wings  were  at  once  reorganized  on  a  business  basis  and  all  the 
undesirable  ones  weeded  out.  and  the  work  is  now  being  conducted  with 
old-time  vigor,  and  in  such  a  way  that  the  improvement  in  the  appear- 
ance of  our  streets  is  decidedly  noticeable. 
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About  seven  weeks  of  the  old  fiscal  year  remained  when  the  present 
commissioner  took  charge.  The  condition  of  the  general  road  fund 
prevented  his  making  any  headway  in  the  work  of  patching  or  resurfac- 
ing of  |>avements,  or  in  fact  any  of  the  work  outside  of  that  covered  by 
the  road  district  funds.  However,  foremen  of  sidewalk  gangs,  patching 
and  resurfacing  gangs  were  appointed  and  an  organization  perfected  for 
the  outside  work  that  was  set  in  motion  just  as  soon  as  the  money 
allowed  for  the  new  fiscal  year  was  available  to  pay  labor  and  purchase 
materials. 

The  preliminaries  for  the  repaying  allowed  by  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mates was  started  before  a  week  of  the  new  administration  had  passed, 
and  before  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1901,  closed  $100,000  worth 
of  repaving,  about  one-third  of  the  total  amount  allowed,  was  under 
way. 

Amendments  to  the  city  charter  were  made  by  the  last  legislature 
which  affect  the  department  materially.  Changes  were  made  whereby 
the  paving  and  repaving  of  alleys,  as  well  as  the  building  of  lateral 
sewers,  are  paid  for  by  bonds  in  the  same  manner  as  the  paving  of 
streets,  instead  of  the  contractor  receiving  his  money  from  the  Receiver 
of  Taxes  as  the  property  owners  paid  it  in  to  the  city.  The  old  system 
of  repairing  sidewalks  was  abandoned  and  that  work  is  now  done  at  the 
exjiense  of  the  city  the  same  as  the  repairing  of  pavements.  New  walks 
and  old  walks  reconstructed,  which  are  not  built  by  the  property  owners 
after  receiving  notice,  are  built  by  the  Department,  and  labor  and 
material  paid  for  from  the  contingent  fund,  where  the  money  is  returned 
when  paid  by  property  owners  to  the  Receiver.  The  Water  Board  Act 
was  amende<l  so  that  in  the  tearing  up  of  streets  or  alleys  for  the  laying 
of  water  pipes  or  repairing  the  same  permits  must  be  obtained  from 
and  the  work  done  under  the  supervision  and  direction  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works. 
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Following  is  the  law  passed  by  the  last  legislature  under  which  the 
present  Department  of  Public  Works  was  brought  into  being : 

AN  ACT 
To  amend  sections  one,  two,  three,  four,  five,  six,  seven  eight,  nine  and  ten  oi  an 

Act.  entitled  "An  Act  to  establish   a   Department   of    Public    Works    in    and 

for  the  City  of  Detroit  and  to  repeal  all  Acts  or  pans  of  Acts  in  conflict 

therewith,"  approved   February  fifteenth,  nineteen  hundred  and  one,  and  lo 

add  a  new  section  thereto. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact: 

Section  1.  That  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  eslabhsh  a  department  of  public 
works  in  and  for  the  city  of  Detroit,  and  to  repeal  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in 
conflict  therewith,"  approved  February  fifteenth,  nineteen  hundred  and  one.  bt 
imended  by  amending  sections  one,  two,  three,  four,  five,  six,  seven,  eight,  nine 
and  ten  and  by  adding  a  new  section  thereto,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  department  in  the  municipal  government  of  the 
city  of  Detroit,  to  be  known  as  "The  department  of  public  works"  of  the  city  of 
Detroit,  and  the  responsible  head  of  said  department  shall  be  an  officer  to  be 
known  as  "The  commissioner  of  public  works." 

Section  'J.  That  within  five  days  after  this  act  shall  take  effect,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  common  council  of  the  city  of  Detroit,  and  it  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  appoint  a  commissioner  of  public  works,  having  the  qualifi- 
cations of  an  elector  and  freeholder  of  said  city,  and  who  shall  hold  his  oiiice 
from  the  time  of  his  appointment  and  qualification  under  this  act  as  amended. 
until  the  first  day  of  July,  nineteen  hundred  and  five,  and  until  his  successor 
shall  be  elected  and  qualified.  At  the  expiration  of  said  term  and  each  four  years 
thereafter,  the  mayor  of  said  city  shall  appoint  a  suitable  person  of  like  qualifi- 
cations, as  commissioner  of  public  works,  for  the  term  of  four  years  and  until 
his  successor  shall  be  appointed  and  qualified.  The  mayor  shall  appoint  a  suitable 
person  of  Uke  qualifications  to  fill  any  vacancy  in  said  oflice  for  the  remainder 
of  any  unexpired  term.  Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  the  com- 
missioner of  public  works  shall  file  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk,  his  bond  in 
the  penal  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  with  two  or  more  responsible  sureties, 
or  with  a  responsible  security  con  pany  as  surety,  and  approved  by  the  city 
controller,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  oi  his  office. 
During  sickness,  absence  or  some  temporary  inability  of  the  commissioner  to 
perform  the  duties  of  his  office,  the  secretary  of  said  department,  shall  perform 
the  duties  and  have  the  powers  of  said  commissioner:     Provided,  That  he  '^hall 
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not   have   authority   to   change   any   general   rules    or    regulations,   or   to   make 
appointments. 

Section  :).  The  common  council  may,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the 
members  elect,  remove  from  office  any  commissioner  of  public  works  for  corrupt 
or  wilful  malfeasance,  or  for  wiliul  neglect  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  in 
any  such  case  the  reason  of  such  removal  shall  be  entered  upon  the  records  of 
the  common  council  with  the  names  and  votes  of  the  members  voting  on  the 
(luestion.  Any  person  so  removed  shall  not  be  eligible  to  reappointment  lo  said 
office;  Provided,  however.  That  no  commissioner  of  public  works  shall  be 
removed  from  office  by  the  common  council,  unless  first  furnished  with  a  copy 
of  the  charges  in  writing  and  allowed  to  be  heard  in  his  defense,  with  the  aid  of 
counsel;  and  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  truth  of  any  such  charges,  the 
common  council  shall  have  the  power  to  issue  subpoenas,  to  compel  the  attend- 
ance of  witnes.ses,  and  the  production  of  papers  when  necessary,  and  shall  pro- 
ceed within  thirty  days  after  service  of  a  copy  of  the  charges  to  hear  and  determine 
upon  the  merits  of  the  case.  K  such  officer  shall  neglect  to  appear  and  answer 
such  charges,  his  failure  to  do  so.  without  a  reasonable  e>:cuse  therefor,  may  be 
deemed  good  cause  for  his  removal  from  office. 

Section  4.  When  a  commissioner  of  public  works  shall  have  been  appointed 
and  qualified  as  herein  provided,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  of 
public  works  of  the  city  of  Detroit  to  surrender  to  him  possession  of  the  offices 
occupied  by  said  superintendent  of  public  works,  together  with  all  books,  records, 
papers,  properly  and  money  belonging  or  appertaining  to  said  department  of 
public  works,  and  from  thenceforth  the  custody  and  possession  of  the  same 
shall  be  vested  in  the  commissioner  of  public  works,  acting  for  and  on  behalf 
of  the  city  of  Detroit.  In  ease  the  superintendent  of  public  works  shall  refuse 
or  neglect  to  surrender  such  possession  on  demand,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
commissioner  of  public  works  lo  apply  to  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction 
for  a  writ  of  mandamus  to  compel  the  superintendent  of  public  works  to  surrender 
such  possession  to  him. 

Section  !>.  Prom  and  after  the  appointment  and  qualification  of  a 
sioner  of  public  works,  under  this  act,  as  hereby  amended,  s 
shall  have  power  and  authority  to  establish  a  system  of  grades  for  all  streets  and 
alleys  and  when  established,  the  same  shall  not  be  changed  without  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  aldermen  elect.  He  shall  likewise  have  authority  to  lay  out  and 
establish  a  system  of  sewers  for  the  entire  city  to  be  designated  on  the  general 
plan  of  streets  and  alleys.  He  shall  supervise  the  grading,  paving,  repaving  and 
cleaning  of  streets  and  alleys  and  public  grounds,  the  construction,  repairing 
and  alterations  of  public  wharves,  docks,  bridges,  culverts,  receiving  basins,  drains. 
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sewers,  walks,  cross-walks  and  all  public  buildings,  (he  supervision  of  which 
shall  not  be  otherwise  provided  by  law.  and  all  moneys  for  such  purposes  shall  be 
expended  under  his  supervision,  and  when  done  by  contract,  shall  be  done  under 
contract  and  specifications  prepared  by  hirri,  and  approved  by  the  common 
council.  He  shall  advertise  for  proposals  when  directed  by  the  common  council, 
or  required  by  the  charter  of  said  city  for  work  to  be  done,  or  for  materials  to  be 
furnished  by  contract,  and  shall  let  such  contract  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder: 
Provided,  He  may  reject  all  proposals  received.  He  shall  have  all  the  powers, 
duties  and  functions  heretofore  vested  in,  and  exercised  by  the  former  board  of 
public  works,  or  the  present  superintendent  of  public  works,  except  as  herein 
altered  or  modified:  which  said  powers,  duties  and  functions  shall  be  vested  in  and 
be  exercised  by  the  commissioner  of  public  works,  and  he  shall  take  the  place  of 
^aid  board,  and  of  the  superintendent  of  public  works  in  the  municipal  government 
of  the  city  of  Detroit. 

Section  C.  As  soon  as  practicable,  after  the  appointment  and  qualification  of 
a  commissioner  of  public  works,  under  this  act,  it  shall  be  his  duly  to 
appoint  a  secretary,  of  the  department  of  public  works,  and  a  city  engineer, 
and  such  other  subordinate  oflicers  and  employes  of  the  department  as  the  com- 
mon council  of  the  city  heretofore,  or  may  hereafter  create  and  establish  by 
ordinance,  resolution  or  other  action  of  said  council.  Said  secretary  and  city 
engineer,  with  all  other  officers,  clerks,  employes  of  the  department,  including 
those  now  holding  otiice  under  the  board  of  public  works,  shall  hold  office,  and 
their  employments  be  subject  to  the  pleasure  of  the  commissioner  of  public  works, 
and  vacancies  may  be  filled  and  new  appointments  may  be  made  by  him  when- 
ever, in  his  judgment,  the  public  service  may  retjuire. 

Section  7.  The  commisioner  of  public  works,  the  secretary  and  city  engineer, 
and  all  officers,  clerks  and  employes  of  the  department  shall  be  ineligible,  while 
they  hold  their  respective  offices  or  employments,  to  any  office  elected  by  the 
[leople,  and  if  nominated  for  any  such  office  and  they  do  not  publicly  decline  the 
nomination  within  ten  days  succeeding  the  same,  Ihey  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
resigned  and  to  have  vacated  their  office,  and  they  shall  not  receive  any  salary  or 
compensation  from  the  city.  The  acceptance  of  any  other  appointive  office  by 
any  incumbent  shall  vacate  said  office  of  commissioner. 

Section  8.  The  commissioner  of  public  works  shall  have  no  power  to  enter 
into  any  contract,  for  or  in  behalf  of  the  city  of  Detroit,  without  the  consent  or 
approval  of  the  common  council.  No  debt  or  liability  of  any  kind  shall  be  created 
by  or  on  account  of  said  department  during  any  one  fiscal  year,  in  excess  of  the 
moneys  then  in  the  proper  fund  thereof,  or  which  may  have  been  authorized  to 
be  raised  by  the  common  council  for  the  said  year.  All  bills,  accounts,  and  claims 
of   every   character   against   the   said   department   shall,   after   having  been   duly 
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audited  by  said  commissioner  and  certified  by  hitn  and  the  secretary,  be  trans- 
mitled  to  the  city  controller,  who  shall  submit  the  same  to  the  common  council 
with  his  approval.  When  said  bills,  accounts  and  claims  shall  have  been  allowed  . 
by  the  common  council,  the  controller  shall  draw  his  warrant  o 
city  treasurer  in  payment  therefor;  Provided,  however.  Thai  r 
claim  against  said  department  shall  be  audited  by  the  commissioner,  unless  it 
shall  be  accompanied  by  an  affidavit  of  the  person  rendering  it,  that  he  verily 
believes  the  services  or  property  therein  charged  have  been  actually  performed, 
or  delivered  lo  the  city,  and  that  the  sums  charged  therefor,  are  reasonable  and 
just,  and  that  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  belief  no  offset  exists  or  payment 
has  been  made  on  account  thereof,  except  such  as  are  included  or  referred  to  in 
such  bills,  account  or  claim.  AH  pay  rolls  shall  be  certified  by  said  commissioner 
and  secretary,  and  shall  be  approved  by  the  common  council  and  be  delivered 
to  the  city  controller,  who  shall  draw  his  warrants  for  the  payment  thereof 
ajid  deliver  the  same  to  the  city  treasurer,  together  with  said  pay  roli.  and  said 
city  treasurer  shall  pay  the  amounts  mentioned  in  said  pay  roll,  to  the  persons 
entitled  thereto. 

Section  9.  The  commissioner  of  -public  works  shajl  receive  from  the  city 
an  annual  salary  of  five  thousand  dollars,  the  secretary  of  the  department  shall 
receive  an  annual  salary  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  and  the  city  engi- 
neer shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  three  thousand  dollars,  each  payable  in 
semi-monthly  installments;  apd  the  other  officers,  clerks  and  employes  of  the 
department  shall  receive  such  salary  or  compensation  as  the  common  council  has 
prescribed,  or  may  hereafter  prescribe;  all  to  be  paid  on  pay  rolls  as  above 
provided.  .  _  •  , . 

Section  10.  The  office  of  iht^^uperinfendent  «£. public  works  of  the  city  of 
Detroit  is  abolished  from  and>Af^^c  the  appointment  and  qualification  of  a  com- 
niissioncr  of  public  works'^l'&»ijl?d.by  this  act. 

Section  11.  The  <^ommissioner  of  public  works  shall  annually  before  the 
first  day  of  February,  file  with  the  controller  an  estimate  of  the  anfount  of  money 
required  to  be  raised  by  taxation  for  the  next  fiscal  year,  and  for  the  general  sewer 
and  road  funds,  district  road  fund,  public  works  general  fund,  and  for  such  other 
funds  and  purposes  as  may  be,  in  his  judgment  required  for  his  department,  or 
as  may  be  ordered  or  established  by  the  common  council.  Said  estimate  shall, 
so  far  as  practicable,  be  illade  in  detail,  and  so  much  of  the  total  estimate  for  each 
of  said  funds  or  purposes,  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  common  council,  shall 
be  raised  by  general  taxation:  Provided,  That  the  kind  of  material  with  which 
the  streets  shall  be  repaved  shall  be  determined  by  said  c 
commissioner  of  public  works  shall  be  a  member  of  the  board  of  e 
city. 

This  act  is  ordered  to  take  immediate  effect. 
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Twenty-Six  and  One-Half  Miles  Accomplished- 
and  Character  of  Work. 


During  the  fiscal  year  1900-1901,  which  carries  up  to  July  i. 
twenty-six  and  a  half  miles  of  paving  and  repaying  was  accomplished, 
as  compared  with  nineteen  and  one-third  miles  the  preceding  fiscal  year. 
As  usual,  cedar  block  leads  with  8.960  miles  of  new  work  and  11. 860 
miles  of  repaying.  There  was  one-third  of  a  mile  of  new  brick  paying 
laid  and  I.410  miles  of  brick  repaying.  Asphalt — which  had  been 
completely  shut  out  during  the  paving  season  of  1899  on  account  of 
high  prices — shows  up  with  1.325  miles  of  new  work  and  1.290  miles 
of  repaying.  The  paving  of  Boston  Boulevard  with  macadam  was  an 
iiiiiovation,  but  was  done  at  the  request  of  the  company  owning  all  the 
abutting  property  on  the  street.  Five  alleys  were  modernized  with 
vitrified  brick  on  concrete  foundation — one  new  and  four  repaved. 
Tile  prices  for  work  differed  very  little  from  the  preceding  fiscal  year, 
labor  and  material  remaining  at  about  the  same  rate.  Cedar  paving  cost 
two  cents  per  yard  more  and  brick  three  cents  per  yard  more  than  the 
.season  of  1899.  The  total  mileage  of  paved  streets  in  the  city  now 
fuots  up  290.

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GENERAL   ROAD   FUND. 

This  fund,  which  stands  sponsor  for  many  items,  and  has  alwa3-s 
been  treated  as  a  lump  sum,  four  months  after  the  fiscal  year,  July  1, 
1900,  began,  came  so  nearly  being  exhausted  that  it  became  the  sub- 
ject of  an  inquirj'  by  the  Common  Council.  After  investigation  the 
committee  reported  that  the  money  had  gone  undoubtedly  for  needed 
improvements,  but  showed  bad  business  judgment  on  the  part 
of  the  Commissioners :  Millen,  Godfrey  and  Kallman.  To  make 
up  deficiency  and  carry  the  work  along,  the  Council  voted  $a),000 
from  the  House  of  Correction  Fund,  to  be  transferred  to  the 
General  Road  Fund.  Prior  to  the  transfer,  two  items,  one  for  ^225 
to  repair  bridges  on  the  west  side,  and  S155,75  for  insurance  on  pro- 
perty in  the  yards,  were  also  liquidated,  and  make  up  the  total  of 
$20,405.75  from  the  House  of  Correction  Fund.  The  total  amount 
allowed  by  the  Board  of  Estimates  for  the  work  of  the  fiscal  year  was 
5219,804,  which  including  the  balance  carried  over  fromthe  fund  the 
previous  year  and  receipts  shown  elsewhere,  represent  the  net  receipts 
as  8339,000.30.  The  disbursements  are  shown  in  detail  and  amount 
to  $317,354.82.  The  balance  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  was 
$21,645.48,  accounted  for  (in  the  light  of  the  fund  being  almost 
depleted  before  the  close  of  the  paving  season  last  fall)  by  new 
legislation  enacted  which  provided  for  a  transfer  to  the  General 
Road  Fund  of  the  Repaving  Fund  and  Road  District  Fund.  Using 
the  fund  as  a  lump  sum,  which  had  been  the  custom  for  years,  was 
abandoned  at  the  beginning  of  the  new  fiscal  year  upon  advice  of  the 
Corporation  Counsel  to  the  estimators,  and  each  of  the  several  items 
is  a  distinct  fund  within  itself. 

Herewith  is  given  in  detail  a  statement  of  the  disbursements  for 
the  fund  as  well  as  the  receipts.

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REPORT 


BOARD  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 


CITY  OP  DETROIT. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Detroit  : 

The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Detroit 
respectfully  submits,  herewith,  its  report  for  a  period  of  one 
year  and  six  months,  ending  June  30,  1901.  The  fiscal  year 
has  formerly  coincided  with  the  calendar  year,  but  for  pur- 
poses of  convenience  it  has  now  been  made  to  correspond 
with  that  of  other  departments  of  the  city  government. 

All  branches  of  this  department  are  in  a  satisfactory 
condition.  Special  attention  is  called  to  the  detailed  reports 
of  the  various  oflScers  of  the  Board.  Much  of  the  efficiency 
in  the  administration  of  the  various  parts  of  the  system  is 
due  to  the  competence  of  the  heads  of  departments  and  to 
the  faithfulness  of  many  employes  who  have  long  been  in  the 
service  of  the  Board. 

The  total  receipts  for  the  eighteen  months,  amounted  to 
the  sum  of   $936,738.06.      The  total   expenditures  for  the 
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same  period  were  $728,680.29,  of  which  the  sum  of  $24.5,- 
251.26  was  expended  for  construction,  $176,416.26  for  oper- 
ation and  maintenance,  $91, 435-95  for  interest,  $200,000  for 
bonded  indebtedness,  $8,514.71  under  the  Hurlbut  Will, 
$6,833.21  on  deposit  for  work  in  the  Village  of  River  Rouge, 
and  $228.90  for  miscellaneous  accounts. 

The  total  number  of  families  on  the  assessment  rolls,  July 
I,  1901,  was  62,279,  ^i>  increase  of  1721  from  July  i,  1900. 

There  are  but  102  families  within  the  corporate  limits 
not  supplied  with  water. 

The  amount  of  water  pumped  for  the  twelve  months  to 
January  i,  1901,  was  17,077,100,477  gallons,  and  for  the 
succeding  six  months,  was  8,849,732,755  gallons,  a  total  of 
25.9261833,232  gallons.  The  daily  per  capita  consumption 
for  that  period  was  163  gallons.  This  amount  is  largely  in 
excess  of  the  ordinary  consumption,  the  daily  average  of  134 
cities  in  the  United  States  being  137  gallons.  The  daily  per 
capita  rapidly  decreases  in  proportion  to  the  use  of  meters. 
After  careful  investigation,  the  city  of  Milwaukee  has 
adopted  thfc  general  use  of  meters,  and  the  city  of  Cleveland 
has  also  recently  adopted  the  meter  system.  Many  cities  are 
looking  in  this  direction  rather  than  to  the  extension  of  plans 
to  meet  increased  demands. 

There  is  no  desire  on  the  part  of  this  Board  to  restrict 
in  any  way  the  most  liberal  use  of  water  for  all  legitimate 
purposes,  but  there  is  no  necessity  that  the  people  should  be 
compelled  to  pay  for  waste  that  is  a  benefit  to  no  one. 

It  is  believed  that  with  the  completion  of  the  present 
plans  of  extension  and  the  gradual  adoption  of  the  meter 
system,  the  water  supply  will  be  ample  for  many  years, 
notwithstanding  the  continued   rapid  growth  of   the  city- 
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These  plans  cximprifie  the  iostallation  of  two  high  pressure 
engines,  each  with  a  daily  capacity  of  25,000,000  gallons, 
and  an  additional  42-inch  main,  all  of  which  are  now  under 
construction  and  will  be  in  operation  the  coming  summer. 
An  addition  to  the  pumping  station  is  building  and  impor- 
tant improvemeuts  have  been  made  in  connection  with  the 
supply  to  the  various  engines. 

In  order  to  meet  the  necessary  expenditures  for  these 
improvements  an  Act  of  the  last  legislature  empowered  the 
Board,  with  the  consent  of  the  Common  Council  and  the 
Board  of  Estimates,  to  issue  bonds  in  the  amount  of  Isoo.coo. 

The  Act  of  the  legislature  empowering  the  Board  to 
assess  abutting  property  for  the  expense  of  laying  pipe  has 
been  declared  unconstitutional  by  the  Supreme  Court  and 
the  moneys  collected,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $13,993.63, 
have  been  refunded  through  the  City  Treasurer. 

The  Supreme  Court  has  also  determined  that  water  rates 
cannot  be  collected  for  water  furnished  for  public  purposes 
unless  provision  therefor  is  made  by  the  Board  of  Estimates. 
This  decision  does  not  apply  to  the  Board  of  Education  nor 
the  House  of  Correction,  nor  does  it,  in  express  terms, 
require  the  Board  to  supply  free  water  to  the  municipality 
at  the  expense  of  the  general  consumer.  Either  by  mutual 
arrangement  or  under  the  control  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
some  equitable  assessment  ^ould  be  allowed  by  the  Board 
of  Estimates  for  water  actually  consumed  by  the  city.  It  is 
a  discrimination  to  tax  water  consumers  only  and  not  the 
entire  property  of  the  city  for  a  public  good. 

In  the  administration  of  the  trust  submitted  to  our  charge 
we  invite  the  careful  investigation  of  your  honorable  body. 

Our  relations  with  all  departments  of  the  dty  goveru- 
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meet  have  been  most  amicable  and  the  many  courtesies  that 
have  been  received  are  fully  appreciated.  Any  sug'gestions 
for  the  promotion  of  the  public  good  will  be  given  carefnl 
attentiou:  "In  the  multitude  of  counselors  there  is  wis- 
dom."

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REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY. 


Detroit,  Mich.,  July  ist,  1901. 
To  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Detroit: 

Gentlemen : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  Secretary's 
report  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1900,  and  for  the 
six  months  ending  June  30th,  1901, 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report  $200,000.00  o! 
water  bonds,  at  seven  per  cent,  were  refunded  at  three  and 
one-half  per  cent;  a  system  of  water  supply  was  installed  in 
the  Village  of  River  Rouge,  for  which  that  village  deposited 
with  this  Board  the  estimated  cost,  $36,200.00.  As  both  of 
these  items  appear  in  the  summary  of  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments, the  totals  are  consequently  greater  than  they  ordinar- 
ily would  be.  The  total  of  receipts  is  further  augmented  by 
the  payment  from  the  City  of  Detroit,  in  the  month  of  January, 
1900,  the  sum  of  sixty-six  thousand  two  hundred  and  sixty- 
nine  dollars  and  fifty-five  cents,  which  was  withheld  by  the 
City  Controller  during  the  previous  year,  pending  htigation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  MANAGER. 


Detroit,  July,  i,  1901. 
To  the  Board  of  WaUr  Commissioners  of  tlte  City  of  Detroit' 

Gentlemen: — I  respectfully  submit  a  report  of  the  general 
operations  of  the  works  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1900,  and  of  the  first  six  months  of  the  year  igoi. 

The  change  in  the  commencement  of  the  year  of  the 
Board  from  January  ist  to  July  1st,  to  correspond  with  the 
fiscal  year  of  the  various  other  commissions  and  city  officers, 
necessitates  including  in  the  reports  of  the  heads  of  the  sev- 
eral departments  operations  covering  eighteen  months. 

The  assessment  rolls  of  water  rates  show  a  gain  in  as- 
sessments for  the  year  to  July  i,  1900,  over  the  preceding 
year  of  $45,768.75;  the  gain  July  1,  1901,  over  the  year  to 
July  I,  1900,  was  $9,982.31. 

In  June,  1900,  the  rates  for  unmetered  water  were  in- 
creased about  20  per  cent,  to  take  effect  July  i,  1900.  Meter 
rates  were  adopted  as  follows:  Quarterly  rate,  first  30,000 
gallons,  $1.75;  all  in  excess  of  30,000  gallons  at  two  and  one- 
quarter  cents  per  1,000  gallons;  minimum  rate,  $1.75.  This 
was,  to  a  large  extent,  made  necessary  by  the  act  providing 
for  assessing  abutting  property  for  the  cost  of  laying  water 
mains,  being  declared  invalid. 

The  increase  of  families  to  July  i,  1900,  over  the  previous 
year  was  1.555,  ^"^^  ^^^  increase  to  July  i,  1901,  over  the 
year  1900,  was  1.721.  A  reference  to  the  assessment  table 
in  the  report  of  the  Secretarj',  shows  in  detail  the  number  of 
families  assessed  in  each  ward  and  district,  vacant  tenements, 
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the  number  of  families  in  the  city  unsupplied  and  increase 
of  assessments. 

The  amount  received  for  metered  water  for  the  eighteen 
months,  from  January  i,  190Q,  to  July  I,  1901,  was  $148,- 
163.16,  of  which  amount  the  Village  of  Delray  paid  $6,390.36, 
the  Village  of  Highland  Park  paid  $837.72,  and  the  Village 
of  River  Rouge  paid  $107.65. 

The  total  number  of  gallons  of  water  pumped  for  the 
year  1900  was  17,077,100477,  an  increase  over  1899  of  729,- 
037.776  gallons.  The  amount  pumped  during  the  first  six 
months  of  1901  was  8,849,732,755,  making  a  total  pumpage 
for  the  eighteen  months  of  25,926,833,232  gallons,  of  which 
159,766,816  gallons  were  supplied  to  the  Village  of  Delray, 
20,698,656  gallons  to  the  Village  of  Highland  Park,  and 
2,297,856  gallons  to  the  Village  of  River  Rouge.  Meters  are 
placed  on  the  mains  at  the  city  line  between  these  villages, 
and  the  city  receives  double  the  city  rate  for  all  water  sup- 
plied. 

The  per  capita  daily  consumption  for  1900  was  153  gal- 
lons, an  increase  of  six  gallons  over  1899.  The  per  capita  , 
for  1897  was  125  gallons,  for  1898  was  135  gallons,  147  for 
1899,  153  for  190Q,  and  163  for  the  first  six  months  of  1901. 
Since  1898  comparatively  few  meters  have  been  placed,  and 
I  believe  the  increased  per  capita  each  year  is  largely  due 
to  this  fact.  The  enormous  waste  in  I>elroit  is  apparent  by 
comparison  with  the  quantity  of  water  consumed  in  the  City 
of  Milwaukee,  the  population  of  that  city,  as  shown  by  the 
census  of  last  year,  being  but  200  less  than  this  city.  Pre- 
sumably the  uses  for  water  are  the  same  in  each  city.  Mil- 
waukee has  68  per  cent  of  taps  metered;  Detroit  has  10  per 
cent.  In  1900,  the  per  capita  in  Milwaukee  was  88  gallons; 
in  Detroit  it  was  153  gallons;  a  difference  of  42J/S  per  cent. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Engineers'  Society,  of  London,  Eng., 
held  last  spring,  after  an  exhaustive  discussion  of  the  subject, 
the  almost  unanimous  opinion  prevailed  that  50  gallons  was 
a  very  generous  per  capita.    This  amount  may  not  be  suffi- 
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cient  for  American  cities,  where  different  conditions  prevail, 
but  certainly  lOO  gallons  should  be  a  liberal  consumption. 
The  cost  of  fuel  per  million  gallons  pumped  in  Detroit  last 
year  was  $1.48.  It  certainly  is  not  "good  business"  to  ex- 
pend large  sums  of  money  to  pump  water  to  be  wasted. 

In  considering  the  subject  of  waste,  the  matter  of  house 
to  house  inspection  deserves  consideration,  Durir^  the  last 
three  years,  on  account  of  the  inspectors'  time  being  taken 
up  with  other  work,  it  has  been  impossible  to  give  proper 
attention  to  house  inspections  for  leaks.  While  inspection 
of  private  premises  causes  annoyance  and  irritation  to  our 
citizens,  it  seems,  at  present,  a  necessity.  Great  objection'  is 
made  to  admitting  strangers  into  premises,  and  although  the 
inspectors  are  provided  with  proper  credentials  showing 
their  authority,  many  complaints  have  been  received  that 
men,  claiming  to  belong  to  the  water  department,  have  gain- 
ed admission  to  premises  only  to  attempt  to  sell  filters,  at- 
tachments, etc.  It  is  not  advisable  here  to  enter  more  fully 
into  the  many  objections  to  this  system.  This  condition  has 
a  bearing  on  the  meter  question,  as  it  could  be  remedied  by 
the  placing  of  meters  on  all  premises  supplied  with  fixtures. 
Leaky  fixtures  will  soon  be  repaired  when  payment  for  the 
waste  is  required. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  decided  adverse  to  the 
Board  in  suit  brought  to  compel  the  Park  Commission  to 
pay  for  water  furnished  them  for  park  and  boulevard  pur- 
poses, holding  that  this  Commission,  being  one  of  the  depart- 
ments of  the  city,  could  not  collect  for  water  used  by  other 
city  departments.  The  decision  further  stated,  however,  that 
the  Board  was  not  compelled  to  furnish  water  for  municipal 
purposes  without  payment  therefor. 

The  Court  also  (June  5th,  1900),  in  the  case  of  the  Cook 
Farm  Co.  vs.  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners,  held  in- 
valid the  act  providing  for  assessing  abutting  property  for 
the  cost  of  laying  water  mains.  Pipe  had  been  laid  under 
this  law,  and  assessments  levied  against  abutting  property 
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for  same,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $67,694.75,  of  which  the 
sum  of  $13,992.65  had  been  collected.  This  amount  the 
Board  returned  to  the  City  Treasurer,  by  whom  it  was  re- 
funded to  the  persons  entitled  thereto. 


Storage  Orounds. 

By  the  opening  of  Orleans  street  through  the  grounds 
they  have  been  divided  into  two  separate  yards.  About  six 
hundred  feet  of  fencing  is  now  being  constructed,  at  an  esti- 
mated cost  of  $325.00,  for  the  proper  protection  of  the  prop- 
erty stored  on  the  grounds. 

I  recommend  that  the  east  yard  be  used  only  for  the  stor- 
ing of  pipe  and  large  castings.  This  would  do  away  with  the 
necessity  for  an  extra  watchman. 

A  pattern  house,  for  the  storage  of  patterns  belonpng  to 
the  Board,  is  nearing  completion.  These  patterns  are  valued 
at  $5,000.00,  and  are  at  present  stored  at  various  foundries 
about  the  city.  The  need  of  this  building  for  their  proper 
care  was  imperative. 

A  portion  of  the  building  has  been  arranged  as  a  tool 
room,  by  means  of  which  a  more  perfect  system  of  checking 
the  issue  and  return  of  tools  can  be  carried  out. 


Pumpins  Works. 

The  foundation  for  the  addition  to  the  engine  house  has 
been  completed,  and  contract  for  the  superstructure,  amount- 
ing to  the  sum  of  $69,021.00,  has  been  made.  This  work  is 
progressing  rapidly.  The  roof  is  required  to  be  in  place  by 
October  ist,  1901,  and  the  entire  work  completed  by  Decem- 
ber 1st,  1901. 

A  contract  was  made  in  September,  1900,  with  the  Ed- 
ward P.  Allis  Company,  of  Milwaukee,  for  furnishing  and 
erecting  two  twenty-five  million  gallon  triple  expansion 
pumping  engines  complete,  for  the  sum  of  $276,000.00.  The 
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first  engine  will  be  shipped  about  January  i,  I902,  and  it  is 
expected  to  be  ready  for  operation  about  June  i,  1902.  The 
second  eng^ine  is  to  be  delivered  within  six  months  from 
that  date. 

The  four  vertical  safety  water  tube  boilers,  of  225  horse 
power  capacity  each,  contracted  for  in  1899,  were  completed 
in  the  spring  of  1900,  and  have  been  in  service  since  that 
time,  giving  good  satisfaction.  The  connecting  steam  pipes 
were  covered  with  asbestos  covering,  at  a  cost  of  $220.00. 

The  old  galleries  in  engine  house  were  removed  and  new 
galleries,  with  crane  track,  were  constructed  on  side  and  rear 
walls,  at  a  cost  of  $8,159.00. 

A  20-ton  hand  crane  was  erected  at  a  cost  of  $2,390.00. 

During  a  severe  storm  of  August  20,  1900,  the  roof  was 
badly  damaged,  and  was  repaired  at  a  cost  of  $208.06. 

The  entire  building,  both  inside  and  out,  is  badly  in  need 
of  repainting,  but  would  recommend  that  this  work  be  not 
done  until  completion  of  the  addition. 

December  24th,  1900,  shaft  of  Engine  No.  2  broke.  For- 
tunately, the  old  shaft  taken  from  Engine  No.  i  the  previ- 
ous year,  had  been  put  in  condition  for  an  emergency  of  this 
kind,  and  much  delay  was  saved  by  this  foresight.  The  wis- 
dom of  building  the  conduit,  in  1899,  connecting  Engines 
Nos.  2  and  3,  was  apparent  during  this  period. 

A  new  conduit,  with  well,  west  of  conduit  No.  2,  from  the 
settling  basin,  to  connect  with  the  conduit  system,  has  been 
completed,  and  conduit  No.  2  is  being  rebuilt.  Substantia! 
concrete  docks  have  been  constructed  at  their  intakes.  De- 
tails of  this  work  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Civil 
Engineer. 

Intake  pipe  No.  3  was  found  to  be  in  bad  condition,  and 
repairs  were  made  at  a  cost  of  $1,654.00. 

The  park  grounds  have  been  kept  in  first-class  condition, 
the  floral  display  attracting  wide  attention.  A  large  amount 
of  sodding  and  regrading  has  been  done,  especially  covering 
the  section  of  the  park  from  the  Engineer's  residence  to  the 
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river  front.  The  foot  and  carriage  bridges  have  been  paint- 
ed and  repaired,  and  are  in  good  condition.  The  water 
closets  in  the  tower  have  been  replaced  by  those  of  more 
modern  pattern.  This  will  permit  the  lavatories  to  be  kept 
open  during  the  winter,  without  danger  of  freezing,  for  the 
convenience  rof  skaters. 

The  Hurlbut  Memorial  Library,  which  is  also  being  <^ 
erated  as  a  branch  of  the  Detroit  Public  Library,  has  be- 
come a  great  convenience  to  the  people  living  in  the  eastern 
part  of  the  city.  Public  Library  books  were  circulated  from 
there  during  1900,  as  follows:  January,  115;  February,  204; 
March,  346;  April,  484;  May,  643;  June,  503;  July,  438;  Au- 
gust, 383;  September,  368;  October,  491;  November,  496; 
December,  529;  during  first  six  months  of  1901,  as  follows: 
January,  775;  February,  790;  March,  830;  April,  625;  May, 
462;  June,  429. 

Reference  books  were  used  in  library  as  follows:  1900 —

You  are  respectfully  referred  to  the  report  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  Construction  for  details  of  the  work  done  in 
this  department  during  the  eighteen  months  covered  by  this 
report 

The  mains  have  been  thoroughly  flushed  during  this  pe- 
riod, and  dead  ends  blown  off  at  least  twice  each  month.  I 
recommend  that  dead  ends  be  cured  wherever  possible. 
Gates  have  been  systematically  examined  and  repairs  made 
when  necessary. 

The  total  mileage  of  the  distribution  system  July  i,  1901, 
was  571  miles  and  2,792  feet,  of  which  10  miles  and  5,267 
feet  were  laid  from  January  i,  1900,  to  July  i,  1901 ;  4  mites 
and  2,575  fc^t  viere  laid  in  the  city,  i,557  feet  in  Delray,  6 
miles  and  820  feet  in  the  Village  of  River  Rouge,  and  315 
feet  in  the  Township  of  Greenfield.  The  entire  cost  of  lay- 
ing pipe  in  these  villages  was  paid  by  said  villages,  the 
Board  receiving  therefor  the  sum  of  $30,807.12,  of  which  the 
^'illage  of  River  Rouge  paid  the  sum  of  $29,370.79,  the  Vil- 
lage of  Delray  paid  the  sum  of  $1,182.17,  and  the  sum  of 
$254.16  was  paid  for  pipe  in  Greenfield. 

Two  serious  breaks  occurred  in  the  system  during  1900, 
one,  September  12th,  on  the  42-inch  line,  at  the  comer  of 
Mt.  Elliott  and  Congress;  and  the  other,  November  ist,  on 
the  30-inch  line  at  the  comer  ofBuchanan  and  Twenty-sev- 
enth streets.  The  employes  in  the  iron  pipe  department  are 
entitled  to  much  credit  for  the  able  manner  in  which  these 
breaks  were  handled.

City  Water  Supply. 

The  purity  of  the  water  supply  is  of  so  much  importance 
to  the  public  that  the  following  extract  from  the  report  of 
the  Board  of  Health  for  the  fiscal  year  1900,  together  with 
its  report  of  examination  of  the  supply  for  the  month  of 
June,  1901,  is  submitted: 

"For  nearly  four  years  p^st  systematic  chemical  and  bac- 
teriological  examinations  of  our  water  supply ,  have  been 
made  each  month,  the  results  of  which  appear  in  the  annual 
reports  of  this  department.  The  variations  in  the  samples 
analyzed  during  the  past  year  have  not  been  greater  than  in 
previous  years,  and  in  no  case  were  results  obtained  wliich 
would  warrant  an  unfavorable  report.  I  do  not  believe  that 
any  typhtad  fever  has  come  from  our  water  supply,  during 
the  last  few  years  at  le^st.  Our  death  rate  from  that  disease 
has  certainly  been  remarkably  low  in  comparison  with  that 
of  other  American  cities.    For  the  years  ending  in  June, 
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1898,  1899  and  1900,  Detroit's  typhoid  fever  death  rate  per 
10,000  population  was  1,60,  1,83  and  1.70  respectively,

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REPORT  OF  THE  CIVIL  ENGINEER. 


Detroit,  Mich.,  Aug.  i,  1901. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  of  the 
City  of  Detroit: 

Gentlemen — As  required  by  the  regulations,  your  Civil 
Engineer  presents  the  following  report,  covering  the  opera- 
tions of  the  Engineering  Department  for  the  period  of 
eighteen  months  from  Jan.  i,  1900,  to  June  30,  1901: 

Distribution  System. 

The  division  of  the  distribution  system  into  upper  and 
lower  pressure  districts  to  correspond  with  the  elevation  of 
the  ground,  has  been  accomplished,  as  directed  by  the  Board. 
The  dividing  line  crosses  Woodward  avenue,  at  the  intersec- 
tion of  Canfield  avenue  and  follows  approximately  a  contour 
line  50  feet  above  the  mean  level  of  Detroit  River,  dropping 
a  little  below  in  the  northwestern,  and  keeping  a  little  above 
in  the  northeastern  portion  of  the  city,  in  order  to  compen- 
sate in  a  measure  for  the  difference  in  fricttonal  loss  due  to 
the  varyingdistance  from  the  pumping  station.  The  upper 
system  contains  approximately  il6i  miles,  and  the  lower 
■  453J  miles  of  cast-iron  distributing  pipe,  making  a  total  of 
570  miles  Jn  service  (Jan.  i,  1901). 

The  division  required  the  actual  separation  of  the  two 
systems  at  47  points  and  supplementary  work  at  27  others, 
making  a  total  of  74  street  intersections  at  which  alterations 
were  necessary.  This  work  was  commenced  Sept.  13  and 
completed  Dec.  6,  1900. 
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The  high  pressure  system  is  now  temporarily  supplied 
through  the  Mack  avenue  42-inch  main,  pending  the  com- 
pletion of  the  high  service  main  from  the  pumping  station 
to  the  intersection  of  Collins  and  Superior  streets,  upon 
which  work  has  been  begim,  and  the  erection  of  two.  25- 
million  Allis  pumps,  already  contracted  for.  This  is  the 
most  radical  change  and  the  largest  improvement  under- 
taken since  the  removal  of  the  works  from  the  toot  of  Or- 
leans street  to  the  present  location  in  1874-81,  and  the  final 
abandonment  of  the  reservoir  in  i886. 

Flushing  has  been  carried  on  quite  extensively  from  time 
to  time,  but  not  as  thoroughly  as'  during  the  two  previous 
years.  The  large  mains  were  found  generally  in  better  con- 
dition than  one  year  ago,  but  the  small  pipes  contain  con- 
siderable deposit  and  are  often  quite  foul.  No  record  has 
been  kept  of  the  quantity  of  water  used  or  mud  removed. 
In  the  future  general  flushings,  to  be  most  effective,  should 
be  conducted  in  May  artd  June  of  each  year.  The  pipes 
will  thus  be  cleaned  after  the  period  of  roily  water  which 
occurs  in  the  spring,  and  before  the  period  of  excessively 
hot  weather  when  a  majority  of  .bad  water  complaints  are 
received.  Moreover,  the  full  capacity  of  the  mains  will  thus 
be  made  available  during  the  period  of  hot  weather  con- 
sumption just  when  most  needed  to  reduce  the  frictional  loss. 

The  fire  protection  facilities  in  the  northeastern  manu- 
facturing belt  will  be  materially  improved  when  the  line  of 
8-inch  and  lo-inch  pipe  ordered  laid  on  Harper  avenue  from 
St.  Aubin  to  Russell  street  shall  have  been  completed. 

The  Village  of  River  Rouge,  lying  southwest  of  the 
Village  of  Delray,  and  having  an  estimated  population  of 
1,700,  was  granted  permission  by  the  Board  to  lay  a  (^stri- 
bution  system,  to  be  supplied  with  water  from  the  City  of 
Detroit  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations,  plans  and 
estimates  of  the  Engineering  Department  in  May,  1900. 
The  work,  including  5,^  miles  of  8-inch,  6-inch  and  4-inch 
pipe,  was   successfully   executed   by   the   superintendent  of 
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constructt<Hi,  James  H.  Barry,*  at  a  cost  considerably  be- 
low the  estimate,  all  being  completed  and  meters  set  on 
Sept.  s,  1900.  The  supply  is  taken  from  the  Delray  system, 
and  passes  through  two  4-inch  Thomson  meters  and  a  sub- 
merged 8-inch  line  with  flexible  joints  laid  under  the  River 
Rouge,  An  8-i«ch  valve  ot  special  design,  which  opens 
automatically  when  the  loss  of  head  through  the  meters  ex- 
ceeds 8  lbs.  and  closes  again  when  the  loss  is  reduced  to  5 
lbs.,  is  set  in  the  main  line  to  save  the  meters  from  damage 
and  prevent  the  possibility  of  short  supply  during  fires.  Fire 
pressure  is  obtained  from  the  Delray  fire  pump^, 

Population  and  Consumption. 

The  daily  consumption  of  water,  range  of  temperature 
and  rainfall  is  graphically  shown  on  plate  No.  i.

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Pressures. 

The  hourly  record  of  pressures  taken  at  various  engine 
houses  throughout  the  city  is  one  of  the  most  important 
branches  of  work  carried  on  by  the  Engineering  Depart- 
ment. This  is  especially  true  since  the  division  of  the  system 
into  upper  and  lower  pressure  districts. 

Several  new  gauges  have  been  set  and  great  care  taken  to 
have  all  gauges,  including  those  at  the  pun^)ing  station, 
tested  from  time  to  time  to  insure  accurate  results.  Table 
No.  I  gives  the  average  daily  water  pumped  for  each  month 
and  shows  the  corresponding  pressure  and  frictional  loss 
occurring  at  each  gauge  point.  It  will  be  observed  that  since 
the  division  of  the  system  the  pressure  in  the  upper  district 
has  been  increased  an  average  of  nearly  3  lbs.,  varying  from 
li  to  5  lbs.  No  complaints  of  short  supply  have  been  re- 
ceived from  this  district  since  the  division  was  made.  There 
is,  however,  a  marked  falling-off  of  pressure  in  the  extreme 
western  portion  of  the  city,  especially  during  periods  of  max- 
imum consumption.  To  further  study  the  needs  of  this  dis- 
trict and  the  best  methods  of  meeting  them.  Table  No.  2  is 
given  showing  the  conditions  existing  at  periods  of  maxi- 
mum and  minimum  consumption,  and  for  the  month  of  July, 
1901.  Attention  is  called  to  the  last  column  in  particular, 
which  gives  the  frictional  loss  between  the  pumping  station 
and  the  various  gauge  points,  as  observed  on  Monday,  July 
I,  1901,  from  7  to  8  o'clock  p.  m. 

During  this  hour  the  consumption  was  at  the  rate  of 
89,071,920  gallons  per  day,  or  about  83  per  cent  in  excess 
-of  the  average  for  the  first  six  months  of  1901.  The  effect, 
however,  upon  the  frictional  loss  between  the  pumping  sta- 
tion and  the  gauge  in  Engine  House  No.  15,  at  IJubbard 
and  Fort  streets,  was  an  increase  of  135  per  cent  from  the 
yearly  average  of  13.58  lbs.  to  32.84  lbs.  With  so  much 
pressure  consumed  in  friction  it  is  not  possible  to  supply 
water  to  the  upper  stories  of  buildings  and  factories  in  the 
extreme  southwestern  portion  of  the  city,  and  numerous

complaints  have  been  received  during  the  recent  summer 
months. 

The  frictional  loss  is  increasing  and  the  available  pressure 
decreasing  year  by  year,  as  is  clearly  shown  in  the  following 
short  table:

It  is  thus  clearly  indicated  that  the  increasing  difficulty 
is  due  to  a  steady  increase  in  the  development  and  demand 
for  water  in  the  district  under  consideration,  and  it  is  evident 
that  something  must  be  done  to  relieve  the  situation. 

Experience  has  shown  that  a  constant  pressure  of  about 
27  lbs.  should  be  maintained  at  the  water  office,  and  this 
practice  should  not  be  changed.  The  effect,  therefore,  of 
turning  the  42-inch  Mack  avenue  main  into  the  lower  system 
upon  the  completion  of  the  high-pressure  main  will  be  to 
decrease  the  frictional  loss  between  the  pumping  station  and 
the  water  office  by  about  5  lbs.  during  the  period  of  greatest 
consumption.  The  pressure  at  the  pumps  will  thus  be  re- 
duced from  a  maximum  of  about  60  lbs.  to  55  lbs.,  which 
is  highly  desirable  but  which  will  afford  no  relief  to  the 
district  in  question. 

A  further  study  of  the  gauge  readings  shows  that  while 
the  pressure  in  certain  localities  may  be  increased  by  open- 
ing gates  which  are  now  throttled,  no  material  relief  can  be 
expected  in  the  extreme  southwest  except  at  the  expense 
of  other  territory, 
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For  a  closer  examination,  let  the  distance  between  the 
pumping  station  and  Eng.  No.  15  be  divided  into  two  sec- 
tions as  follows:

From  which  it  is  seen  that  an  increase  of  83  per  cent  in  the 
total  quantity  of  water  pumped  caused  an  increase  of  92 
per  cent  in  the  frictional  loss  between  the  pumping  station 
and  the  water  office,  and  224  per  cent  between  the  water 
office  and  Hubbard  avenue,  which  demonstrates  that  addi- 
tional carrying  capacity  is  required  in  the  latter  section,  and 
that  the  full  capacity  of  the  Z4-inch  line  laid  out  Michigan 
avenue  in  1893  has  already  been  reached.  It  is  therefore 
recommended  that  a  new  main  be  laid  on  a  route  to  be 
selected  from  Sixth  and  Congress  to  Fort  and  Vinewood 
avenue,  a  distance  of  about  9,400  feet.  For  this  line  a  pipe 
24  inches  in  diameter  would  meet  the  present  requirements 
and  give  relief  for  at  least  a  few  years.  It  is  believed,  how- 
ever, that  the  prospective  future  growth  would  justify  the 
Board  in  laying  a  pipe  not  less  than  36  inches  in  diameter, 
and  this  size  is  recommended.  The  total  cost,  -subject  to 
market  prices,  is  estimated  at  $75,000.  Until  such  a  pipe  is 
laid,  complaints  of  short  supply  will  continue  to  be  received 
from  the  western  district  during  periods  of  greatest  demand. 

Conduits  and  Proposed  Tunnel. 

The  urgent  need  of  additional  capacity  in  the  conduits 
leading  from  the  settling  basin  to  the  pumps  was  demon- 
strated in  the  fall  of  1900,  when  it  was  found  impossible  to

supply  the  pumps  with  sufficient  water  and  at  the  same  time 
make  the  necessary  repairs  and  alterations  required  by  the 
enlargement  of  the  station.  A  circular,  three-ring  brick 
conduit,  5  feet  2  inches  inside  diameter,  laid  in  Portland 
cement  mortar,  has  therefore  been  constructed  from  a  new 
concrete  dock  at  the  settling  basin  to  a  junction  with  the 
old  s-foot  conduit  suM>Iying  Engine  No.  4.  The  center  line 
of  new  conduit  is  parallel  to  and  12  feet  east  of  the  west  line 
of  west  coal  shed  extended,  and  the  total  length  from  face 
of  dock  to  center  of  old  conduit  is  182  feet  10  inches.  The 
inside  top  of  conduit  is  laid  to  grade,  elevation  ^  feet  city 
datum,  the  surface  of  the  ground  being  100  to  102.  This 
depth  was  require'd  in  order  to  obtain  good  soil  for  tunneling 
and  permit  branches  to  pass  under  old  conduits.  It  is  also 
believed  to  be  sufficient  to  meet  any  conditions  which  may 
arise  should  filters  be  built.  The  dock  contains  an  inlet 
chamber  10  feet  in  diameter,  from  the  bottom  of  which  the 
conduit  begins.  The  conduit  contains  a  junction  chamber 
12  feet  in  diameter  and  a  strainer  well_i8  feet  in  diameter, 
with  necessary  gates.  From  the  junction  chamber  two 
branches  5  feet  2  inches  diameter  are  taken,  one  61  feet 
long  to  the  west  strainer  well  supplying  Engines  No.  i  and 
2,  and  one  61  feet  long  to  a  new  well  to  be  built  on  line 
of  old  conduit,  supplying  the  same  engines.  This  work,  iiv- 
eluding  tunneling,  although  difficult,  and  in  treacherous  soil, 
was  completed  without  serious  accident. 

One  expensive  delay  was  caused  by  the  failure  of  a  tem- 
porary brick  bulkhead,  the  cement  being  washed  out  of  the 
joints  by  the  water  pressure  which  came  on  before  the  mor- 
tar was  sufficiently  set.  The  tunnel  was  flooded  and  the 
services  of  a  diver  required  before  work  could  be  resumed. 
Repairs  on  the  old  conduit  supplying  Engines  No.  i  and  a 
have  been  begun,  and  will  include  a  new  concrete  dock 
similar  to  the  one  just  completed. 

This  work  is  all  a  part  of  the  general  plan  which  includes 
the  proposed  lO-foot  tunnel,  for  which  specifications  are  be- 
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ingf  prepare<1.  When  completed  and  the  ground  graded  tlie 
north  end  of  the  settling  basin  will  present  a  neat  and  fin- 
ished appearance. 

Water  Levels. 

The  extensive  improvements  at  the  pumping  station, 
both  present  and  proposed,  made  necessary  a  study  of  the 
fluctuations  in  the  height  of  water  in  the  Detroit  River.  The 
Water  Board  records  are  probably  the  most  complete  in 
existence,  and  as  they  have  been  compiled,  corrected,  and 
put  in  presentable  form  at  the  expense  of  considerable  labor, 
they  are  here  presented  in  tabular  form  with  full  explanatory 
notes  for  preservation  and  convenient  reference. 

The  observation  of  1819  was  made  by  Major  Henry 
Whiting,  those  from  1830  to  185a  by  A.  E.  Hathon,  City 
Surveyor;  they  may  have  been  single  readings,  but  were 
probably  the  mean  of  several.  "The  observations  made  be- 
fore the  engine  house  was  erected  were  made  with  reference 
to  a  known  point,  and  were  afterward  referred,  by  calcula- 
tion, to  the  present  base"  (An.  Rept.  1855,  p.  10).  The  en- 
gine house  referred  to  was  probably  the  one  erected  in  1849 
at  the  foot  of  Orleans  street.  The  1853  observations  were 
taken  on  the  first  of  the  month  given,  except  December, 
which  is  the  mean  of  the  ist  and  31st  (An,  Rept.  1853,  p.  18). 
From  1854  to  1877  inclusive,  daily  readings  were  taken  by 
the  engineer  at  the  pumping  station  at  the  foot  of  Orleans 
street. 

From  1854  to  i86z  inclusive  the  hig^icst  and  lowest  read- 
ings for  each  month  were  published  yearly  (An.  Repts.  1854- 
62),  and  in  the  report  of  1867  all  high  and  low  readings  from 
1861  to  1867  inclusive  are  tabulated.  Slight  changes  have 
been  made  in  the  table  as  published  in  1867,  for  the  years 
1861  and  1862,  to  make  it  agree  with  the  Annual  Reports 
for  those  years. 

The  base  to  which  levels  were  referred  was  the  water 
table  of  the  engine  house  at  the  foot  of  Orleans  street,  which 
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was  assumed  to  have  an  elevation  of  loo  feet.  The  present 
city  levels  are  referred  to  the  same  datum  plane  as  thb  bench 
mark  and  have  been  ever  since  it  was  established.  The  eleva- 
tion of  engine  house  water-table  by  U.  S.  levels,  1877,  was 
found  to  be  580.30  above  mean  tide,  N.  Y.  Harbor. 

Until  1877  the  zero  of  gauge  remained  at  an  elevatiou 
of  100.00  feet,  but  about  this  time  the  gauge  was  moved 
from  the  foot  of  Orleans  street  to  present  pumping  works 
and  fastened  to  a  small  wooden  dock  at  the  head  of  canal, 
where  the  present  Belvidcre  is  situated.  No  record  exists 
of  the  date,  level  notes  or  circumstances  connected  with  this 
change,  allhough  D.  Farrand  Henry,  under  whose  direction 
the  survey  was  made,  stated  in  1900  that  a  closed  line  of 
levels  was  run  which  checked  reasonably  well?  Between 
1893  and  1897  six  careful  lines  of  levels  were  run  from  the 
U.  S.  B.  M.  "Detroit,"  at  the  foot  of  Mt.  Elliott  avenue,  to 
the  Hurlbut  Memorial  Gateway,  and  the  elevation  of  the 
zero  of  the  gauge  was  determined  five  times,  making  its  ele- 
vation 100477.  The  U.  S.  engineers,  after  an  investigation 
01  these  records,  ccanparing  them  with  their  own  readings 
obtained  at  various  points,  conclude  the  "change  in  eleva- 
tion of  zero  of  Water  Works  gauge  from  580.30  to  580.78 
did  not  all  take  place  when  gauge  was  moved  in  1878,  and 
no  important  change  is  apparent  between  1875  and  1881. 
The  change  may  have  been  gradual  from  i88a  to  1886,  and 
probably  all  of  it  had  taken  place  by  1889." 

In  preparing  this  table,  however,  it  was  assumed  tliat  an 
error  of  0.477  feet  was  made  in  moving  the  gauge  in  1877, 
and  that  the  gauge  had  remained  at  a  constant  elevation  of 
100477  ^'O™  January,  1878,  until  tested  in  1893,  and  all 
figures  here  published  are  upon  that  basis. 

In  June,  1899,  during  the  construction  of  the  Belvidere, 
the  gauge  was  again  moved  and  was  reset  with  its  zero  at 
an  elevation  of  100.617,  where  it  still  remains. 

It  is  believed  that  all  observations  since  1854  have  been 
made  daily.    The  only  existing  records  of  those  made  before 
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August,  1865,  are  found  in  the  Annual  Reports.  Since  the 
latter  date  two  readings  have  been  taken  each  day,  morning 
and  evening,  and  readings  are  on  file  in  this  office. 

The  "High"  column  gives  the  highest  single  elevation 
observed  during  the  month.  The  "Low"  column  pves  the 
lowest  single  elevation  observed  during  the  month.  The 
"Mean"  cohimn,  the  average  of  two  readings  a  day  for  the 
entire  month.  Figures  in  bold  faced  type  give  the  highest 
and  lowest  single  elevations  observed  during  each  year.  The 
highest  recorded  elevation  of  the  river  since  1819  is  97.8  feet 
on  December  19-zo,  1876,  and  the  lowest  recorded  elevation 
is  89.9  feet,  on  February  11,  1896.  All  elevations  given  in 
table  are  referred  to  present  city  base. 


Drafting  Room. 

The  work  in  the  drafting  room  during  the  past  eighteen 
months  has  been  unusually  heavy,  owing  to  the  several  un- 
dertakings of  considerable  magnitude  that  have  been  pro- 
jected and  that  are  now  either  completed  or  in  the  course 
of  construction.  The  engineering  work  incident  to  these,  in 
connection  with  the  general  routine  work  of  the  office,  has 
constituted  the  greater  part  of  the  labors  of  this  department. 
The  following  items  show  in  brief  some  of  the  work  done 
during  the  period: 

1.  Determination  of  the  flow  of  water  in  the  various 
large  mains  by  Pitot  tube,  and  the  regulation  of  same  in 
order  to  equalize  pressures. 

2.  Estimates  of  cost  of  all  proposed  work,  including 
petitions  for  pipe,  conduits,  extensions  and  engineering 
structures  of  various  kinds. 

3.  Design  of  all  gates,  valves,  specials,  pipes,  conduits 
and  wells  used  or  constructed  and  careful  foundry  inspection 
of  all  cast-iron  and  composition  castings,  and  machine  shop 
inspection  of  all  Enished  work.     This  work,  owing  to  its 
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extent  and  nature,  has  required  more  than  usual  care  and 
fidehty. 

4.  Accurate  field  records  of  all  pipes  and  specials  laid, 
including  the  distribution  system  of  the  Village  of  River 
Kouge  and  the  work  at  the  pumpmg  station. 

5.  Necessary  surveys  and  levels  for  all  construction,  in- 
cluding a  complete  survey  of  the  proposed  route  for  a  pipe 
line  from  Detroit  to  supply  the  Wayne  County  House  and 
the  Villages  o£  Wayne  and  Dearborn,  also  levels  and  survey 
connected  with  conduits  and  high-preS3ure  mam. 

6.  Drawing  and  keeping  posted  to  date  tracings  of  each 
street  intersection  in  the  city,  showing  size  and  location  of 
all  water  pipes  and  such  other  construction  as  is  likely  to 
affect  the  repair,  alteration,  or  extension  of  water  pipes. 

7.  Complete  records  of  the  quantity  of  water  used  daily 
for  ordinary  and  fire  consumption,  together  with  the  pres- 
sures throughout  the  city  and  the  reduction  and  tabulation 
of  same. 

8.  Making  and  posting  maps,  plats,  plat  books,  atlas 
and  inspection  maps. 

9.  Furnishing  each  Water  Works  foreman  and  tapper 
and  each  Detroit  Fire  Department  foreman  with  a  sectional 
map  of  the  city  and  suburbs,  43  sheets,  scale  300  feet  to  one 
inch,  showing  all  water  pipes,  with  sizes,  gates,  hydrants, 
reservoirs,  sprinkling  hydrants  and  blow-offs. 

10.  River  survey,  including  daily  observations  of  temper- 
ature and  turbidity  during  summer  of  1900,  and  borings  on 
route  of  proposed  tunnel. 

11.  Special  investigations  and  reports  on  the  subject  ot 
water-hammer,  breaking  of  pipes  under  pressure,  tunnel, 
and  proposed  extensions  outside  of  limits. 

13,     Number  of  blue-prints  given  out 1,628 

Number  of  blue-prints  filed  in  vault,  about 900 

Total  blue-prints  taken 3,528 
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In  conclusion,  attention  is  called  to  a  technical  paper  of 
joint  authorship  published  in  the  May  number  of  the  Proc. 
Am.  Soc.  C.  E.,  and  to  be  presented  before  that  society  at 
New  York  City  on  SepL  4,  1901.  This  paper  describes  in 
detail,  and  at  some  length,  experiments  conducted  at  Detroit 
on  the  flow  of  water  in  pipes  and  especially  an  investigation 
of  the  resistance  which  curves  of  different  radii  offer  to  the 
flow  of  water.  They  are  the  only  experiments  of  the  kind 
conducted  on  large  pipes,  and  are  of  extreme  technical  In- 
terest in  that  they  show,  contrary  to  all  heretofore  accqited 
practice  and  theory  both  in  this  country  and  in  Europe,  that 
a  curve  of  long  radius  offers  more  resistance  to  flow  than 
does  one  of  short  radius. 

The  curves  experimented  upon  which  gave  the  least  resist- 
ance had  a  radius  of  2  to  3  diameters  only,  instead  o(  8  to 
10  diameters,  formerly  considered  good  practice. 

As  curved  pipe  costs  at  present  prices  $63.00  per  ton 
and  straight  pipe  only  $22.00,  the  direct  financial  benefit  to 
the  Board  from  these  experiments  was  a  saving  of  over 
$3,000.00  in  the  contract  for  specials  required  for  the  42- 
inch  force  main  now  being  constructed. 

In  submitting  this  report  I  desire  to  acknowledge  the 
many  courtesies  received  from  your  honorable  body  and  the 
loyal  co-operation  of  my  associates  in  the  work.

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Since  January  i,  igoo,  we  have  placed  366  meters  and 
removed  286,  making  a  net  increase  of  80,  which,  added  to 
the  number  in  service  previous  to  that  date,  makes  a  total 
of  5,635  in  service  on  July  i,  1901.  There  are  807  meters 
on  premises  that  pay  by  the  assessed  rates  as  against  i,tl3 
the  date  of  our  last  report.  One  hundred  and  thirty  meters 
have  been  removed  from  such  premises  and  placed  on  such 
business  places  as  required  metering,  and  176  consumers 
who  changed  from  meter  to  assessed  rates,  and  where  the 
meters  were  allowed  to  remain  on  the  premises,  have  been 
transferred  back  to  the  meter  roll  on  account  of  their  large 
consumption.  A  case  in  point  is  that  of  a  private  family 
where  their  consumption  was  435,000  gallons  in  three 
months,  which  by  meter  rates  would  amount  to  $10.83,  while 
the  assessed  rate  for  same  length  of  time  was  only  $1.78. 
After  placing  premises  on  meter  roll  the  consumption  was 
*  reduced  to  9,000  gallons  for  three  months  instead  of  435,000 
gallons  as  formerly.  This  is  not  an  uncommon  occurrence 
on  metered  premises,  and  it  seems  to  be  the  experience  of 
nearly  all  cities  throughout  the  country,  and  is  causing  many 
of  them  to  adopt  the  meter  system,  that  being  the  only 
practicable  way  of  stopping  the  enormous  waste  that  is  con-- 
tinually  taking  place.  With  all  service  connections  metered, 
the  necessity  of  "leak  inspectors'*  would  cease,  the  meter 
being  the  best  leak  detector  known. 

The  per  capita  consumption  still  continues  to  increase 
each  year  since  we  ^topped  metering  private  houses  in  1897. 
In  1900  the  per  capita  consumption  was  153  gallons  daily, 
in  1899,  147  gallons;  1898,  135  gallons;  1897,  125  gallons. 
From  1889  to  1897  the  per  ca^Mta  consumption  decreased 
each  year  (with  one  exception)  as  the  number  of  meters  in- 
creased, which  would  seem  to  prove  the  efficacy  of  the  meter 
system  in  preventing  waste. 

The  city  of  Milwaukee,  with  a  population  about  the  same 
as  Detroit,  consumes  only  88  gallons  per  capita,  owing  to 
the  use  of  30,000  meters.    Could  our  city  be  reduced  to  the 
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same  quantity  we  would  only  have  to  pump  an  avera£:e  of 
28,000,000  gallons  daily,  instead  of  48,000,000  as  we  are  now 
pumping,  the  difference  being  enough  to  supply  a  city  of 
225,000  inhabitants. 

When  meters  were  first  being  introduced  the  idea  was 
that  their  life  would  be  about  ten  years,  but  after  the  lapse 
of  that  time  we  find  those  that  have  been  in  service  that 
number  of  years  are  still  just  as  good  as  ever,  to  all  appear- 
ances. We  deducted  ten  per  cent  each  year  for  several  years 
for  depreciation  in  value,  and  later  reduced  it  to  five  per 
cent,  which  amount  still  seems  too  high. 

A  4-inch  meter  was  removed  a  few  days  ago  from  an 
abandoned  service,  and  which  had  been  in  constant  opera- 
tion for  over  ten  years  and  had  registered  over  78,000,000 
gallons.  It  had  been  repaired  but  once,  the  disc  havit^  been 
adjusted  and  train  gear  repaired,  all  of  which  was  done  in 
less  than  a  day.  It  was  tested  with  a  new  ij-inch  meter, 
and  on  750  gallons  it  was  only  one-half  of  one  per  cent  slow, 
and  that  before  anything  had  been  done  to  it  in  the  way  of 
cleaning  or  repairs.  On  a  f-inch  stream  it  was  about  four 
per  cent  slow,  but  after  it  had  been  cleaned  and  adjusted  it 
registered  within  two  per  cent  on  {-inch  flow,  all  of  which 
goes  to  show  that,  with  a  reasonable  amount  of  repairs,  the 
life  of  a  meter  is  almost  indefinite. 


Inspection. 

No  change  has  been  made  in  this  department,  the  work 
being  done  along  the  same  lines  as  shown  in  our  last  report. 

The  work  of  the  Inspectors  increases  each  year  in  con- 
formity with  the  growth  of  the  city,  and  it  will  probably  be 
advisable  to  make  some  changes  in  the  work  assigned  them, 
in  order  to  comply  with  the  many  different  duties  they  are 
now  called  upon  to  perform,  which  (in  some  wards,  at  least) 
is  more  than  one  Inspector  can  accomplish.

Gentlemen  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  Engineer's 
report  for  the  year  1900  aUd  for  first  six  months  of  1901. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  gallons  of  water 
pumped,  and  cost  of  fuel  for  the  years  named:

The  cost  of  fuel  per  million  gallons  pumped  is  $i^S,  and 
per  million  gallons  pumped  lOO  feet  high  is  $1.28. 

The  table  shows  that  the  amount  of  water  pumped  during 
the  year  was  17,077,100,477  gallons,  which  is  an  increase  of 
.04  per  cent  compared  with  that  of  1899. 

The  total  expense  for  pumping  water,  including  heating, 
lighting,  etc.,  was  $48,267,62,  thus  making  the  cost  per  mil- 
lion gallons  pumped  $2.83,  an  increase  of  8  per  cent  from 
that  of  1899,  which  I  consider  is  a  good  showing  when  we 
take  into  consideration  that  the  average  price  of  coal  per  ton 
lor  1900  has  been  16  per  cent  higher  than  that  of  1899. 

The  station  duty  of  coal  consumed  for  all  purposes  iot 
1900  was  89,009,724  foot  pounds. 

The  engines  are  all  in  a  fair  condition  and  show  .a  good 
duty,  as  will  be  seen  by  this  report. 

There  has  been  but  one  accident  to  the  machinery  the 
past  year  at  the  station,  that  of.  No.  2  engine's  shaft  giving 
away  December  24th,  which  was  replaced  by  one  an  inch 
larger  in  diameter.  While  having  the  crank  off  we  had  the 
holes  rebored  and  a  new  crank  pin  put  in,  which  was  very 
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desirable,  and  now  feel  relieved  of  a  great  deal  of  anxiety, 
knowing  it  would  have  been  only  a  question  of  a  short  time 
till  it  would  have  given  out.  Fortunately  the  Board  had 
ordered  one  in  advance,  therefore  was  able  to  make  repairs 
quite  rapidly.  In  connection  with  this  break  it  was  very 
fortunate  that  the  water  connection  was  built  last  year 
between  Nos.  2  and  3  engines'  wells,  so  as  to  be  able  to  put 
No.  3  in  service  while  still  working  at  its  conduit  and  for 
that  of  the  new  engines.  ' 

All  of  the  boilers  are  in  good  condition.  The  four  verti- 
cal water  tube  boilers,  built  by  Wtckes  Bros.,  of  Saginaw, 
Mich,,  which  were  placed  in  the  east  room  last  year  to  take 
the  place  of  the  four  marine  fire-box  type  of  boilers,  were 
tested  last  March  and  have  been  giving  satisfactory  service 
ever  since. 

The  boiler  room  and  coal  sheds  are  in  a  fair  ccmdition. 

I  have  not  been  able  to  accomplish  what  was  desired  the 
past  year,  that  of  changing  No.  i  and  No.  2  engines  as  per 
last  report,  but  hope  in  the  near  future  to  be  able  to  give  it 
more  attention,  and  design  and  make  drawings  for  samo.

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The  cost  of  fuel  per  million  gallons -pumped  is  $1.90,  and 
per  million  gallons  pumped  100  feet  high  is  $1.60. 

The  table  shows  that  the  amount  of  water  pumped  dur- 
ing the  tirst  half  of  the  year  was  8,849,732,755  gallons,  which 
is  4  per  cent  more  than  one-half  of  the  water  pumped  for 
1900.  The  total  expense  for  pumping  water,  including  heat- 
ing, lighting,  etc.,  was  $29,574.84,  thus  making  the  cost  per 
million  gallons  pumped  $3.34,  an  increase  of  15  per  cent 
from  that  of  1900.  The  figures  also  show  that  we  were  using 
the  high  price  coal,  which  was  not  all  consumed  until  June 
29,  of  the  present  year. 

The  cost  of  coal  in  the  sheds  used  during  the  last  six 
months  was  $3.29  per  ton,  but  coal  which  we  are  now  using 
is  $2.31  per  ton,  with  about  the  same  efficiency.  The  differ- 
ence in  the  price  will  reduce  the  cost  considerably  the  com- 
ing year. 

The  engines,  boilers  and  building  are  in  the  same  condi- 
tion as  formerly. 

The  twenty-ton  crane,  which  was  installed  this  summer, 
will*  certainly  be  very  convenient  for  the  works,  and  the  re- 
construction of  the  gallery  has  improved  the  building  both 
in  appearance  and  strength.

New  strainer  well  No.  4,  j8  feet  diameter  by  29  feet  deep, 
containing  two  60-inch  gates. 

Repairs  to  strainer  well  No.  i,  from  June  10  to  15,  1901. 

Repairs  to  strainer  well  No.  2,  from  May  25  to  June  10, 
1901. 

The  old  basin  intake  No.  i,  built  in  1873,  has  been  coffer 
dammed  and  new  well  is  now  being  constructed  at  that  point, 
and  a  system  of  drainage  pipes  connecting  the  strainer  and 
junction  wells  and  conduits  with  pump  to  .be  placed  in 
strainer  well  No.  2,  as  is  also  a  new  junction  well  intersect- 
ing the  old  and  new  conduits. 

Other  work  incl.udes  construction  for  drainage,  building 
roads,  removing  and  rebuilding  hose  houses  and  fences, 
building  clock  house  and  tool  houses,  repairing  sprinkling 
system,  etc. 

Distribution  System. 

The  pipe  laid  outside  the  city  during  the  past  year  and 
a  half  was  as  follows: 

In  the  Village  of  Delray,  3,093  feet;  1,536  feet  of  this 
pipe  was  laid  of  8-inch  to  take  the  place  of  the  same  amotmt 
of  6-inch,  which  was  discontinued,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
tinuing the  laying  of  water  mains  through  River  Rouge 
Village,  the  net  increase  of  pipeage  in  Delray  being  1,557 
feet. 

In  the  Village  of  River  Rouge  we  laid  32,500  feet,  and 
in  the  Township  of  Greenfield  315  feet. 

The  total  added  to  the  system  outside  of  the  city  in  the 
year  and  a  half  was  34,372  feet. 

Inside  the  city  limits  we  laid  25,199  feet  and  discontinued 
1,504  feet  of  small  pipe,  making  a  net  increase  inside  of 
city  of  23,695  feet. 

The  net  increase  in  the  entire  system  being  58,067  feet, 
or  lofilf  miles. 
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The  Board  now  owns.  39  HH  miles  outside  of  city  and 
inside  53liHf  niiles,  making  a  total  of  pipe  in  system  of 
57lfjft  miles  of  the  different  sizes,  as  follows:

GsMrLEHBN — In  accordance  with  the  act  of  the  legiela> 
tore  creating  the  Fire  Commiaaion  of  the  Oity  o£  Detroit, 
the  Fire  OomToiBBioo  BabmitB  herewith  its  thirty-fourth 
annnal  report,  giviug  in  detail  the  expenditures  and  a 
synopsiB  of  the  work  of  the  Department  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1901. 

The  reports  of  the  Chief  of  Department,  Purchaser, 
Superintendent  of  Water,  Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarm 
Telegraph,  Superintendent  of  Horses,  Fire  Marshal,  Su- 
perintendent of  Apparatus,  Department  Surgeon,  and 
Inspector  of  Buildings,  submitted  herewith,  show  the 
operations  of  the  various  bureaus 

The  reporis  of  the  Ohief  of  Department  and  the  Fire 
Marshal  being  of  a  statistical  nature,  are  made  to  cover 
the  last  calendar  year.

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Since  the  last  report  the  new  fire  boat  has  been  com- 
pleted and  placed  in  Bervice. 

Thti  new  house  for  the  crew  of  the  fire  boat  foot  of 
MoDougall  avenue  and  the  new  house  at  corner  of  Crane 
avenne  and  Brinkert  street  have  been  completed  and  are 
now  occapied  hy  organized  companies. 

Estimates  were  allowed  for  a  new  building  to  take  the 
place  of  one  now  occupied  by  Engine  Go.  No.  9,  which  has 
been  condemned,  and  for  a  new  engine  hoaee  in  the 
vicinity  of  Campbell  avenue  and  Fort  street.  Work  will 
be  commenced  shortly  and  the  buildings  completed. 

The  Commission  has  asked,  for  several  yeiirs,  when 
sabmittiug  its  estimates,  for  an  appropriation  to  enable  it 
to  bnild  au  engine  house  in  the  vicinity  of  Twenty-seventh 
street  and  Hancock  avenue,  but  the  item  has  not  been 
allowed  although  it  has  been  acknowledged  that  this  house 
is  needed. 

Owing  to  the  condition  of  the  hull  of  the  fire  boat 
"Detroiter,"  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  Commission  to 
include,  in  its  next  estimates,  an  amount  which  will  enable 
it  to  build  a  new  hull.  The  old  hull  has  been  in  service 
since  June  1,  1893,  and  is  not  in  serviceable  condition. 

FIRE  ALARM  TELEGRAPH. 

During  the  year  thirteen  new  boxes  have  been  placed 
in  commission,  making  a  total  of  four  hundred  and  thirty- 
six  boxes. 

HORSES. 

During  the  year  fifty-three  horses  were  bought  and 
forty-two  were  sold.  One  was  killed  by  coming  in  con- 
tact with  a  trolley  wire  and  another  dropped  dead  while 
responding  to  an  alarm  of  fire. 

There  are  now  two  hundred  and  one  horses  in  service. 
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BUILDINGS. 
Tbe  buildings  of  the  Department  regaired,  daring  the 
year,  aii  expenditure  of  $10,234.80  for  repairs. 

WATER. 

The  water  supply  for  fire  estinguiehiug  purposes  w&b 
improved  during  tlie  year  by  the  addition  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty-two  hydrants. 

The  Commission  is  under  obligations  to  the  Water 
CommissionerB  for  their  prompt  and  cheerful  compliance 
with  all  requests  made  for  additional  mains  where  needed

Four  perBons  not  memberB  ot  the  Departmeot  were 
fatally  injured  at  fires  duriug  the  past  year. 

April  lOtb,  at  231  Concord  avenae,  Gatheriue  Beutz 
was  cleaning  silk  waists  with  gasoliDe,  a  small  stove  in 
the  room  set  fire  to  the  vapor  from  the  gasoline,  her  cloth- 
ing wsB  ignited.  She  died  at  St  Mary's  Hospital  on  the 
19th  from  the  effect  of  her  burns 

June  21st,  at  274  Elizabeth  street  east,  two  children, 
one  aged  five  years  and  the  other  aged  two  and  a  half 
years,  were  in  a  room  with  matches;  they  set  the  bed  on 
fire.  The  older  one  got  out  safely,  the  younger  one,  Mil- 
ton Jacobn,  crawled  under  the  bed  and  was  burned  to 
death. 

October  16th,  at  a  fire  in  No.  15  Jefferson  avenue, 
Alonzo  Ireaon,  aged  40  years,  was  killed  by  jumping  from 
a  third  story  window.  Ernest  Lizzotte  was  found  dead 
after  the  fire  was  under  control.  He  died  from  bams  and 
suffocation. 

November  5th,  at  91  Cliarlotte  avenue,  Mrs.  Lafayette 
Harter,  an  elderly  lady,  was  building  a  fire  in  an  open 
fireplace,  hor  clothing  caught  fire.  She  died  the  same 
day  from  the  effect  of  her  burns.

The  permits  for  new  bnildings  covered  297,  which 
were  of  brick,  stone  and  steel  constrnction,  and  1243  of 
wood. 

Of  the  alterations  and  additions  99  were  of  brick, 
stone  and  steel  constructiou  and  325  of  wood. 

Complete  inspections  were  made  in  all  caBes  of  con- 
struction as  regards  stability,  and  to  prevent  firee,  as  well 
as  to  follow  the  requirements  of  municipal  laws. 

The  storage  of  easily  inflammable  goods,  always  a 
source  of  danger,  was  watched  with  care. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  say  that  owners,  builders  and  archi- 
tects are  to  be  commended  in  following  the  rules  laid 
down  for  their  guidance  in  all  the  building  operations. 

I  desire  to  commend  the  work  of  the  Building  Inspec- 
tion Bureau  of  the  Department.  The  annual  survey  was 
very  complete,  and  the  reports  received  by  the  Fire  Mar- 
shal enabled  this  office  to  do  good  work  in  at  least  keep- 
ing the  fire  risk  at  a  minimum. 

A  slight  increase  was  made  in  the  fire  limits  during 
the  latter  part  of  the  year  by  the  Common  Council.  There 
is  still  room  for  improvement  in  this  direction,  however. 
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DariDg  the  year  the  Department  responded  to  899 
alamiB  for  fire  of  more  or  less  magDitude,  and  to  85  alarms 
for  which  no  fires  occorred. 

As  required  by  law  these  alarms  were  made  the  sub- 
ject of  personal  investigation  by  this  office  and  complete 
reports  were  made  in  each  case.  InformatioD  acquired  in 
these  inTestigatione  proved  of  great  value,  which  was 
properly  utilized  to  prevent  future  disasters. 

All  complaints  made  by  citizens  were  promptly  ex- 
amined into  and  remedies  were  supplied  without  delay. 
Complaints  of  this  character  numbered  all  told  225.  The 
time  taken  up  in  these  investigations  was  productive  of 
much  valuable  information.

The  necessary  telegraph  iDBtromente,  consisting  of  two 
gongs,  register  and  telephone  set,  have  been  placed  id 
each  of  the  new  honses  erected  daring  the  year,  via: 
Engine  Houses  Nos.  25  and  26.  The  above  honsee  have 
also  been  wired  for  electric  light. 

Telephone  sets  have  been  connected  in  the  reBidences 
of  Edward  Curren  and  Frank  Kenny. 

New  telephone  jacks  the  same  as  ones  used  in  the  sig- 
nal boxes  have  been  placed  at  all  the  Fire  Boat  hydrants, 
thereby  having  a  uniform  jack  for  both  signal  box  and 
hydrant. 

Cirouita  Noa  8,  5  and  7  have  been  thoroaghly  ovei- 
hanled  and  the  old  rusty  iron  wire  replaced  with  No.  10 
copper  wire  iueulsted. 

I  would  recommend  that  twelve  inch  meohanical  gong 
be  placed  in  all  the  engine  and  ladder  honses  in  the  De- 
partment and  that  the  small  bells  now  in  use  be  taken 
out,  by  80  doing  it  would  relieve  the  circuits  which  are 
very  mnch  overloaded  at  the  present  time,  owing  'to  the 
necessity  of  placing  from  three  to  four  bells  in  each 
house.

Gentlemen^I  enbmit  herewith  my  report  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30th,  1901,  showing  the  additions, 
alterations  and  repaira  to  the  apparatus  under  my  charge 
during  that  period,  and  also  its  condition  at  the  date  of 
this  report. 

NEW  APPABATUS. 
The  most  notable  addition  to  the  effective  working 
apparatus  was  the  new  fire  boat  Jamee  Battle  which  went 
into  commission  January  10th,  190],  after  a  thorough  trial 
and  teat  of  its  pumping  machinery.  In  my  last  report  I 
had  thi;  honor  to  present  a  detailed  description  of  this 
boat,  as  shown  by  the  drawings  and  the  work  already  done. 
The  pumps  of  the  new  boat  have  proved  to  be  all  and 
more  than  was  claimed  for  tliem.  The  boat  is  located  at 
the  Michigan  Central  dock  in  place  of  the  Detroiter,  now 
stationed  at  the  foot  of  McDoni^all  avenue. 

The  latter  was  thoroughly  overhauled,  new  main  steam 
pipe  being  put  in  and  a  new  lining  placed  in  the  cylinder 
of  the  Worthington  steam  pump.  At  the  same  time  tb« 
hull  of  the  boat  was  carefully  examined  and  found  to  be 
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badly  rotted  and  beyond  repair.  A  new  hull  shoold  be 
provided  at  once  bo  that  this  fine  piece  of  fire  fighting 
machinery  may  be  ready  to  do  full  duty  in  cage  of  emer- 
gency. With  the  two  boatB  the  department  is  in  conditioD 
to  cope  with  almost  any  fire  along  the  river  front  that  can 
be  reached  by  them. 

A  new  first  size  Manning  engine  was  received  Novem- 
ber 3d,  1900,  and  went  into  commission  at  Na  10  Engine 
House  January  15th,  1901.  Dimensions  of  boiler  38  x  66 
inches,  steam  cylinder  9x9,  pumps  5^,  stroke  9  inches, 
weight  5  tons.  The  steaming  qualities  of  this  machine 
are  superior  to  any  engine  in  use  by  the  Department. 

A  new  estra  size  Manning  engine  was  received  Novem- 
ber 13tb,  1900,  and  placed  in  No.  19  Engine  House  the 
same  day.  The  dimensions  are  the  same  as  the  one  last 
described.  These  two  engines  are  great  additions  to  our 
fire  fighting  force. 

A  new  hose  wagon  built  by  Sievers  &  Erdman,  was 
placed  in  commission  at  No.  7  Engine  House  October 
16th,  1900. 

An  extra  large  size  hose  wagon  was  built  by  the  same 
firm  and  placed  in  No.  2  House  November  3d,  1900,  and 
et^aipped  with  1,500  feet  of  3-inch  hose,  together  with  a 
chemical  tank,     This  vagon  is  drawn  by  three  horses. 

Another  notable  addition  is  the  new  coal  wagon,  drawn 
by  three  horses  and  holding  6,800  pounds  of  coal  in  bags, 
the  coal  being  broken  in  small  pieces  ready  for  use.  This 
wagon  was  placed  in  the  water  tower  house  April  19th, 
1901,  and  will  prove  of  great  benefit  at  large  fires  where  a 
full  supply  of  coal  is  needed  at  all  times. 

REPAIRS  AND  ALTERATIONS. 

Complete  repairs  have  been  made  to  Engines  Nos.  3, 
4.  7,  8,  9,  n,  13,  14,  17,  20  and  22.  and  engine  formerly 
No.  5  was  thoroughly  overhauled  and  painted  and  placed 
in  commission  at  No.  26  house,  corner  Brinkert  and  Orane 
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aTBDDes  Jane  Ist,  1901,  together  with  hose  wagon  bailt  by 
Gray  Brothere. 

While  reeponding  to  an  alarm  September  25th,  1900, 
engioe  No.  19  collided  with  a  street  oar  ia  front  of  the 
the  engine  house,  oaasiog  considerable  damage.  This 
machine  was  repaired  and  re-painted  and  placed  in  No.  6 
boase  January  l5th,  190L 

The  following  hose  wagons  have  been  repainted  and 
repaired,  viz  :  Noel  1,  2,  4,  6,  8,  9,  12,  13  and  14. 

Hose  w^on  formerly  No.  10  was  placed  in  oommis- 
eioD  at  annex  of  No.  6  Ladder  boose  Jnne  Ist,  1901,  num- 
bered Hose  No.  3  'and  equipped  with  1,000  feet  of  3-inch 
hoea  This  wagon  will  be  ran  as  a  tender  to  the  Fire  Boat 
Detroiter. 

All  ladder  tracks  and  exercising  wagons  have  been 
repaired  and  painted,  including  Haven  brake  on  No.  7, 
and  all  sleighs  used  by  officers  of  the  Department  have 
been  repaired  and  varnished. 

Ladder  formerly  No.  6  was  transferred  to  No.  4  house; 
No.  4  to  Na  8  and  No.  8  to  No.  10;  these  changes  were 
made  June  3rd,  1901. 

Chemical  Engine  No.  8  has  also  been  thoroaghly  over- 
hauled and  repainted. 

Oonsiderable  repairs  have  been  made  on  the  stand 
pipe  of  Water  Tower  Na  1. 

The  following  oompanies  have  been  provided  with  the 
Baker  patent  aniversal  cellar  pipe,  viz.:  Ladder  Nos.  1,  3, 
3,  4  and  6. 

The  draft  on  all  apparatae  baa  been  raised  to  the 
height  of  30  inches,  a  valuable  and  serviceable  improve- 
ment. 

The  Grant  roller-bearing  axles  are  being  placed  on 
engines  Nos.  2,  3,  5  and  9. 

Ladder  Tmck  No.  5  has  been  provided  with  rollers 
and  raised  so  as  to  allow  25  and  30  foot  ladders  under- 
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Death  to  be  removed  easily  and  without  the  former  delay 
when  long  ladders  were  needed. 

I  have  referred  in  former  reports  to  the  work  done  in 
the  paint  shop.  This  has  been  a  great  saving  in  the  cost 
of  repainting ;  the  constantly  increasing  size  of  the 
Department  making  a  great  deal  of  this  work  necessary 
every  year.

H\'  DRANTS. 

Dariog  the  year  the  nozzles  of  all  hydrants  have  boen 
gone  over  and  the  threads  of  same  re-out  to  uniform 
standard  size. 

Waste  holes  are  now  being  drilled  in  the  upper  cham- 
bers of  all  hydrants  which  will  hereafter  prevent  the 
freezing  of  that  part.  Tbis  work  will  be  finished  before 
the  setting  in  of  cold  weather.

Sir — Herewith  is  respectfully  submitted  my  annual  report  for 
the  year  ending  June  30th,  1901,  on  the  conditions  of  the  follow- 
ing stations  and  buildings :

John  Martin,  Superintendent  of  Police: 

Sir— I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  duties  per- 
formed by  the  officers  and  matron  on  Belle  Isle  Park  for  the  year 
ending  June  30th : 

The  regular  police  detail  for  duty  on  the  park  has  been  1 
sergeant,  (j  patrolmen,  i  doonnan  and  i  matron,  but  on  several 
occasions  during  the  year  the  force  was  increased  from  2  to  40 
men  to  maintain  good  order  on  the  park  and  bridge  approaches. 

Six  persons  were  arrested,  alt  males;  i  charged  with  simple 
larceny,  1  carrying  concealed  weapons,  i  disorderly  conduct  and 
3  on  suspicion  of  larceny. 

Disposition  was  made  as  follows :  Two  were  convicted  and 
sentenced  by  the  police  justice:  i  discharged  and  1  dismissed  on 
payment  of  costs  by  the  police  justice,  and  2  discharged  by  the 
superintendent  of  police. 

t)ne  person  was  taken  to  the  station  for  investigation,  but  was 
not  liekl  by  the  officer  in  charge. 

Twenty-two  complaints  were  made  in  the  Recorder's  Court 
against  persons  for  violating  the  Park  Ordinances  :  18  were  dis- 
charged on  suspended  sentence  and  4  dismissed. 

Forty-one  accidents  occurred  in  which  police  assistance  was 
rendered,  all  of  them  of  a  slight  nature. 

There  were  two  sudden  deaths  on  the  Island,  both  males;  one 
from  heart  disease  and  the  other  from  sun  stroke, 
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Forty-three  lost  articles  and  parcels  were  found,  such  as  lunch 
baskets,  hats,  coats  aiid  pocket  books  containing  small  amounts  of 
money  or  jewelry ;  some  of  the  articles  were  returned  to  the  own- 
ers who  called  at  the  station  for  them;  those  not  called  for  were 
sent  to  the  property  clerk. 

Twenty-five  dogs  were  found  running  at  large  on  the  park  and 
sent  to  the  dog  pound. 

One  hundred  and  twenty  base  and  football  games  were  looked 
after,  besides  all  of  the  band  concerts  which  were  given  on  the 
Island. 

Seventeen  lost  children  were  found  and  taken  to  the  matron's 
apartments  and  cared  for  until  claimed  by  parents  or  relatives. 

I'orty-five  cases  of  sick  or  injured  were  attended  to  and  cared 
for  by  the  matron  until  called  for  by  relatives  or  friends  or  were 
able  to  care  for  themselves.

To  the  Hon.  Public  Lighting  Commissioners: 
Gentlemen : — 

I  submit  the  sixth  annual  report  of  the  business  and  operation  of  the 
Pubhc  Lighting  Plant,  covering  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1901,  fully 
confident  that  additional  demonstration  has  been  made  of  the  success  of 
public  lighting  in  Detroit.  While  it  is  true  that  there  has  been  a  slight 
increase  in  the  cost  o(  operation  for  the  year,  namely,  86  cents  per  arc 
light,  gross  cost,  and  $2.29  per  arc  light  cash  cost,  yet  a  careful  comparison 
of  this  year's  conditions  with  those  that  obtained  in  previous  years  wil! 
show  that  the  efficiency  and  economy  of  administration  have  been  substan- 
tially increased.  It  must  be  remembered  that  during  the  year  just  closed 
the  cost  of  labor  and  of  all  classes  of  supplies  have  shown  a  marked  in- 
crease. It  is  a  striking  fact  that  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  coal  alone  was 
$1.69  per  arc  light,  which  item  will,  in  itself,  more  than  account  for  the 
increase  in  the  gross  cost  per  arc  light.  It  must  also  be  borne  in  mind 
that  as  the  age  of  the  plant  increases  the  necessary  cost  of  repairs  and  of 
replacing  of  parts,  which  is  added  to  the  cost  of  operation,  must  also  in- 
crease. During  a  year  therefore  of  unfavorable  conditions  for  the  manu- 
facture of  any  commodity  cheaply  we  must  feel  j^ratified  that  the  Public 
Lighting  Plant  has  been  operated  with  but  a  nominal  increase  in  cost. 

The  entire  maintenance  and  operating  cost  for  the  last  fiscal  year  was 
$99,094.62  as  compared  with  $90,087.73  for  the  preceding  year,  showing  an 
increase  of  $9,006.89.  The  output  of  the  plant,  however,  was  3.973.350 
Kilowatt  Hours  as  against  3,789,050  Kilowatt  Hours  last  year,  showing  an 
increase  in  the  output  of  184,300  Kilowatt  Hours,

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While  always  keeping  in  mind  that  economy  of  operation  is  one  of  the 
main  ends  to  be  attained,  yet  the  Commission  has  never  been  forgetful  of 
other  ends  to  be  subserved  by  the  Piibhc  Lighting  Plant.  No  striving, 
therefore,  after  a  reduction  of  operating  expenses  in  the  different  depart- 
ments has  been  permittee!  to  impair  the  efficiency  of  the  lighting  service 
given  to  the  city.  The  Commission  has  always  been  mindful  also  of  the 
beauty  of  our  city  and  it  has  always  been  its  aim  to  interfere  as  little  as 
possible  with  the  sighthness  of  her  streets,  even  when  the  closest  economy 
might  have  countenanced  a  somewhat  different  policy,  and  it  is  unfor- 
tunate that  in  this  regard  the  Commission  has  not  met  with  the  unqualified 
assistance  and  encouragement  of  other  public  boards.

The  Commission  upon  careful  consideration  have  found  no  reason  to 
change  the  method  of  arriving  at  the  actual  cost  of  an  arc  light  per  year 
to  the  city. 

To  the  cash  cost  of  operating  the  plant  is  added  ihe  fixed  charges,  as 
follows :

Lost  taxes  (the  amount  the  city  would  get  as  taxes  were  the 
plant  owned  by  a  private  corporation)  are  figured  by  charg- 
ing to  the  operation  of  the  plant  at  the  regular  rate  of  taxa- 
tion for  the  city,  county,  and  state.  The  probable  assessed 
value,  based  upon  a  comparison  with  the  assessed  values  of 
other  plants  of  like  character,  similarly  located  in  the  city,  is 
placed  at  $351,885.00.    This  amount  at  $18.07  P^''  $1,000  is.       6,358.56

As  has  been  shown  in  reports  of  previous  years,  the  gross  cost  of 
operation  to  the  Commission  is  by  no  means  the  measure  of  the  cost  of 
public  hghting  to  the  citizens  of  Detroit.  Certain  incomes  accruing  to  the 
Commission  go  to  reduce  the  actual  cash  cost  of  operation  to  the  taxpayers, 
while  a  saving  of  expenditure  formerly  made  by  other  agencies  of  the  cily 
government  and  now  saved  by  virtue  of  the  existence  of  this  Commission 
make  a  further  reduction  in  ca^  cost. 

These  items  may  be  summarized  as  follows ;

Averaging  this  deduction  from  the  cash  cost  reduces  the  cash  cost  per 
arc  light  from  $42.59  to  $40.31. 

Tlie  income  from  the  rental  of  conduits  would  be  greatly  increased 
and  the  cash  cost  of  lighting  correspondingly  decreased  were  it  possible 
to  compel  private  companies  to  place  their  wires  underground  and  to  use 
the  conduits  of  the  Commission.  In  view  of  such  use  by  private  companies, 
the  Commission  has  provided  many  more  ducts  than  are  at  present  used. 
The  interest,  depreciation,  and  lost  taxes  upon  the  surplus  conduit  invest- 
ment deducted  from  the  fixed  charges  would  further  reduce  the  gross  cost 
of  operation. 

The  Commission  during  the  last  fiscal  year  was  confronted  with  the 
necessity  of  providing  for  an  increased  output.  July  i,  1900,  found  the 
Commission  with  a  demand  for  600  new  lamp  locations,  an  overload  of 
io'/o  on  19  arc  machines  in  order  to  hold  one  set  of  four  in  reserve,  and 
an  incandescent  service  with  a  10^  overload  and  no  rcsen-e.     The  floor 
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Space  of  the  station  was  already  filled,  so  to  meet  this  demand  the  problem 
resolved  itself  into  installing  a  system  of  direct  connected  units  or  enlarging 
the  station.  The  former  involved  a  complete  change  of  station  equipment, 
the  latter  meant  the  installing  of  the  same  or  a  different  method  of  equip- 
ment for  the  extensions.  After  carefully  weighing  the  cost  of  construction 
and  operation,  and  inspecting  the  methods  being  adopted  by  the  best  plants, 
both  private  and  municipal,  it  was  decided  to  install  the  series,  enclosed, 
alternating  arc  system. 

There  were  installed  during  the  year: 

One  Triple-Expansion  Marine  Type  Engine,  cylinders  17  in.  by 
27  in.  diameter  and  30-in.  stroke,  120  revolutions  per  minute,  160 
pounds  steam  pressure,  1,000  Horse  Power  Maximum,  at  26  in. 
vacuum,  and  direct  connected  to  a  600  Kilowatt  2  phase  Stanley  Al- 
ternator, at  2,200  volts  each  phase. 

One   175   Kilowatt  Stanley   2  phase  Alternator,  2,200  vohs,  at  500 
revolutions  per  minute. 

One  40  Kilowatt  Northern  Electric  125  volt  direct  current  Dyna-. 
mo,  at  325  revolutions  per  minute,  to  be  direct  connected  to  Westing- 
house  engine  and  used  as  an  exciter. 

Realizing  that  the  Commission  was  established  to  do  all  the  city  light- 
ing, the  necessity  of  furnishing  light  and  power  to  the  new  County  Build- 
ings and  to  school,  fire  and  police  buildings  was  also  taken  into  con- 
sideration, so  the  method  of  sub-station  distribution  was  adopted  and  an 
appropriation  was  made  by  the  Board  of  Estimates  to  enable  the  first 
station  to  be  built.  This  sub-station  will  be  equipped  during  the  coming 
year  and  will  supply  300  arc,  1,000  incandescent  and  13  horse  power  in 
motors.  Another  item  taken  into  consideration  was  the  item  of  mainten- 
ance. While  the  repairs  were  kept  up^year  by  year,  there  was  a  constant 
deterioration  which  could  not  be  replaced  each  year  such  as  rusting  of  iron, 
rotting  of  poles,  rebuilding  of  lines  caused  by  the  growth  of  trees,  and  the 
painting  of  buildings;  this  being  designated  as  maintenance.  Much  of  this 
work  was  done  during  the  past  year  preparatory  to  the  new  installation. 
There  was  spent  for  this  puri>ose  a  total  of  over  $8,000,00.  From  all  thi; 
it  will  be  readily  understood  why  the  plant  did  not  show  its  usual  decrease 
in  the  cost  of  operation. 

Public  lighting  may  be  deemed  no  longer  an  experiment  in  the  City  of 
Detroit.  Its  success  has  been  demonstrated.  But  while  the  experience  of 
the  last  six  years  leads  to  the  conclusion  that  municipal  lighting  can  be 
done  efficiently  and  at  a  saving  to  the  taxpayers,  it  has  also  demonstrated 
that  such  results  can  be  obtained  only  by  the  most  rigid  and  careful 
economy,  the  application  of  the  highest  order  of  business  method,  and  a 
complete  alienation  of  those  influences  which  often  hamper  and  harass  the 
operations  of  public  boards.  It  must  be  remembered  that  the  work  of  this 
Commission  in  one  important  respect  differs  from  that  of  other  public 
boards.    This  Commission  is  not  alone  performing  certain  public  functions 
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as  arc  other  departnients  of  the  city  government,  but  it  is  manufacturing 
a  commodity  which  has  a  definite  and  measurable  market  value  and  quaUty, 
and  which  can  be  readily  compared  with  that  produced  by  private  com- 
panies. It  therefore  behooves  this  Commission  to  be  continually  alert  lest 
its  efficiency  and  independence  of  conduct  be  hindered  by  circumstances 
to  which  private  manufacturers  are  not  a  prey.  That  the  Commission  has 
for  the  most  part  been  free  from  such  influences  its  success  is  indicative, 
but  a  word  of  warning  is  always  opportune  and  may  keep  us  from  lulling 
ourselves  into  loo  great  a  fcehng  of  security.  So  long  as  we  apply  the 
same  business  principles  as  have  been  in  the  main  applied  in  the  past,  so 
long  will  municipal  lighting  be  snccessfu!  and  demonstrate  the  wisdom  of 
the  taxpayers  who  established  it.

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The  City's  Lighting  Plant. 

The  property  owned  and  controlled  by  the  Public  Lighting  Commis- 
sion now  consists  of  the  following: 

The  power  haust  and  office  building  located  on  Atwater  street,  between 
Bates  and  Randolph,  having  .a  frontage  on  Atwater  street  of  213  feet,  163 
feet  of  which  extends  back  an  average  of  318  feet  6  inches  to  the  river 
front  and  50  feet  of  which  on  the  east  extends  back  only  a  distance  of  an 
average  of  68  feet.  (The  complete  plan  of  the  station  will  be  fomid  on 
page  26.) 

The  boiler  house  contains  seven  Double  Deck  Tubnlar  Boilers,  C.  C. 
Peck  design.  Each  boiler  has  3,000  square  feet  ol  healing  surface  and 
is  equipped  with  the  Hawley  Down  Draft  Furnace  and  Hoppes  Live  Steam 
Purifier  and  Worthington  Water  Meter.  Five  of  these  boilers  are  used 
at  one  time  to  operate  the  plant,  the  other  two  being  kept  in  reserve.  A 
change  is  made  every  six  weeks,  and  each  boiler  as  it  is  put 
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The  Pump  Room  contains :  One  Fire  Pump  of  i  ,000  gallons  per  min- 
ute capacity.  This  pump  is  connected  to  a  complete  system  of  fire  main^ 
and  is  always  under  steam.  It  is  used  during  the  day  to  feed  the  boi'.er^ 
and  to  operate  a  water  motor  which  runs  the  machine  shop. 

One  Worthington 
Pressure  Pattern  Feed 
Pump,  in  reserve,  of  100 
gallons  per  minute  ca- 
pacity. This  is  connect- 
ed to  a  duplicate  boiler 
feed  system. 

Two  Worthington 
Jet  Condensers,  with 
feed  pumps  attached. 
Either  condenser  will 
condense  36,000  pounds 
of  steam  per  hour,  and 
the  auxiliary  feed  pump 
can  feed  the  same 
amount  of  water  to  the 
boiler.    All  of  the  water 

used  in  the  operation  of  pump  room. 

the  plant  is  pumped  by  the  above  machinery  from  the  Detroit  river. 

One  Wainwright  Heater,  which  utilizes  the  exhaust  steam  from  the 
pumps  and  small  engines  in  heating  the  boiler  feed  water. 

One  Westinghouse  Air  Compressor,  which  supplies  the  compressed 
air  for  cleaning  machinery. 

The  Engine  Rocm  contains  the  following:

All  of  the  wires  of  the  lighting  system  within  the  half-mile  circle  and 
a  great  portion  of  them  inside  the  mile  circle  are  under  ground. 
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Belle  Isle  Park  : 

Belle  Isle,  the  principal  city  park, 
an  island  700  acres  in  extent,  located 
at  the  head  of  Detroit  River  and  oppo- 
site the  eastern  end  of  the  city,  is  lighted 
by  the  Commission  entirely.  Ai!  the 
wires  are  underground,  52,000  feet  of  3J- 
inch  wood  conduit  having  been  laid  for 
this  purpose,  nearly  one-half  of  which  is 
still  available  for  pulling  in  of  cables. 
The  bridge  to  the  Island  and  the  more 
important  points  on  the  main  roadways 
are  lighted  by  arc  lamps,  supported  on 
ornamental  iron  posts.  Fifty-one  arc 
lamps  are  used  and  they  are  operated 
until  12  midnight  as  a  part  of  the  regu- 
lar city  circuits.  Twenty-five  thousand 
feet  of  No.  4  B.  &  S.  gauge  lead  cov- 
ered cable  is  used  for  this  service. 

The  buildings  in  the  west  end  of 
the  park  are  lighted    by    incandescent 
lights,  the  current  for  which  is  obtained 
from  mains  connected  with  the  central 
transformer     station,     where    pairs    of 
transformers  receive  three-phase  alter-

deliver  two-phase  alternating  current  at  116  volts.    The  crossing  of 
the  Detroit  River  with  the  three- 
phase  feeder  and  the  connection  of 
the  transformer  station  is  accom- 
plished by  the  use  of  14,500  feet  to 
No.  6  B.  &  S.  gauge  three-conduc- 
tor, lead  covered  and  rubber  insu- 
lated cable,  a  part  of  which  is  ar- 
mored with  iron  wire  and  placed 
under  the  river.       The  secondary 
mains  connecting  the  several  build- 
ings  wilh   the   transformer   house 
are  made  up  of  S,8oo  feet  of  No.  00 
two-conductor   and    1,100   feet   of 
No.  1  two-conductor  rubber  insu- 
lated and  lead  covered  cable  and 
3,000  feet  of  No.  4  single  conduc- 
tor cable.

All  the  single  carbon  Adaras-Bagnall  lamps  are 
located  in  the  underground  district,  which  is  in  the  half-mile  circle,  and  are 
trimmed  daily.  The  balance  are  Brush  double  carbon  lamps,  supplied  with 
current  from  overhead  lines,  and  are  trimmed  every  second  day.  These 
overhead  lines  are  supplied  from  the  station  by  trunk  lines,  one-half  of 
which  are  underground  through  the  half-mile  circle.

Public  U^inj  Ad. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  lo  provide  a  charter  for  the  city  of  De- 
troit, and  to  repeal  all  acts  and  parts  o(  acts  in  conflict  therewith,"  approved 
June  7,  1883,  by  adding  a  new  chapter  thereto. 

Section  i.  The  People  of  the  State  o£  Michigan  enact,  That  an  act  entitled 
"An  act  to  provide  a  charter  tor  the  city  of  Detroil,  and  to  repeal  all  acts  and  parts 
of  acts  in  conflict  therewith,"  approved  June  7,  1883,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  a  new  chapter  thereto  to  be  known  as  chapter  thirteen,  to  read 
as  follows: 

CHAPTER  XIII. 

Section  i.  There  shall  be  a  board  of  commissioners  in  said  city  known  as  the 
public  lighting  commission.  Said  commission  shall  consist  of  six  members,  who  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  mayor  and  approved  by  the  common  council.  The  first  appoint- 
ment of  members  of  this  commission  shall  be  made  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  com- 
mon council  after  this  chapter  shall  have  become  operative,  and  the  first  appointments 
shall  be  made  for  the  terms  respectively  of  one,  two,  three,  four,  five  and  six  years, 
and  the  members  so  appointed  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  are  appointed 
and  shall  have  qualified.  Their  successors  shall  be  appointed  at  the  termination  of 
said  respective  terms  for  the  term  of  six  years.  Said  commissioners  shall  take  and 
file  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk  the  oath  of  office  prescribed  for  city  officers,  and  shall 
then  enter  upon  the  performance  of  their  duties.  They  shall  appoint  their  president 
and  secretary,  who  shall  perform  tfie  duties  usually  appertaining  to  such  offices  and 
such  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  said  board.  The  president  of  said  board  shall  be  ex- 
olficio  a  member  of  the  board  of  estimates.  Said  board  of  commissioners  shall  have 
authority  to  call  upon  the  city  surveyor  for  any  services  they  may  require  in  milking 
maps  or  diagrams  of  locations  of  lights  and  wires  within  Ihc  city  limits,  and  the  city 
clerk  and  board  of  public  works  shall  furnish  them  such  information  as  they  may 
require  for  the  proper  discharge  of  their  duties. 


Sec.  2.  The  said  city  may  contract  for  the  lighting  of  public  buildings,  streets, 
avenues,  parks,  public  grounds  and  places  for  any  period  not  exceeding  three  years. 
It  shall  have  power  to  procure  lands,  and  purchase  or  construct  the  necessary  build- 
ings, engines,  dynamos,  and  other  machinery,  tools,  lamps,  lines,  conduits,  poles,  tow- 
ers and  other  apparatus  and  appliances  constituting  a  plant  for  lighting  the  said  city 
by  electricity  or  by  any  other  means  or  system,  and  if  the  common  council,  deem  it 
desirable  it  may  purchase  towers,  poles,  vpres,  lamps  and  other  appliances,  and  cause 
lines  of  wire  to  be  constructed,  the  use  of  which  it  may  let  to  any  persons  or  corpor- 
ation contracting  to  light  said  ciiy.  It  shall  also  have  power  to  lay  pipes  and  conihiits 
in  the  highways,  alleys  and  public  places,  for  gas  or  electric  light  wires,  and  to  erect 
in  the  highways,  alleys  and  public  places,  poles,  towers,  or  posts  for  wires  or  lamps 
and  to  place,  construct  and  maintain  the  necessary  tines  of  wires,  either  below  or 
above  ground,  in  the  highways,  alleys  or  public  places:  Provided,  That  nothing  in 
this  act  shall  be  construed  as  granting  said  municipality  or  said  board  the  right  to 
engage  in  the  business  of  private  or  commercial  lighting. 

Sec.  3,  If  the  common  council  shall  determine  to  contract  for  lighting,  it  shall 
by  resolution  direct  the  public  lighting  commissioners  to  enter  into  a  contract  for 
lighting  said  city,  either  by  electricity  or  by  such  other  means  as  it  may  determine, 
for  a  period  of  time  to  be  mentioned  in  such  resolution.  It  shall  thereupon  be  the 
duty  of  said  commissioners  to  prepare  specifications  and  advertise  for  proposals  for  a 
period  of  not  less  than  five  days,  and  enter  into  a  contract  in  behalf  of  said  city  with 
the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  for  lighting  said  city  by  such  means  as  are  specified  in 
such  resolution:  Provided.  It  shall  be  competent  tor  the  commissioners  to  coi 
for  lighting  the  public  buildings  ."tnd  any  part  or  portion  of  the  city  by  different  n 

Sec.  4.  It  the  common  coimcil  shall  determine  that  it  is  advisable  to  establish  a 
plant  for  public  lighting,  to  be  owned  by  the  city,  it  may  direct  said  commissioners 
to  purchase  the  necessary  lands,  machinery,  wires,  poles,  lamps,  towers  and  other 
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apparatus  and  appliances  mentioned  in  the  second  section  of  this  chapter  tlie  cost  of 
which  shall  not  exceed  eight  hundied  thousand  dollars.  And  it  shall  thereupon  be  the 
duties  of  said  cominissioneis  without  further  approval  or  confirmation  of  their  con- 
tracts by  the  common  council,  to  -carry  into  effect  the  authority  thereby  conferred, 
and  to  make  the  necessary  purchase  of  lands,  machinery,  engines,  tools,  lamps.,  appa- 
ratus and  appliances,  and  construct  the  buildings  required  and  cause  to  be  constructed 
Or  laid  all  necessary  conduits  and  lines  of  wire  below  ground,  and  to  erect  and  con- 
struct all  necessary  poles,  towers,  posts,  lines  of  wire  above  ground,  which  they  shall 
deem  necessary  or  required  according  to  such  system  or  systems  as  they  may  deem 
best  for  the  lighting  of  said  city.     (A's  amended  January  17.  1895.) 

Sec.  5.  The  said  commissioners  mav  employ  an  electrical  engineer,  who  shall  be 
known  as  cne  city  cleclrician,  and  such  other  superintendents,  engineers,  clerks,  agents 
and  subordinates  under  them  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions 
o[  this  chapter,  regulate  and  define  their  duties  and  prescribe  their  compensation. 

Before  the  common  council  shall  direct  said  commissioners  to  establish  a  plant  as 
herein  provided,  it  shall  by  resolution  submit  to  the  electors  of  said  city,  to  be  voted 
upon  by  said  electors,  the  question  as  to  whether  the  authority  hereby  conferred  shall 
be  exercised.  The  proposition  shall  be  stated  upon  the  ballots  to  be  printed  by  the 
election  commissioners,  in  the  following  form:  'For  a  city  lighting  plant— Yes."  and 
(he  same  words  repeated  followed  by  the  word  "No;"  and  any  elector  may  vote  for 
or  against  said  proposition  by  marking  .i  cros.^  opposite  said  words  "Yes"  or  "'No." 
respectively.  The  votes  upon  said  proposition  and  for  and  against  the  same,  respect- 
ively, shall  be  certified,  returned  and  canvassed  by  the  board  of  city  canvassers  in 
the  manner  now  provided  by  law  for  certifying,  returniiifr  and  canvassing  votes  cast 
For  city  officers.  And  if  a  majority  of  the  electors  voting  thereon  in  said  city  shall 
vote  in  favor  of  said  proposition  then  the  authorhy  hereby  conferred  may  be  exer- 
cised; otherwise  the  same  shall  not  he  so  exercised.  Notice  shall  be  given  by  the  city 
clerk  by  publication  in  four  or  more  newspapers  of  the  election  to  vote  upon  said 
proposition  at  least  five  days  before  the  election. 

Sec.  6.  The  said  commissioners  shall  have  a  general  supervision  and  manage- 
ment of  all  public  lighting,  and  of  any  plant  established  by  the  city,  as  herein  provided 
for  tjiat  purpose,  and  ail  employes  engaged  in  or  about  the  construction  or  operation 
thereof,  and  shall  make  the  necessary  purchase  of  fuel,  tools,  supplies,  materials,  appa- 
ratus and  appliances  required  ir  the  operation  and  management  of  said  plant,  without 
further  approval  or  confirmation  of  their  contracts  by  the  common  council;  Pro- 
vided, That  the  expenditures  for  the  operation  and  management  of  said  plant  shall 
not  exceed  in  any  one  year  the  tax  levied  for  that  purpose:  And  provided  further, 
That  after  the  adoption  by  them  of  pbns  and  specifications  for  the  erection  of  any 
buildings,  the  board  of  public  works  shall  have  the  immediate  supervision  or  superin- 
tendence of  construction  thereof,  and  .ilso  of  the  laying  of  conduits  in  the  public 
streets,  and  of  the  necessary  excavation,  rsfilling  and  repaying  caused  thereby.  (As 
amended  Januaiy  17,  1895.) 

Sec.  7.  The  said  rity  may  raise  by  tax  the  necessary  funds  to  provide  (or  the 
public  lighting  and  tor  the  purpose  of  providing  for  the  construction  of  the  public 
lighting  plant,  as  herein  provided,  may  raise  moneys  by  tax  or  issue  the  bonds  of 
said  city,  payable  at  such  times  and  in  such  amount  and  at  such  rates  of  interest  as 
the  common  council  may  determine,  subject,  however,  to  the  approval  of  the  board 
of  estimates  as  provided  by  section  4.  chapter  8,  of  act  number  488  of  the  public  acts 
of  1887,  It  shall  also  have  power  to  issile  bonds  in  like  manner  or  raise  moneys  by 
tax  for  the  purchase  or  construction  of  cot>duits.  wires,  posts,  poles,  towers  and 
lamps,  for  use  by  any  party  or  parties  contracting  for  the  public  lighting  as  herein 
provided. 

Sec.  8,  No  contract  shall  be  let  nor  any  purchase  be  made  of  any  lands  or  prop- 
erty requiring  the  payment  of  any  money,  nor  shall  any  moneys  be  paid  for  public 
lighting  in  excess  of  the  tax  levied  for  that  purpose  or  of  moneys  raised  by  issuing 
bonds  as  herein  provided. 

Sec.  9.  The  public  lighting  commissioners  shall  have  the  supervision  of  the  con- 
struction of  all  the  electric  hghting  lines  of  wires  in  said  city  whether  owned  by  the 
city  or  by  other  parties,  and  of  all  connections  made  with  any  building  or  buildings. 
and  no  such  wires  or  lines  of  wire  shall  be  placed,  laid,  erected  or  constructed,  nor 
shall  any  pole  or  post  or  conduit  be  laid,  placed  or  constructed  for  such  lines,  nor  any 
connection  made  with  any  building  or  buildings,  except  under  such  general  regula- 
tions as  they  from  time  to  time  may  adopt.    They  may  prescribe  the  lintitji  IJUhe 
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district  or  districts  in  said  city,  within  which  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  erect  poles  and 
train  wires  for  such  lines  above  ground  in  any  street  or  highway,  and  ihey  may  pre- 
anibe  ot  determine  the  other  street  or  streets  in  which  it  may  be  lawful  to  erect  or 
construct  such  lines  of  wire  above  ground.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be  punished  accord- 
ingly. 

Sec,  10.  The  ccmmon  council  shall  have  power  to  adopt  ordinances  not  in  con- 
flict herewith,  to  carry  out  the  provipions  of  this  chapter  and  to  regulate  the  use  of 
electricity  For  Itehting  purooses  in  said  city,  and  the  training  or  using  of  wires  there- 
for, and  to  regulate  or  pronibit  the  erection  of  poles  in  the  streets  of  said  city  for  such 
wires,  or  the  training  thereof. 

Sec.  II.  Any  person  who  shall  cut,  break,  injure  or  destroy  any  building,  engine, 
dynamo  or  other  machinery,  or  appliances,  poles,  posts,  towers,  lamps,  wires,  or  con- 
duits erected,  constructed  or  used  for  the  public  lighting  of  said  city,  whether  owned 
by  the  corporation  or  by  any  party  or  -parties  contracting  for  the  lighting  of  said  city, 
»riih  intent  to  prevent  or  intenupt  the  lighting  of  any  public  building,  or  any  part  or 
portion  of  said  city,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  ofa  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  punished 
therefor  by  a  line  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  two  years,  or  by  both  fine  and  imprison- 
ment in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  and  proof  that  the  acts  was  willful  shall  be  prima 
facie  evidence  of  such  intent. 

This  act  is  ordered  to  take  immediate  effect.

General  Lljhtlitj  Ordinance 

A  GENERAL  ORDIN.^NCE  authorizing  the  granting  of  permission  to  construct, 
maintain  and  operate  poles,  conduit?,  wires  or  other  conductors  for  the  purpose 
of  furnishing  electric  lighting  in  the  City  of  Detroit. 

It  is  hereby  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  of  Detroit: 

Section  I.  That  any  peison  or  corporation  carrying  on  a  manufacturing  bu.siness 
in  the  City  of  Detroit,  and  having  surplus  power  applicable  to  the  purpose,  may  apply 
to  and  receive  a  permit  from  the  Public  Lighting  Commission  to  lay  conduits,  erect 
poles  and  place  thereon  or  therein  wires  or  other  conductors  for  the  purpose  of  fur- 
nishing electric  lighting  to  any  person  or  persons  desiring  the  same,  and  within  the 
district  to  be  designated  In  the  application  to  be  made  for  such  permit.  Said  Public 
Lighting  Commission  is  hereby  authonied  to  grant  such  permits  for  the  laying  of 
conduits,  erection  of  poles,  placing  of  wires  or  conductors  thereon  in  the  streets,  alleys 
or  other  highways  of  the  city;  subject,  however,  to  the  conditions  and  restrictions 
imposed  by  this  ordinance,  and  all  other  general  ordinances  now  in  force  or  which 
may  hereafter  be  adopted  concerning  the  same. 

Sec,  z.  The  person  or  corporation  to  whom  such  permit  shall  be  granted  shall 
do  no  injury  to  any  street,  avenue  alky,  lane,  park  or  public  square,  or  to  any  shade 
trees,  or  in  any  manner  disturb  or  interfere  with  any  water  or  gas  pipes,  or  with  any 
public  or  private  sewer  now  or  hereafter  laid  or  constucted  by  any  authoized  person, 
persons  or  corporations,  or  the  wires  and  conduits  of  any  telephope.  telegraph  or 
electric  lighting  or  street  railway  company,  or  of  the  police,  fire  or  lighting  commis- 
sion, and  shall  fully  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  City  oi  Detroit  from  any  and 
all  claims  or  damages  for  which  said  city  might  be  made  or  become  liable  to  pay 
by  reason  of  the  construction,  maintaining,  repairing  or  operating  of  said  poles,  con- 
duits, wires,  lamps  or  other  conductors,  or  any  apparatus  connected  therewith  or 
Otherwise  arising  from  the  use  or  possession  of  the  rights  and  privilege  granted,  or 
from  any  neglect  on  the  part  of  said  corporation  or  person  or  its  or  his  employes  to 
comply  with  any  of  the  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Detroit,  and  especially  shall  indem- 
ni^  the  city  against  and  assume  all  liability  and  damages  which  may  arise,  come  or 
occur  to  the  City  of  Detroit  from  .iny  injury  to  persons  or  property  from  the  doing  of 
»ny  work  herein  mentioned,  or  the  neglect  of  any  person  or  company  or  its  em- 


ployes  to  comply  with  any  ordinance  relalive  to  the  use  of  streets,  or  other  public 
places,  especially  as  to  the  putting  up  of  lights  or  barriers  at  or  around  eiccavations, 
and  (he  acceptance  by  the  person,  persons  or  corporation  of  such  permit  of  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  an  agreement  by  it  to  pay  to  the  City  of  Detroit  any  sum  of  money  lor 
which  the  city  may  become  liiible  from  or  by  reason  of  such  injury. 

Sec.  3.  All  poles  erected  undnr  such  permit  shall  be  firmly  set  in  the  ground 
next  to  and  within  the  curbstone,  so  as  to  cause  the  least  obstruction,  in  such  manner 
and  of  such  unifotm  height,  size,  color  and  material  as  shall  be  approved  or  desig- 
anted  by  the  Public  Lighting  Commission  and  the  Board  o(  Public  Works. 

Sec.  4.  All  operating  and  conducting  mains  and  wires  of  any  such  person,  persons 
or  corporation  shall  be  thoroughly  and  securely  insulated  with  a  material  of  sufficient 
thickness  and  durability  to  protect  them  from  abrasion  and  other  mechanical  injury, 
and  impervious  tc  water,  to  be  approved  Qy  the  Public  Lighting  Commission,  and 
when  laid  beneath  the  surface  of  the  ground,  all  conduits  shall  be  laid  in  streets  and 
avenues  in  a  line  parallel  with  the  curb  line  thereof,  at  such  distance  from  the  curb- 
stone, or  where  the  curbstone  should  be  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Board  of  Publir 
Works,  and  to  a  depth  not  exceeding  two  feet.  It  is  especially  required  that  all  ser- 
vice wire  used  by  such  person,  perscns  or  corporation  shall  be  connected  only  with 
a  main  laid  in  a  conduit  in  the  alley  or  at  the  ^ide  of  the  street  nearest  to  the  building 
into  which  it  is  desired  to  conduct  such  service  wires. 

Sec.  5.  Ai  least  twenty-four  hours  before  opening  or  excavating  in  any  street, 
alley  or  any  public  space  for  the  above  or  for  any  other  purpose,  said  person,  persons 
or  corporation  shall  notify  the  Board  of  Public  Works  in  writing  of  such  desire, 
stating  the  place  where  and  the  object  for  which  said  opening  is  to  be  made,  and 
obtain  the  permit  of  said  board,  and  in  the  opening  and  refilling  of  all  openings  and 
excavations  made  as  aforesaid,  the  relaying  of  the  pavementi  and  other  works  neces- 
sary to  the  complete  restoration  of  the  streets,  pavements,  sidewalks  or  ground  to 
equally  good  condition  as  when  disturbed,  the  ,?aid  person,  oersons  or  company  or  its 
servants  or  employes  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  or 
its  authorized  agents,  and  shall  promptly  comply  with  any  order  or  resolution  of 
said  board  or  its  agents,  or  of  the  Ccmmon  Council,  in  reference  thereto.  Nor  shall 
any  street,  avenue  or  public  space  be  allowed  to  remain  open  or  incumbered  for  a 
longer  period  than  shall  be  necessary  to  execute  the  work  for  which  the  same  has  been 
opened.  And  the  Board  of  Public  Works  or  the  Common  Council  may  determine  the 
question  of  such  necessity. 

The  earth  removed  in  making  such  excavation  shall  be  restored  and  the  pave- 
ment be  relaid  by  said  person  or  corporation  in  as  good  a  condition  as  before  the 
making  of  such  excavation,  and  thereafter  be  maintained  in  as  good  condition  as  the 
surrounding  pavement  until  the  street  or  alley  in  each  case  is  repaved.  No^excava- 
tion  in  any  street,  alley  or  public  place  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  open  or  said  street, 
alley  or  public  place  be  encumbered  for  a  longer  period  than  shall  be  necessary  to 
execute  the  work  for  which  the  same  is  made. 

The  cost  of  restoring  the  earth  or  otherwise,  arising  from  such  excavations  and 
the  laying  of  the  pavements  and  repairs  thereto,  caused  by  the  opening  of  any  such 
street,  alley  or  public  place,  shall  be  paid  by  said  person  or  corporation,  and  said 
work  shall  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  and  the 
expense  of  such  supervision  shall  be  paid  by  said  company,  on  presentation  of  bills. 
certified  by  said  board,  and  any  expense  to  which  the  city  shall  be  put  from  neglect 
of  said  company  or  its  employes  in  the  doing  of  any  work,  or  the  doing  of  the  same 
in  an  unworkmanlike  manner,  of  the  digging  of  ditches  or  lioles  and  erection  of  poles, 
or  restoring  the  earth  or  any  excavation,  or  relaying  or  replacing  of  any  pavement, 
shall  be  paid  in  like  manner  by  said  company  on  presentation  of  the  bills  of  cost  cer- 
tified by  said  board,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  person  or  corporation  in  each 
instance  to  piomptly  pay  all  bills  for  labor  and  material,  supervision,  etc.,  incurred  by 
the  Board  of  Public  Works  in  relaying  and  restoring  any  pavement  or  surface  dis- 
turbed by  said  person,  persons  or  corporation,  and  if  said  bills,  properly  certified  by 
the  Board  of  Public  Works,  remain  impaid  for  thp  space  of  thirty  {30)  days  after  the 
presentation  to  said  person  or  corporation,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Works  to  pay  over  to  the  credit  of  the  proper  fund  the  amount  of  any  bills 
so  remaining  unpaid  from  the  guaranty  money  deposited  by  said  person  or  corpora- 
tion with  said  board,  and  on  refusal,  neglect  or  failure  by  said  person,  persons  or  cor- 
poration to  make  such  guaranty  money  good  to  tls  full  extent  as  herein  Arst  named 
prior  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Common  Council,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  shall 
report  the  facts  in  the  case  to  the  Common  Council  for  such  action  by  the  latter  body 
as  is  permitted  or  deemed  proper  under  the  terms  of  the  ordinance.        .  '^"'-'^'^.Jl'^ 
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Sec,  6.  The  Public  Lighting  Commission  shall  have  the  supervision  of  the  con- 
struction of  all  electric  light  lines  of  wires  erected  in  pursuance  of  the  authority 
hereby  granted,  and  all  connections  made  in  any  public  building  or  buildings,  as  pro- 
vided by  chapter  13  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Detroit.  In  the  lines  of  wires  or  the 
laying  of  any  conduits  as  herein  provided,  said  Lighting  Commission  shall  prescribe  or 
determine  the  street  or  streets  in  which  it  shall  be  lawful  to  erect  or  construct  lines 
of  wires  above  ground,  and  no  peison  shall  erect  any  pole  or  train  any  wire  for  such 
lines  above  ground  in  any  street  or  highway  excepting  the  same  be  authorized  by  such 

Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  punished  by  3  fine 
not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  and  in  the  imposition  of  such  fine  the  court  may 
make  a  further  sentence  that  the  offender  be  imprisoned  in  the  Detroit  House  of 
Correction  unti!  such  fine  be  paid,  provided  the  term  of  imprisonment  shall  not  exceed 
the  period  of  six  months 

Sec.  7.  Any  permit  hereby  authorized  shall  not  become  operative  and  authorize 
the  construction  of  any  line  of  wires  above  ground  or  the  laying  of  any  conduits  until 
the  person  or  company  to  whom  th^  same  may  be  granted  shall  have  filed  with  the 
City  Controller  a  satisfactory  bond,  to  be  approved  by  the  Controller,  in  the  sum 
of  twenty  thot:sand  dollars,  conditioned  that  the  person  or  corporation  to  whom 
such  permit  is  granted  will  faithfully  comply  with  and  perform  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions of  this  ordinance;  and  such  persc^n  or  corporation  shall  also  have  deposited  and 
shall  keep  on  deposit  with  the  City  Treasurer  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  to  cover 
the  expense  of  the  replacing  of  the  earth  in  making  the  repairs  to  pavements  re- 
quired to  be  relaid  by  such  person  or  company  under  the  provision  of  this  ordinance, 
and  as  a  guarantee  for  the  prompt  payment  of  any  bills  for  such  work  presented  by 
the  Board  of  Public  Works  such  deposit  shall  be  kept  good  to  the  amount  of  two 
hundred  dollars,  and  on  failure  to  keep  the  same  good  to  that  amount  such  permit 
shall  become  void. 

Sec.  8.  In  addition  to  all  usual  and  ordinary  taxes  and  general  or  special  assess- 
ments for  which  any  such  person,  persons  or  corporation  shall  be  liable,  he  or  it 
shall  annually  on  the  first  day  of  July  pay  to  the  City  of  Detroit,  as  part  ol  the  con- 
sideration for  the  rights  herein  conferred,  the  annual  sum  of  one  dollar  for  each 
pole  erected  and  maintained  by  it,  and  also  the  sum  of  $5  per  annum  for  each  and 
every  mile  of  wire  operated  and  maintained  by  it,  computation  thereof  to  be  based 
upon  each  strand  of  wire,  whether  above  or  below  the  surface  of  the  ground,  said 
sum  to  be  paid  to  the  City  of  Detroit  for  the  first  year  ot  portion  of  a  year  within  one 
month  after  the  construction  and  erection  ofsuch  poles,  and  annually  thereafter  on 
the  first  day  ol  July  in  each  and  every  year  in  .idvance.  And  the  bond  mentioned 
above  in  section  7  shall  be  further  conditioned  for  the  payment  of  said  sums. 

Sec.  9.  Whenever  the  Public  Lighting  Commission  shall  deem  it  for  the  public 
interest  they  may  require,  as  a  condition  to  the  issuing  of  any  permit,  that  the  wires 
shall  be  laid  in  the  public  conduits,  and  if  any  wires  shall  be  strung  on  poles  along 
any  highway,  and  public  conduits  shall  afterwards  be  laid  therein,  said  commission 
may  require  the  wires  so  strung  upon  poks  to  be  taken  down  and  put  in  the  public 
conduit;  and  upon  any  refusal  to  do  so,  may  remove  the  same.  Said  commission 
may  prescribe  the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which  the  public  conduits  shall  be 
used  for  such  purpose. 

Sec.  10.  Any  rights  acquired  under  any  such  permit  shall  cease  whenever  the 
Common  Council  shall  so  direct,  and  all  poles  and  wires  shall  thereupon  be  removed 
at  the  expense  of  the  person  or  corporation  erecting  or  controlling  the  same. 

Sec.  II.  When  any  wires  erected  under  any  such  permit  shall  interfere  with  any 
wires  ot  the  Public  Lighting  Commission,  or  with  any  telephone  or  telegraph  wires  of 
the  Fire  Commission  or  of  the  Police  Department,  the  Public  Lighting  Commission 
may  direct  the  removal  of  the  same,  or  such  alterations  in  relation  thereto  as  will 
obviate  or  prevent  such  interference.  When  any  person  or  corporation  shall  have 
erected  a  pole  on  any  portion  of  n  street,  it  shall  be  subject  to  the  condition  that  the 
Public  Lighting  Commission  may  authorize  other  persons  to  whom  such  permits  may 
be  granted,  to  use  such  pole  already  erected,  and  Upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as

AN  ORDINANCE  to  protect  thu  Public  Lighting  System. 

Ii  is  hereby  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  of  Detroit: 

Section  i.  That  no  person  shall  cut,  break,  injure,  deface  or  destroy  any  building. 
engine,  boiler,  dynamo  or  other  machinery  or  appliances,  poles,  lamp  posts,  towers, 
wires  or  conduits  erected  or  constructed  for  the  public  lighting  system  of  the  city  of 
Detroit. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  open  or  tamper  with  any  manholes  or  handholes  or  any 
vault  or  junction  box  connected  with  the  conduits  of  the  public  lighting  system,  nor 
shall  any  person,  association,  corporation,  or  company  attempt  to  place  or  place  any 
wires  in  said  conduits,  or  upon  the  poles  of  said  system  without  permission  in  writing 
from  the  Public  Lighting  Commission. 

Sec.  3.  No  person,  associatioi,  corporation  or  comp:iny  shall  post,  paint,  impress 
or  in  any  way  afnx  to  any  pole  connected  v/ilh  the  public  lighting  system  of  said  city, 
or  any  box,  lamp  post,  lower,  wire  or  other  appliance  connected  therewith,  any 
placard,  sign,  notice  or  announcement  of  any  kind,  or  cause  or  allow  any  kite  or 
other  obstruction  to  become  entangled  with  the  wires,  or  apparatus  of  said  system. 

Sec.  4.  Any  violation  of  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  and  costs;  and  in  the  imposition  of  any  fine 
the  court  may  make  a  further  sentence  that  the  offender  may  be  imprisoned  in  the 
Detroit  House  of  Coirection  until  the  payment  thereof,  for  any  ptriod  not  exceeding 
six  months. 

Sec.  S.     This  ordinance  shall  take  immediate  effect.

Section  1.  That  the  City  Hall,  Municipal  Court  building,  all  Police  Stations.  Fire 
Engine  Houses,  House  of  Correction,  all  public  school  buildings  and  all  other  build- 
ings occupied  by  any  oi  the  several  boards  or  commissions  forming  part  of  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  City  of  Detroit  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  declared  to  be  public 
buildings. 

Sec,  z,  h  shall  be  the  di'.ly  of  the  Public  Lighting  Commission  to  furnish  the 
electrical  current  required  for  the  proper  lighting  of  al!  public  buildings.  Any  electric 
current  supplied  by  the  said  commission  may  be  used  in  said  buildings  for  the  driving 
of  ventilating  fans  or  other  similar  appliances. 

Sec,  3.  During  the  remainder  of  the  present  fiscal  year  the  expense  of  furnishing 
such  electrical  current  shall  be  paid  as  heretofore  by  the  Common  Council  or  by  the 
several  boards  and  commissions  uiing  the  same,  but  the  Public  Lighting  Commission 
shall  Include  In  their  estimates  hereafter  the  expense  of  such  lighting  of  all  public 
buildings  or  such  of  them  as  the  board  or  commission  in  charge  thereof  shall  require 
to  be  lighted. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  any  new  public  building  shall  be  constructed  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  board  of  commission  in  charge  thereof  to  submit  the  plans  therefor  to  the 
Public  Lighting  Commission,  and  the  said  commission  shall  give  such  instructions  as 
it  may  deem  proper  and  necessary  to  insure  the  proper  and  safe  wiring  of  such  build- 
ings and  to  supervise  the  same.

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An  OrdinuKe  to  Rc^kU  Electric  Wiring  and  the  Um  of  EkctrtcUy. 

It  is  herebj  ordained  by  the  People  of  Ihe  City  of  Detroit: 

Section  i.  The  Public  Lighting  Commission  of  tlie  Cily  of  Detroit  shall  as- 
sume the  supeivision  of  the  patting  in  of  all  electric  wiring,  connections  and  appar- 
atus, in  or  on  any  building  in  tlic  C'ty  of  Detroit,  and  shall  establish  rules  and  reg- 
ulations to  which  all  electrical  equipments  hereafter  erected  or  used  within  the  City 
of  Detroit  shall  ccnfoim. 

Sec.  a.  The  Public  Lighting  Commission  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  Commou 
Council,  employ  a  sulheient  number  of  competent  electricians,  not  exceeding  three, 
as  inspectors,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  each  cleclrical  equipment  hereaftfi 
erected  and  make  a  detailed  report  of  same  to  said  Commission  as  to  whether  it  is  in 
compliance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Commission,  and  a  record  of  all 
such  reports  made  by  said  inspt^tnrs  shall  be  kept  on  tile  in  the  ofhce  of  said  Commis- 
sion, and  when  an  equipment  is  found  to  conform  to  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted, 
the  said  Commission'  shall  issue  a  certificate  in  duplicate  that  the  terms  of  this  ordi- 
nance have  been  complied  with,  but  no  such  certificate  shall  be  granted  until  the 
equipment  is  made  to  conform  to  the  rules  prescribed  herein,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful 
to  use  any  such  electrical  equipment  or  to  furnish  electrical  current  or  currents  for 
the  same  until  certificate  has  been  furnished  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  this 
ordinance,  and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  said  Commission. 

Sec.  3.  No  person,  firm  or  corporation,  shall  equip  any  building  with  wiring  or 
apparatus,  or  make  any  alteration  of.  change  in.  or  addition  to  any  electrical  wiring  or 
apjjaratiis,  without  first  notif.ving  the  Pnblic  L'ghting  Commission  in  writing  and 
giving  a  general  description  of  the  work  to  be  done,  so  that  ample  opportunity  for 
inspection  may  be  had,  and  receiving  a  written  permit  to  do  the  work  described,  and 
such  equipment,  alteration,  change  or  addition  shall  be  done  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Public  Lighting  Commission,  who  shall  issue  a  certificate  in  like  manner  as  provided 
in  section  two  hertin. 

Sec.  4.  The  Public  Lighting  Commission  shall  have  the  right  and  power,  and 
it  shall  be  their  duty  to  cause  al!  electrical  wires  and  apparatus  in  or  on  any  buitding 
in  the  City  of  Detroit  to  be  inspected  from  time  to  time,  in  order  to  ascertain  whether 
the  electrical  wiring  or  apparatus  is  in  any  respect  dangerous  to  life  or  property,  and 
if  any  part  of  said  electric  wires  or  apparatus  shall  be  found  dangerous  to  life  or  prop- 
erty, the  Public  Lighting  Commission  shall  notify  the  owners  of  the  building 
or  equipments  to  cease  using  the  electric  current  in  such  dangerous  equipments;  to 
have  the  defects  in  said  equipments  repaired  within  a  reasonable  time,  not  exced- 
ing  ten  days  from  date  of  notice.  The  Public  Lighting  Commission  shall  also  give 
notice  to  the  company  furnishing  thp  electric  current  to  any  such  dangerous  equip- 
ment to  cease  to  supply  the  same  untiT  the  defects  therein  are  repaired,  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  such  company,  immediately  upon  receipt  of  such  notice,  to  cease  to 
supply  the  electric  current  to  any  such  dangerous  equipment  until  such  defects  are 
repaired. 

Sec.  5,  When,  upon  application  inspection  is  made  of  the  wiring  or  equipment 
in  any  building  in  this  city,  the  company  or  person  installing  such  equipment  sTial!.

For  inspection  of  electrical  apparatus  for  which  no  fee  is  herein  prescribed,  and 
for  the  re-inspection  of  electrical  installations,  as  provided  in  section  4,  hereof,  and 
for  the  inspection  of  temporary  installations  for  decorative,  advertising  or  theatrical 
purposes,  the  Public  Lighting  Commission  may  prescribe  a  fee  of  not  exceeding  sev- 
enty-five cents  (7Sc)  per  hour,  lor  the  lime  actually  consumed  by  each  inspector  in 
making  the  inspection,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Public  Lighting  Commission  to 
turn  all  monev  received  under  this  ordinance  into  the  Public  Lighting  fund  of  the 
City  of  Detroit.  * 

When  a  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  be  found  to  have  intentionally  or  neg- 
ligently violated  any  of  the  rules  and  regulation?  established  by  the  Public  Lighting 
Commission,  under  this  ordinance,  or  when  through  any  fault  of  the  person,  firm  or 
corporation  doing  the  work,  it  ij  necessary  to  make  extra  inspection  of  tlie  work, 
the  Public  Lighting  Commission  shall  have  the  power  to  charge  for  such  extra 
inspection,  a  fee  not  to  exceed  seventy-five  cents  per  hour  for  the  time  actually  con- 
sumed by  each  inspector  in  making  the  inspection. 

Sec.  6.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  who  shall  do  or  attempt  to  do  electrical 
construction  work  whether  original  work  or  alterations  without  giving  notice  in  writ- 
ing to  the  Public  Light  Commission,  and  obtaining  a  permit  to  do  such  work,  shall 
upon  conviction  thereof  be  fined  in  the  sum  of  not  less  than  $20  nor  more  than  $100 
for  each  ofTense,  and  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  who  shall  violate  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  for  which  a  penalty  is  not  herein  otherwise  provided, 
and  any  occupant  or  owner  of  premises  where  electric  wiring  or  apparatus  is  used  or 
to  be  used,  who  shall  refuse  to  allow,  or  shall  prevent  or  interfere  with  any  inspector 
in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  under  this  ordinance,  he  or  they  shall  upon  conviction 
for  each  offense,  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $100, 
in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  and  in  the  imposition  of  any  fine  or  costs,  the  court 
may  impose  a  further  sentence  that  the  offender  be  imprisoned  in  the  Detroit  Hojse 
of  Correction  until  the  payment  thereof,  providing  that  the  term  of  such  imprison- 
ment shall  not  exceed  three  months. 

Sec,  7.  This  ordinance  shall  not  be  construed  to  relieve  from  or  lessen  the 
responsibility  of  any  party  owning,  operating,  controlling  or  installing  any  electrical 
equipment  for  damages  to  anyone  injured  by  any  detect  therein,  nor  shall  the  city 
be  held  as  assuming  any  such  liability  by  reason  of  the  inspection  authorized  herein 
or  certificates  issued. 

Sec.  8.    This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  and  after  August  1,  1896.

An  Ordiiiuice  to  Rc^iite  Electric  Wirinj  and  the  Um  of  Electricity. 

It  is  hereby  ordained  by  the  People  of  ihe  City  of  Detroit; 

Section  1.  That  the  Public  LiRhtiiig  Commission  of  the  City  of  Detroit  shall 
nine  wiremen  seeking  to  engage  in  that  vocation  (the  term  wiremeo 
trd  docs  hereby  designate  and  refer  to  Ihos  who  string,  train  or  place 
electric  wire  on  the  inside  of  buildings,  and  not  to  apply  to  linemen,  or  those  engaged 
in  stringing,  training  or  placing  wire  on  the  outside  of  buildings  or  structures),  as  to 
their  ability  10  do  such  electrical  woik,  upon  written  application  for,  and  who  apply 
in  person  lor  examination,  and  to  such  as  pass  said  examination  to  the  s&tJGfac-- 
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tion  of  the  Public  Lighting  Commission,  a  permit  in  accordance  therewith  shall 
be  issued  by  the  said  Lighting  Commission;  said  permit  shall  be  issued  in  the  form 
of  a  badge,  which  said  badge  shall  be  worn  in  a  conspicuous  place  on  the 
person  of  such  wireman  or  eiectiical  worker  while  he  is  engaged  in  doing 
any  manner  of  electric  wiling  or  while  engaged  in  making  repairs  to  elec- 
trical wire  or  fixtures  in  any  building  or  structure  in  said  City  of  Detroit.  And 
it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  engage  in  doing  any  manner  of  electrical  wiring 
or  repairs  to  electric  wire  or  fixtures,  in  any  building  without  such  badge  conspicuous- 
ly displayed  on  his  person  while  engaged  in  such  work.  Any  wireman  or  electrical 
worker  (not  including  linemen)  who  fails  to  confor-n  !n  every  respect  to  the  rules 
prescribed  by  this  oidinunce,  or  who  loans  or  transfers  his  badge  to  another,  does 
thereby  revoke  his  permit,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  inspector  of  the  Public 
Lighting  Commission  to  take  up  and  suspend  said  person  to  whom  said  badge  has 
been  issued  and  report  same  to  the  Public  Lighting  Commission,  who  shall  give  said 
person  a  hearing,  and  it  shall  be  optional  with  the  said  commission  to  renew  or  revoke 
the  said  permit  until  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  complied  with. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  individual,  firm  or  corporation  to  string  or 
place  any  bare  grounded  wire,  such  as  telegraoh  or  telephone  wires,  on  the  same  pole, 
stanchion  or  upright,  with  high  potential  wires,  without  senarating  said  wires  carry' 
ing  high  potential  currents  from  said  bare  grounded  wires  by  a  distance  of  at  least 
eight  feet  in  the  clear.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  individual,  firm  or  corporalion, 
quasi  municipal  or  otherwise,  to  remove  said  bare  wires  to  conform  to  this  ordinance 
as  herein  provided,  witliin  ninety  days  from  date  of  service  of  notice  to  separate  said 
wires  given  by  the  Public  Lighting  Commission  or  its  duly  appointed  agent.  High 
potential  wires  in  this  ordinance  being  wires  carrying  currents  of  three  hundred 
volts  or  over. 

Sec.  3.  If  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  individual,  firm  or  corporation  to  encase, 
cover  or  introduce  any  wire,  carrying  electrical  current  into  any  iron  pipe  or  any 
metallic  electrical  conducting  material,  affixed  to  any  wooden  pole,  stanchion  or  up- 
right, which  shall  extend  nearer  than  eight  feet  from  the  lowest  cross-arm  on  said 
wooden  pole,  stanchion  or  upright;  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  expose  any  electrical 
wire  without  such  insulation  in  any  manner  which  shall  form  a  connection  or  circuit 
with  the  earth  in  such  manner  as  to  be  dangerous  or  injurious  to  life  or  health.  This 
provision  not  to  apply  or  prevent  the  encasement  of  said  wires  in  any  non-conducting 
substance  or  material  such  as  wood,  etc. 

Sec.  4  It  shall  be  the  doty  of  any  company  stringing  bare  wires  wherever  said 
wires  cross  trolley  wires,  to  provide  safe  and  suitable  insulation  for  all  such  bare  wires 
at  such  crossings  where  in  case  of  breakage  said  wires  would  come  in  contact  with 
the  aforesaid  trolley  wires. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Public  Lighting  Commission,  upon  complaint 
of  any  citizen,  to  examine  or  cause  to  be  examined  any  dangerously  exposed  electrical 
wires,  and  to  notify  the  individual,  firm  or  corporation  owning  or  controlling  the  said 
exposed  wire  of  its  dangerous  condition,  and  to  have  the  same  remedied  at  once,  and 
made  safe,  and  upon  the  failure  of  such  individual,  firm  or  corporation  to  remedy  and 
make  safe  said  dangerously  exposed  wire,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  PuhUc 
Lighting  Commission  to  cause  a  complaint  to  be  made  for  a  breach  of  this  ordinance 
and  to  prosecute  the  said  individual,  firm  or  corporation  tor  such  breach;  and  any 
refusal  or  neglect  to  remedy  said  dangerously  exposed  wire,  after  due  and  proper 
notice  from  the  said  Lighting  Commission,  shall  subject  the  individual,  firm  or  cor- 
poration owning  or  controlling  the  same  to  a  fine  or  imprisonment. 

Sec,  6.  Ail  day  circuits,  exceptinjr  sire 
rents  shall  be  designated  by  «ome  maVk  o 
each  insulator  designate  the  same  as  such. 

Sec.  ?.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  individual,  firm  or  corporation  to  remove  from 
any  building,  structure  or  pole  all  dead  wires,  which  arc  not  actually  in  use,  within 
thirty  days  from  notice  given  by  the  Public  Lighting  Commission, 

Any  breach  of  this  ordinance  shall  subject  the  offender  to  a  fine  of  not  exceeding 
two  hundred  dollars,  or  to  imprisonment  for  a  period  of  not  exceeding  sixty  days, 
and  each  subsequent  breach  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  a  separate  offense,  and 
shall  be  so  punishable.

It  is  hereby  ordained  by  the  people  of  the  Citv  of  Detroit: 

Section  i.  Any  person  or  corporation  may  aooly  to  and  receive  a  permit  from 
the  Public  Lighting  Commission,  to  lay  conduits,  erect  poles  and  place  thereon  or 
therein  wires  or  other  conductors  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  telephone,  telegraph 
and  electric  lightine  or  other  service  wires  to  any  person  or  persons  desiring  the 
same,  and  within  the  district  to  be  designated  in  the  aitulication  to  be  made  for  such 
permit.  Said  Public  Lighting  Commission  is  hereby  authorized  to  grant  such  per- 
mits for  the  laying  of  conduits,  erection  of  poles,  placing  of  wires  therein  or  thereon 
in  the  streets,  alleys  or  other  pubhc  places  in  the  city,  subject,  however,  to  the  con- 
ditions and  restrictions  imposed  by  this  ordinance  and  all  other  general  ordinances 
now  in  force  or  which  may  hereafter  be  adonted  concernin-  the  same. 

Sec,  2.  The  person  or  corporation,  to  whom  such  permit  shall  be  granted,  shall 
do  no  injury  to  any  street,  avenue,  alley,  lane,  park  or  nublic  square  or  to  any  shade 
trees,  or  in  any  any  manner  disturb  or  interfere  with  any  water  or  gas  pipes  or  with 
any  public  or  private  sewer  now  or  hereafter  laid  or  constructed  by  any  authorized 
person,  persons  or  corporations  or  the  wires  and  conduits  of  any  telephone,  telegraph 
or  electric  lighting  or  street  railway  company  or  of  the  Police,  Fire,  or  Lighting 
Commissions,  and  shall  (ullf  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  city  of  Detroit  from 
any  and  all  claims  or  damages  for  which  said  city  might  be  made  or  become  liable 
to  pay  by  reason  of  the  construction,  maintaining  or  repairing  or  operating  of  said 
poles,  conduits,  wires  or  other  conductors,  or  any  apparatus  connected  therewith  or 
otherwise  arising  from  the  use  or  the  possession  of  the  rights  and  privileges  granted 
or  from  any  neglect  on  the  part  of  said  corporation  or  person  or  its  or  his  emplojres 
to  comply  with  any  of  the  ordinances  of  the  city  of  Detroit,  and  especially  shall  in- 
demnify the  city  against  and  assume  all  liabilities  and  damages  which  may  arise. 
come  or  occur  to  the  city  of  Detroit  from  any  injury  to  persons  or  property  from  the 
doing  of  any  work  herein  mentioned,  or  the  neglect  of  any  person,  or  company,  or  us 
employes,  to  comply  with  any  ordinance  relative  to  the  use  of  streets  or  other  public 
places,  especially  as  to  the  putting  up  of  lights  or  barrier^  at  or  around  excavations 
and  the  acceptance  by  the  person,  persons  or  corporations  of  such  permit  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  an  agreement  by  it  to  pay  to  the  city  of  Detroit  any  sum  of  money 
for  which  the  city  may  become  liable  from  or  by  reason  of  such  injury. 

Sec.  3.  All  poles  erected  under  such  permit  shall  be  firmly  set  in  the  grotind 
and  in  streets  next  10  and  within  the  curbstone,  so  as  to  cause  the  least  obstruction 
in  such  manner,  and  of  such  uniform  height,  size,  color  and  material  as  shall  be  ap' 
proved  by  the  Public  Lighting  Commission  and  the  Board  of  Public  Works;  the 
number  of  cross-arms,  minimum  distances  same  from  the  surface  of  the  street,  the 
proximity  of  dilTerent  wires  to  each  oilier,  their  arrangement,  including  guy  wires, 
etc..  to  be  approved  by  the  Public  Lighting  Commission, 

Sec.  4.  All  operalinji  and  conducting  mains  and  wires  of  any  such  person,  per- 
sons or  corporation  shall  be  thoroughly  and  securely  insulated  with  a  material  of 
sufficient  thickness  and  durability  to  be  not  easily  abraded  or  injured  mechanically, 
and  impervious  to  water,  where  deemed  necessary  by  the  t'ubiic  Lighting  Commis- 
sion, and  to  be  approved  by  the  Public  Lighting  Commission.  All  conduits  shall  be 
laid  in  streets  and  avenues  in  a  line  parallel  with  the  curb  line  thereof  at  such  dis- 
tance from  the  curbstone,  or  where  the  curbstone  should  be.  as  shall  be  designated  by 
the  Board  of  Public  Works,  and  to  a  depth  to  be  designated  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Works.  It  is  especially  required  that  all  service  wires  used  by  siicli  person,  persons 
or  corporation  shall  be  connected  only  with  a  main  laid  in  a  conduit  in  the  alley  or 
at  the  side  of  the  street  nearest  to  the  building  into  which  it  is  desired  to  conduct 

Sec.  5.  At  least  twenty-four  hours  before  opening  or  excavating  in  any  street 
alley  or  any  public  space  for  the  above  or  (or  any  other  purpose,  said  person,  persons  or 
corporation  shall  notify  the  Board  of  Public  Works  in  writing  of  such  desire,  slating 
the  place  where,  and  the  object  for  which  such  opening  is  to  be  made,  and  obtain  the 
permit  of  said  Board,  and  in  the  opening  and  refilling  of  all  openings  and  excavations 
made  as  aforesaid,  the  relaying  of  the  pavement  and  other  work  necessary  to  the 
complete  restoration  of  the  street,  pavement,  sidewalks  or  grounds  to  equally  good 
condition  as  when  disturbed,  the  said  person,  persons  or  corporation,  or  tfsseW^t- 


or  employes,  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  or  its 
atilhorized  agents,  and  shall  promptly  comply  with  any  order  or  resolution  of  said 
Board  or  its  agents,  or  the  Common  Council  in  reference  thereto,  nor  shall  any  street, 
avenue  or  public  place  be  allowed  to  remain  open  or  incumbered  for  a  longer  period 
than  shall  be  necessary  to  execute  the  work  tor  which  the  same  has  been  opened, 
and  (he  Board  of  Public  Works,  or  the  Common  Council,  may  determine  the  question 
of  such  necessity. 

The  earth  removed  in  making  such  excavation  shall  be  restored  and  the  pave- 
ment be  relaid  by  such  person,  persons  or  corporation  in  as  good  a  condition  as 
before  the  making  of  such  excavation,  and  thereafter  be  maintained  in  as  good  a  con- 
dition as  the  surrounding  pavement,  until  the  street  or  alley  in  each  case  is  repaved. 
No  excavation  in  any  street,  or  alley  or  public  place  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  open, 
or  said  street,  alley  or  public  place  be  incumbered  for  a  longer  period  than  it  shall 
be  necessary  to  execute  the  work  for  which  the  same  is  made. 

The  cost  of  restoring  the  earth  or  other  cost  arising  from  such  excavations  and 
the  relaying  of  the  pavement,  and  the  repairs  thereto  caused  by  the  opening  of  any 
such  street,  alley  or  public  place  shall  be  at  the  expense  of  said  person,  prsons  or 
corporation,  and  said  work  shall  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Pub- 
lic Worka,  and  the  expense  ol  ludi  iupervision  shall  be  paid  by  said  company  on 
presentation  oF  bills  certified  by  said  board,  and  any  expense  to  which  the  city  shall 
be  put  from  the  neglect  of  said  company  or  its  employes  in  the  doing  of  any  work, 
or  the  doing  of  the  same  in  any  unworkmanlike  manner,  of  the  digging  of  ditches  or 
holes  and  erection  of  poles,  or  restoring  the  earth  or  any  excavation,  or  relaying  or 
replacing  oi  any  pavement,  shall  be  paid  in  like  manner  by  said  company  on  presenta- 
tion of  the  bill  of  costs  certified  by  said  Board  of  Public  Works.  And  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  person,  persons  or  corporation  in  each  instance  to  promptly  pay  all  bills 
for  labor  and  material,  supervision,  etc.,  incurred  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  in 
relaying  and  restoring  any  pavement  or  surface  disturbed  by  said  person,  persons  or 
corporation,  and  if  said  bills  properly  certified  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  remain 
unpaid  for  the  space  of  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  presentation  to  said  person,  persons 
or  corporation,  it  shall  be  the  duly  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  to  pay  over  to  the 
credit  of  the  proper  fund  the  amount  of  any  bills  so  remaining  unpaid  from  the  guar- 
antee money  deposited  by  said  person,  persons  or  corporation  with  said  Board,  and 
on  refusal,  neglect  or  failure  by  such  person,  persons  or  corporation  to  make  such 
guaranty  money  good  to  its  full  extent  as  herein  first  named,  prior  to  the  next  meet- 
ing of  the  Common  Council,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  report  the  facts  in  the 
case  to  the  Common  Council  for  such  action  by  the  latter  body  as  is  permitted  or 
deemed  proper  under  the  terms  of  the  ordinance. 

See.  6.  The  Public  Lighting  Commission  shall  have  the  supervision  of  the  con- 
struction of  all  lines  of  wire  erected  in  pursuance  of  the  authority  hereby  granted, 
and  all  connections  made  with  any  building  or  .buildings.  In  the  stringing  of  line  of 
wires  or  the  laying  of  any  conduits  as  herein  provided,  said  Lighting  Commission 
shall  prescribe  and  determine  the  street  or  streets  in  which  it  shall  be  lawful  to  erect 
or  construct  lines  of  wires  above  ground  and  lay  conduits  in  the  ground,  and  no  per- 
son shall  erect  any  pole  or  train  any  wire  for  such  lines  above  or  in  the  ground  in 
any  .'itreet.  alley  or  highway,  excepting  the  same  be  authorized  by  such  permit.  Any 
person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  ex- 
ceeding five  hundred  dollars,  and  in  the  imposition  of  such  fine  the  court  may  make 
a  further  sentence  that  the  oflender  be  imprisoned  in  the  Detroit  House  of  Correc- 
,tion  until  such  fine  be  paid;  provided,  the  term  of  imprisonment  shall  not  exceed  the 
period  of  six  months. 

Sec,  7.  Any  permit  hereby  authorized  shall  not  become  operative  and  authorize 
the  construction  of  any  line  of  wires  above  ground,  or  the  laying  of  any  conduits 
until  the  person,  persons  or  corporation  to  whom  the  same  may  be  granted,  shall 
have  filed  with  the  City  Controller  a  satisfactory  bond,  to  be  approved  by  the  Con- 
troller, in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000),  conditioned  that  the 
person,  persons  or  corporation  to  whom  such  permit  is  granted  will  faithfully  comply 
with  and  perform  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  ordinance,  and  such  person  or 
corporation  shall  also  have  deposited  and  shall  keep  on  deposit  with  the  City  Treas- 
urer the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00),  to  cover  the  exepense  of  the  replacing 
of  the  earth  in.  making  the  repairs  to  pavements  required  to  be  relaid  by  such  person 
or  company  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  as  a  guarantee  for  the  prompt 
payment  of  any  bills  for  such  work  presented  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works.  Such 
deposit  shall  be  kept  good  to  the  amount  of  two  hundred  dollars,  and  on  failultjj^ 
keep  the  same  good  to  that  amount,  such  permit  shall  become  void.  ~  O 
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Sec.  8.  Whenever  the  Public  Lighting  Commission  shall  deem  it  for  the  public 
interest  they  may  require  as  a  condition  to  the  issuing  of  any  permit  thai  the  wire^ 
shall  be  laid  in  the  public  conduits,  and  if  any  wires  shall  be  strung  on  poles  along 
any  highway  and  public  conduits  shall  afterwards  be  laid  therein,  said  commission 
may  require  the  wires  so  strung  upon  poles  to  be  taken  down  and  in  their  stead  suit- 
able wires  put  in  the  public  conduit,  and  upon  any  refusal  to  do  so  may  remove  the 
same.  Said  commission  may  prescribe  Che  terms  and  conditions  upon  which  the 
public  conduits  shall  be  used  for  such  purpose. 

Sec.  g.  Any  rights  acquired  under  any  such  permit  shall  cease  whenever  the 
Common  Council  shall  so  direct,  and  all  poles  and  wires  shall  thereupon  be  removed 
at  the  expense  of  the  person,  persons  or  corporation  erecting  or  controlling  the  same. 

Sec.  10.  When  any  wires  erected  under  any  such  permit  shall  interfere  with 
any  wires  of  the  Public  Lighting  Commission,  or  with  any  telephone  or  telegraph 
wires  of  the  Fire  Commission  or  of  the  Police  Department  or  other  public  service 
wires,  the  Public  Lighting  Commission  may  direct  the  removal  o(  the  same,  or  such 
alterations  in  relation  thereto  as  will  obviate  or  prevent  such  interference.  When  any 
person  or  corporation  shall  have  erected  a  pole  on  any  portion  of  the  street  or  alley 
it  shall  be  subject  to  the  conditions  that  the  Public  Lighting  Commission  may  author- 
ize other  persons  or  corporations  to  whom  such  permits  may  be  granted  Co  use  such 
pole  already  erected  and  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  Public  Lighting 
Commission  may  direct. 

The  Public  Lighting  Commission  may  require  that  all  polee  shall  be  used  to  their 
maximum  capacity  and  the  lines  thereon  so  distributed  as  to  obtain  such  result.  The 
Public  Lighting  Commission  may  require  any  person,  persons  or  corporation  occupy- 
ing a  certain. right  of  way  with  line  or  lines  of  poles  of  insufficient  capacity  to  accom- 
modate the  requirements  of  that  locality  to  replace  said  poles  with  such  other  poles 
as  may  be  approved  by  the  Pi^blic  Lighting  Commission,

Fifteen  disabled  horses  were 
sold  for  S905.00  and  seven  died  from  various  causes,  leaving 
forty-five  horses  in  possession  of  the  commission  on  June  30, 
1901.

1900.  Eighteen  of  the  resident  architects  signifii-d  their 
intention  to  enter  the  competition  for  the  designs  of  ihe  j>ro- 
posed  building  under  the  code  prepared  for  the  purpose  by  a 
committee  from  the  Michigan  Chapter  of  the  American  Insii- 
tute  of  Architects  who  worked  in  conjunction  with  the  Ci>m- 
missioners  of  Parks  and  Boulevards.     However,  on  Oit.'iiir 
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15,  1900,  the  date  of  the  closings  of  the  competition,  but  eigfht 
designs  were  submitted  and  the  custodian,  M.  P.  Hurlbut, 
shipped  them,  unopened,  to  the  jury  selected  to  pass  upon  them, 
which  met  in  New  York  City,  at  the  Hotel  Cadillac,  October 
17, 1900.     The  jury  was  composed  of  the  following:  gentlemen:

The  report  of  the  jury,  signed  by  each  member  thereof 
and  dated  October  18,  1900,  is  as  follows  : 

"  We  have  the  honor  herewith  to  submit  our  report  in  the 
matter  of  the  competition  for  the  proposed  aquat;ium  and 
horticultural  building  to  be  erected  on  Belle  Isle  Park  in  the 
Citv  of  Detroit. 
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"Of  the  eig'ht  desig'ns  submitted  for  our  inspection,  we 
find  No.  1  to  be  distinctly  the  best. 

"  The  three  designs  which  we  find  to  be  next  in  order  of 
merit  are  Nos.  S,  7  and  2. 

"In  our  judgment,  any  one  of  the  four  desig'ns  above 
mentioned  can  be  constructed  within  the  appropriation  of 
$100,000."

At  the  present  time,  Mason  &  Kahn,  successors  to  Nettle- 
ton  &  Kahn,  are  perfecting  the  plans  and  specifications  for 
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the  proposed  combined  building  and  each  of  the  other  above 
mentioned  architects  was  awarded  $200.00  in  accordance  with 
the  code  of  competition,  and  the  jurors  were  each  paid  $150.00 
for  professional  services. 

There    have     been    two    permanent    b r i d  g' e s 

built  on  this  park  during  the  past  fiscal  year, 

the  material  being  stone  and  steel ;  the  larger 

bridge,  known  as  No.  10,  being  located  on  Picnic  Way  near 

The  Strand,  spanning  the   canal  at  its  entrance  into  Lake

Takoma,  the  contract  price  of  the  bridge  being  $5,800.00, 
The  other  bridge,  known  as  No.  12,  is  located  on  The  Strand 
at  the  south  side  of  Belle  Isle  Park,  spanning  the  south  inlet 
to  Nashua  Canal,  the  contract  price  being  $3,000. 

The  plank  roadways  of  bridges  Nos.  2  and  7  have  been 
replaced  by  expanded  metal  and  concrete. 
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The  roadways  commencing'  at  Belle  Isle  casino  were  re- 
surfaced east  to  nearly  Inselruhe  avenue. 

The  Belle  Isle  bridge  approach  has  been  ornamented  and 
improved,  which  adds  much  to  the  attractiveness  of  this 
portion  of  Belle  Isle  Park.

The  south  inlet  to  Nashua  Canal  and  the  inlet  to  Lake 
Okonoka  has  been  dredged,  also  Lake  Takoma  has  been 
deepened  as  far  as  the  money  appropriated  would  allow, 
some  $4,000  being  required  to  complete  the  work.     However, 
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much  benefit  is  derived  from  the  work  already  done  as  is 
shown  in  Lake  Takoma  and  Loop  Canal. 

A  new  wooden  footbridgfe  was  built  across  the  canal  at 
the  boat-house,  the  old  one  being  dangerous. 

Three  ornamental  sanitary  ice-water  drinking;  fountains 
were  constructed  in  the  picnic  grounds,  and  this  work  should 
be  continued  from  time  to  time  until  all  the  unsanitary  water 
tanks  have  been  replaced  bv  new  and  healthful  drinking 
places.

The  zoological  department  has  received  its  due  share  of 
improvements.  A  new  fence  has  been  erected  around  the 
lagoons.  A  coonery  has  been  added  thereto  which  has 
proven  to  be  quite  an  attraction.  The  collection  of  animals 
has  been  increased  by  the  addition  of  three  fine  specimens  of 
the  polar  bear.  They  were  captured  in  Greenland  in  1895. 
Two  moose  have  also  been  placed  in  the  collection.  There 
are  on  exhibition  in  the  zoological  department:  aligators, 
buffalo ;  polar,  grizzly  and  black  bears  ;  badgers  ;  India 
silky  and  frizzy  chickens  ;  ducks,  of  various  kinds  ;  Virginia 
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deer,  bald  and  golden  eag^les,  elk  and  moose,  wild  and  Poland 
geese,  blue  heron,  Canadian  lynx,  ostriches,  owls  of  various 
species,  prairie  dogs ;  silver,  Amherst,  ringneck,  golden  and 
Mongolian  pheasants ;  pea  fowls,  several  varieties  of  pigeons, 
raccoons,  English  hare,  mute  swan,  white  wild  turkeys; 
timber,  grey  and  coyotte  wolves;  monkey  and  Zebu. 

A  new  large  phseton  at  a  cost  of  $545.00  was  added  to 
the  phaeton  service,  which  materially  assists  in  transporting 
the  large  crowds  across  Belle  Isle  bridge. 

The  phaeton  registers  show  that  during  the  last  fiscal 
year  there  were  231,774  passengers  carried  across  Belle  Isle 
bridge,  and  35,8*)')  were  carried  around  the  park,  the  receipts 
being  $10,071.84. 

The  capacity  of  the  bath-house  has  been  increased  by  the 
addition  of  a  number  of  rooms  upstairs  over  the  main  office. 
The  bath-house  was  patronized  extensively  as  is  shown  by 
the  cash  register.  35,914  men  and  boys  and  3,471  women 
and  girls  bathed  during  the  season,  the  total  receipts  being 
$2,164.50. 

The  maintenance  of  Belle  Isle  Park  was  carried  on  in  the 
most  economical  manner  consistent  with  the  large  crowds 
which  gather  there,  yet  it  is  impossible  to  keep  the  park  as 
it  should  be  for  the  allotted  appropriation  and  many  things 
suffer  for  the  lack  of  funds.  It  is  hoped  that  sufficient  funds 
in  the  future  will  be  appropriated  to  care  properly  for  the 
maintenance,  as  improvements  should  be  cared  for  or  not 
made. 

The  new  entrance  to  Palmer  Park  from  Wood- 
*  "**'  ward  avenue  to  the  park  proper  has  been  nearly 
**"  *  completed.  The  foot  paths  and  most  of  the  road- 
ways are  made  and  the  lawns  largely  planted.  Near  Wood- 
ward avenue  at  the  loop  of  the  street  car  line,  there  was 
erected  a  log  waiting  room,  the  United  Railway  Co.  donating 
i?()00.00  toward  the  erection  thereof.  The  log  watting  room 
harmonizes  with  the  general  rural  effects  carried  out  on 
the  park- 

Many  minor  improvements  have  been  made  and  the  main- 
tenance   kept    up    to   the   highest   degree   that   the   money 
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allowed  would  permit.  The  water  main  has  been  extended 
to  the  six  mile  road  where  it  is  hoped  connection  can  soon  be 
made  with  the  Highland  Park  Woodward  avenue  mains,  at

which  time  the  park  will  be  supplied  with  city  water.  The 
water  used  at  the  present  time  is  supplied  by  Sen.  T.  W. 
Palmer  from  mineral  wells,  which  is  detrimental  to  growing 
plants. 

The  arboretum  is  now  well  under  way, 
which  when  completed  will  be  a  valuable 
addition  to  the  park  and  boulevard  system,  especially  from 
an  educational  standpoint,  as  it  is  proposed  to  have  all  the 
varieties  of  trees  and  shrubs  growing  there  that  are  native 
to  Michigan. 

A  nursery  has  been  established  to  supply  the 
Nuraery.  ^^^\^  ^^^  boulevard  system  and  within  a  short 
time  all  the  trees  and  shrubs  required  will  be  taken  there- 
from.    It  is  found  that  they  can  be  grown  at  a   much  less 
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price  than  the  same  can  be  purchased  for  from  commercial 
;s,  besides  the  advantage  gained  in   planting  where

the  stock  is  transplanted  the  same  day  it  is  removed  from  the 
nursery  rows,  avoiding  many  dangers  of  loss  which  arise 
from  the  purchase  of  stock  from  distant  nurseries. 
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Clarh    "^^^  water  system  in  this  park  has  been  practically 
p     j^,    completed   and  extensive   border   planting   has  been 
done,  which  adds  greatly  to  the  appearance  of   the 
park. 

The  area  of  this  park  is  insufficient  for  the  multitudes 
that  gather  there  and  the  addition  talked  of  to  be  used  as  an 
athletic  field  will  be  much  appreciated  by  a  mass  af  people, 
and  legal  proceedings  are  now  in  progress  to  acquire  the 
same.

The  s  i  d  e  w  al  k  and  road  way  intersections 
along  the  Boulevard  have  been  put  in  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  money  alloted.  A  new  roadway  on  the 
north  side  of  the  main  driveway  from  Russell  street  to 
Dequindre  street  bridge  has  been  constructed,  permitting 
ingress  and  egress  to  the  factories  located  there. 

The  lawns  along  the  Boulevard  were  brought  to  grade  so 
far  as  possible  and  many  other  improvements  were  made  as 
required. 

The  maintenance  of  the  lawns  and  roadways  was  kept  to 
the  highest  standard  consistent  with  the  allowance  for  the 
purpose. 

The  unfinished  sections  of  the  Boulevard,  from  Mack  to 
Gratiot  on  the  east  side  and  from  Buchanan  to  Myrtle  street 
on  the  west,  should  be  completed  at  an  early  date. 

The  extension  of  the  Boulevard  from  Fort  street  south  to 
the  river  has  been  recommended  by  the  Commissioners  of 
Parks  and  Boulevards  and  also  by  the  Common  Council  and 
proceedings  are  now  under  way  to  acquire  the  right-of-way. 

Condemnation  proceedings  are  now  in  progress  to  acquire 
a  strip  of  land  on  the  east  side  of  Belle  Isle  bridge  approach 
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from  JefFerson  avenue  to  the  channel  bank  for  the  purpose  of 
widening'  the  bridge  approach,  it  now  being  very  much  con- 
gested, and  also  for  the  purpose  of  having-  room  upon  which 
to  place  a  waiting-  room  and  lavatory, 

The    policy    of    the   Commission    has   been 

strictly  adhered  to,  ('.  e.,  that  the  parks  shall 

always  be  open  to  all  citizens  on  absolutely 

equal  terms,  special  privileges  to  none,  nor  the  use  of   the

parks  given  to  anyone  for  any  purpose  not  practically  com- 
mon to  all,  and  consistent  with  the  proper  use  of  public 
parks. 

The  parks  and  boulevards  are  growing  in  im- 
*"**  '  portance  and  in  popularity  as  is  shown  by  the 
*"'  increasing    number    of    pleasure    seekers    who 

fhrong  them. 
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Yearly  the  maiateaauce  increases  ov/'mg  to  new  improve- 
ments; therefore  your  honorable  body  is  earnestly  asked  to 
consider  this  matter  in  granting  the  appropriations,  as  suffi- 
cient money  should  be  provided  to  properly  maintain  the 
system  in  keeping  with  the  improvements. 

The  Geu'l  Superintendent's  report  in  detail  from  July  1, 
1900,  to  May  31,  1901,  and  the  Secretary's  financial    report 
for  the  fiscal  year  are  both  included  as  a  part  of  this  report.

Gentlemen  ; 

The  following  report  submits  for  your  consideration  the 
work  done  on  the  park  system  for  the  first  eleven  months  of 
the  present  fiscal  year. 

The  seasons  have  been  very  favorable  for  park  work. 
Timely  rains  during-  July  and  August,  absence  of  severe 
freezing  weather  until  December,  ample  protection  of  vegeta- 
tion by  snow  during  the  severe  weather  of  the  winter,  an 
early  spring  with  cool  rains  during  May,  all  combined  were 
for  the  best  health  of  the  plants  and  lawns.  It  also  gave 
ample  time  for  each  stage  of  the  work  and  to  accomplish  it 
at  a  reasonable  expense.  Add  to  this  the  many  little  im- 
provements for  the  past  three  years  on  lawns,  roadways, 
buildings,  seats  and  appliances  of  all  kinds  results  in  placing 
the  system  in  a  fair  degree  of  excellence. 

The  work  on  the  city  parks  and  boulevards  was  com- 
menced fully  a  month  earlier  than  usual,  and  [they  were 
placed  in  a  presentable  condition  as  soon  as  they  could  be

used  by  the  people.  The  work  on  Belle  Isle  Park,  because 
of  the  low  and  level  character  of  the  ground,  precludes  the 
possibility  of  doing:  the  spring  work  in  advance  of  settled 
weather.  While  on  the  other  hand,  there  can  be  seen  many 
things  which  should  be  done  that  the  beauty  of  the  parks 
may  be  enjoyed  without  the  presence  of  any  untidyness,  yet

along  and  the  system  is  yearly  improving  without  any  appre- 
ciable expenditure  in  maintenance.

The  location  of  the  trees  and 
shrubs  on  the  boulevard  map  has  been  completed,  and  much 
time  has  been  given  to  the  making  of  maps  and  compiling 
descriptions  of  property  for  the  condemnation  of  land  for 
park  purposes,  besides  the  routine  work  of  laying  out  grades 
and  lines  for  such  park  work  ys  demand  them,

Besides  these,  there  were  3.044  palms,  ferns  and  miscella- 
neous foliage  plants,  the  value  of  which  is  $10,920,  which 
WL-re  used  to  decorate  Belle  Isle  Park,  City  Hall  lawn  and 
several  other  city  parks.  These  latter  plants  occupied  con- 
siderable greenhouse  room  and  cost  about  one-half  of  the 
expenditures  of  this  department  for  their  care.  The  expense 
of  raising  and  caring  for  all  these  plants,  preparing  the  beds 
and  setting  the  plants  out,  was  $7,436.09. 

A  complete  range  of  propagating  houses  has  been  planned 
and  as  many  built  as  the  appropriation  would  allow,  which 
was  the  service  building,  houses  No.  2  and  3,  which  are  each 
20  X  100  feet,  and  house  No.  (>,  which  is  20  x  40.     The  ranges 
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are  planned  for  detached  houses  as  much  as  possible,  which 
will  allow  the  hardening  off  of  the  bedding  plants  without 
the  expensive  hoi  bed  work  now  in  vogue. 

It  being  the  aim  for  the  past  year  to  do 
the  team  work  of  maintenance  with  Park 
Board  teams,  horses  were  purchased  in  addi- 
'  tion  to  the  funds  appropriated.  Nine  horses 
were  used  on  the  city  parks  and  boulevards,  three  on  Palmer 
Park,  and  the  remainder  on  Belle  Isle  Park,  for  phaeton  ser- 
vice and  general  work.  During  the  months  of  November 
and  December  about  forty  horses  were  used  daily  in  cleaning 
out  lakes  and  canals,  thereby  making  a  great  saving  over 
hiring  the  teams.  During  the  winter  the  horses  were  kept 
busy  in  hauling  slag  and  manure  when  not  employed  other- 
wise. During  the  year,  the  horses  belonging  to  the  Commis- 
sion performed  16,032  days  work,  while  the  cost  of  the  care 
and  feed  for  the  same  time  is  $12,836.53,  which  shows  the 
economy  of  the  Commission  owning  to  a  great  extent  its  own 
teams. 

The  shoeing  of  the  horses,  the  repairs  to  vehicles  and 
harnesses  was  done  by  the  Commission.  Not  only  was  the 
work  done  more  economically,  but  much  valuable  time  was 
saved  in  running  to  the  shops. 

Fifteen  horses  were  sold  during  the  year,  of  which  five 
were  disposed  of  after  the  fall  work  was  done,  and  ten  sold 
this  spring  on  the  advice  of  the  attending  physician.  The 
price  received  was  $905.00.  During  the  past  year,  seven 
horses  died  of  diseases,  as  follows  :  Three,  colic  ;  one,  spinal 
trouble;  one,  epizootic ;  one,  hermatorea ;  and  one.  pneumo- 
nia. Nearly  all  of  the  horses  were  attacked  a  year  ago  with 
distemper  and  the  death  of  the  horses  lost  was  indirectly 
caused  by  this  disease.

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Four  new  sprinklers  were  purchased,  the  tanks  being  gal- 
vanized iron  and  holding  1,000  gallons  each.  The  wheels 
have  6  inch  treads,  the  hind  wheels  traveling  outside  of  the 
front  wheels,  which  act  as  a  roller  to  the  driveways  to  a  con- 
siderable extent.     In  addition  there  were  purchased  four  work 


wagons,  a  single   horse  truck    for   greenhouse  department, 
besides   making  over   an   ice  wagon,  one   cart   and   several 


The  need  of  storage  facilities  for  vehicles  and  forage  is 
very  great.  The  present  shelter  is  a  delapidated,  makeshift 
of  an  affair,  and  the  trouble  to  pack  away  the  vehicles  in  the 
limited  space  prohibits  it  being  done  during  the  working 
season,  and  the  loss  by  exposure  to  the  elements  is  no  incon- 
siderable a 
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become  thoroughly  established  and  the  propaga- 
tion of  plants  is  proceeding  very  rapidly.  A  frost  proof 
storage  pit  has  been  erected  in  connection  with  the  propaga- 
'  ting  house  in  which  plants  are  held  in  a  dormant  state 
through  the  winter.  It  is  also  largely  used  for  the  purpose 
of  storing  cuttings  that  have  been  started  in  the  propagating 
house,  and  many  cuttings  of  easy  propagation  are  placed 
directly  in  this  house  in  which  they  callouse  and  root  very 
readily.  Many  valuable  trees  and  shrubs  have  been  gathered 
from  the  woods  and  fields  adjoining  and  placed  in  nursery 
rows.  A  large  number  of  layers  were  made  during  the  past 
summer  in  the  nursery  and  on  various  parts  of  the  park 
system  and  are  now  planted  out  in  nursery  rows.  The  trees 
and  shrubs  planted  on  the  park  system  during  the  past  year 
dug  from  the  nursery  were  all  charged  to  the  expense  of 
maintaining  this  department.  During  the  winter  55,348  cut- 
tings were  made  and  this  spring  planted  in  cutting  beds,  and 
from  present  indications  a  large  per  cent  will  grow.  There 
was  also  sown  large  quantities  of  seeds  which  are  now  germ- 
inating. The  following  is  the  inventory  of  the  work  in  the 
nursery  department  for  the  past  fiscal  year  :

In  maintenance,  there  has  been  no  very  great 
variation  from  that  of  the  past  year.  The  funds 
for  this  purpose  were  exhausted  during  the  first 
week  in  March  and  the  expense  for  the  remainder  of  the  year 
was  met  by  using  the  various  revenues  of  the  park. 


Belle  Isle 
Park: 
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The  work  in  caring  for  the  park  is  yearly  becoming 
greater  as  the  increasing  facilities  for  accommodating  large 
crowds  is  attracting  visitors  more  than  ever  to  the  Island. 
The  many  shady  nooks,  the  numerous  retreats  and  the  ever 
present  view  of  the  river  offers  so  many  attractive  points  to

loiter  that  all  can  secure  the  requisite  privacy  for  family  par- 
ties. All  are  accommodated  with  pleasure  to  themselves  and 
without  hindrance  to  others. 

The  phaeton  service  was  taxed  to  its  limit  during  July  and 
August,  as  was  also  the  bath  house,  the  latter  paying  a  profit 
over  its  running  expenses,  as  is  shown  by  the  financial  state- 
ment. 

The  main  improvements  to  Belle  Isle  Park  are  itemized  as 
follows : 

The  bridge  approach  was  completed  by  making  a  concrete 
coping  along  the  roadways,  concrete  foot  walks  for  a  short 
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distance  from  the  bridg-e,  the  building  of  crushed  stone  foot 
walks,  the  seeding  of  the  lawn  and  the  planting'  of  shrubs 
and  trees,  all  of  which  exhausted  the  fund  appropriated. 

An  icehouse  100  feet  long-  by  30  feet  wide  by  24  feet  high 
was  built  near  Lake  Muskoday.     The  capacity  of  this  house

is  1,580  tons.  The  old  icehouses  hold  926  tons.  Both  were 
tilled,  from  which  it  is  contemplated  to  supply  the  city  parks 
as  well  as  Belle  Isle  the  coming  summer. 

A  comprehensive  plan  for  deepening  and  changing  the 
canals  and  lagoons  was  adopted  by  the  Board  and  the  work 
was  commenced  and  carried  as  far  as  the  funds  appropriated 
would  allow.  The  north  inlet  to  Lake  Okonoka  was  dredged 
to  the  deep  water  in  the  river,  the  cut  being  about  700  feet 
long.  The  excavated  dirt  was  used  to  stop  up  the  inlet 
under  bridge  No.  17,  through  which  the  water  forced  into 
Lake  Muskoday  ran  out  again  into  the  river  and  not  through

the  inland  lakes  and  canals  as  designed.  The  inlet  under 
bridge  No.  12  was  deepened  by  dredging  and  the  work  of 
deepening  Lake  Tacoma  was  about  three-fourths  accomplished 
and  a  new  cut  from  Lake  Takoma  to  Loop  canal  was  com- 
pleted. The  plan  contemplates  a  water  way  through  Lake 
Takoma  of  200  square  feet  of  cross  section  through  a  new 
cut  150  square  feet,  and  by  the  old  power  house  50  square 


feet.  The  water  will  be  fed  to  Lake  Takoma  through  the 
inlet  under  bridge  No.  12,  which  is  planned  to  give  140 
square  feet  of  cross  section  and  through  Nashue  Canal, 
which  will  give  120  square  feet.  This  large  volume  of  sup- 
plv,  when  the  whole  work  is  completed,  will  certainly  make 
the  desired  current  through  Loop  Canal ;  the  work  now 
although  but  partially  done  is  giving  admirable  results  in 
increasing  the  current  in  Lake  Takoma  and  Loop  Canal. 

Dis.^iz.d.yL.OO'^IC 
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The  iticreasin^  number  of  specimens  in  the  zoologfical 
department,  made  it  necessary  that  a  considerable  change  be 
made  in  the  grounds.  Four  wolf  paddocks  were  made  by  a 
rearrangement  of  the  one  occupied  by  the  timber  wolves. 
The  swan  lagoons  were  closed  by  a  serviceable  steel  wire 
fence  of  neat  design  and  the  level  of  the  water  was  raised  in 
two  sections  to  cause  a  water  fall  and  to  more  easily  separate 
the  water  fowls  and  make  room  for  water  animals.  It  was 
planned  to  erect  a  shelter  for  the  deer  family.  Looking  to 
that  end,  a  passage  way  was  made  between  the  deer  and  rein- 
deer enclosure,  which  passage  is  now  used  to  contain  the 
moose  purchased  last  fall.  A  coonery  was  erected  and  several 
specimens  plated  on  exhibition.  Three  polar  bears  were 
purchased,  to  make  room  for  which,  three  of  the  five  black 
bears  were  sold. 

The  money  appropriated  for  resurfacing  roads  and  walks 
was  used  to  resurlace  Central  Ave.  from  the  casino  eastward 
nearly  to  Inselruhe  Road.  Granite  screenings  was  used  for 
road  surfacing  and  placed  on  the  gravel  roadbed,  320  feet  of 
roadway  not  having  a  foundation,  the  soil  was  excavated  and 
a  macadam  road  was  constructed.  A  foot  walk  1,750  feet 
long  by  8  feet  wide  was  made  on  the  south  side  of  Central 
Ave.  from  Muse  Road  to  Inselruhe.  Also  most  of  the  foot 
walks  on  the  easterly  half  of  the  Island  received  a  dressing 
of  limestone,  beside  making  many  repairs  to  roads  and  walks 
not  counted  below.

Numerous  repairs  were  made  to  buildings  and  fixtures, 
the  work  being  mostly  done  by  carpenters  and  painters  in  the 
employ  of  the  Board.  The  shelter  ferry  dock  was  made  safe 
by  putting  new  footings  to  the  posts  and  minor  repairs  to  the 
passageway.  A  new  picnic  pavilion  was  added  east  of  Picnic 
Way,  several  old  ones  repaired,  rustic  stands,  seats  and  set- 
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tees  were  made  over,  and  a  large  refrig-erator  room  built  in 
the  casino.  The  boathouae  and  barns  were  repainted,  besides 
numerous  repairs  necessary  to  keep  the  wooden  fixtures  in 
safe  condition.

'     *""  *     a   satisfactory   degree.     All   the    shrubs   and 
young   trees   received   a  dressing  of   manure, 
which  consumed  about  1,600  cubic  yards.     The 
lawns  on  the  boulevard,  for  which  there  was  a  special  appro- 
priation, were   kept  well  mowed,  which  added  much  to  its 
neat  appearunce.

The  itemized  approvements  are  as  follows; 

CADILLAC    PAKK  : 

A  Viscaya  cannon  was  placed  in  this  park  and  the  sur- 
rounding lawn  was  releveled  and  sodded.  The  walks  were 
all  resurfaced  and  a  number  of  shrubs  used  to  enlarge  the 
present  plantations.

CLARK    PARK  : 


Water  pipe  was  laid  in  the  south  part  of  the  park  and  in 
certain  sections  near  the  north  end,  which  now  completes 
this  improvement,  there  being  laid  3,689  feet  of  one  inch 
pipe  and  350  feet  of  four  inch  pipe.  The  borders  of  the  park 
were  extensively  planted  with  trees,  shrubs  and  herbaceous 
perennials  consuming  over  7,000  plants,  of  which  4,500  were 
trees  and  shrubs.  One  hundred  iron  settees  were  purchased 
for  the  park.  A  horse,  a  light  truck  and  a  horse  lawn  mower 
were  added  to  the  equipment,  and  six  swings  and  a  sand 
garden  were  provided  for  the  smaller  children.  The  small 
lake  in  this  park  was  patronized  by  many  skaters,  while 
though  being  inadequate  to  the  demand,  answers  the  needs 
for  this  winter  recreation  for  the  smaller  children. 


GRAND   CIRCUS    PARK. 

The  walks  on  the  west  side  were  reestablished  where 
required  to  meet  the  changed  conditions  of  Washington 
Parkway,  and  all  the  walks  were  resurfaced.  A  cistern  for 
ice  water  was  also  made  on  the  west  side,  a  drinking  fountain 
not  yet  being  completed.  Both  display  fountains  were  thor- 
oughly cleaned  and  repainted,  the  trees  trimmed  and  lawns 
fertilized. 

MEDBURY    PARK. 

The  planting  of  trees  and  shrubs  was  extended  as  far  as 
the  appropriation  would  allow.  A  surface  water  system 
should  be  placed  in  this  park  in  place  of  the  hydrants  which 
are  too  far  apart  to  do  rapid  work  in  caring  for  the  lawn. 

OPERA    HOUSE    LAWN. 

The  Merrill  fountain  being  about  completed,  the  small 
portion  of  the  lawn  remaining  was  sodded  and  a  number  of 
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privit  shrubs  were  placed  in  the  corners  to  prevent  the  mak- 
ing of  footwalks  across  the  sodded  portions,  these  shrubs 
being  placed  before  the  protecting  curb  was  put  in  position, 
had  a  hard  time  to  survive  the  iJl  usage  of  people  walking 
through  them.

The  lower  half  of  the  park  was  completed,  as  to  bringing 
it  to  the  established  grade.  The  surface  was  enriched  and 
seeded  and  landscaped  to  a  small  extent.  Several  thousand 
yards  of  material  was  dumped  at  the  water's  edge  which  ex- 
tended the  park  about  one  hundred  feet  farther  into  the  river. 
It  is  unfortunate  that  more  liberal  appropriations  have  not 
been  made  during  the  past  three  years,  so  that  the  rough 
work  of  tilling  would  not  now  have  to  be  carried  through  the 
finished  portion  of  the  park. 
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FliRRIEN    PAKE. 

The  walks  were  resurfaced  and  a  portion  of  the  lawn 
brought  to  an  even  grade  by  the  addition  of  rich  loam  and 
there  now  remains  but  a  small  portion  of  the  park  to  be 
brought  to  a  grade  and  leveled,  so  that  the  whole  can  be  cut 
with  a  lawn  mower.  Many  beds  of  shrubbery  were  enlarged 
and  several  additional  trees  planted. 

STANTON    PARK. 

A  concrete  walk  was  laid  through  the  park  and  around 
the  fountain,  which  necessitated  regrading  and  sodding  of  a 
portion  of  the  lawn. 

SECOND    AVENUE    PARKWAY. 

The  lawns  were  seeded  and  several  scarlet  oak  trees 
planted.  All  further  planting  must  wait  until  the  water 
pipes  are  laid  through  the  park. 


The  entire  park  was  plowed,  graded  and  seeded.  No  fur- 
ther improvement  is  advisable  until  water  pipe  is  laid  through 
the  park  and  a  sewer  built  so  that  the  level  of  the  lake  can 
be  controlled. 

The  location  of  the  walks  was  changed  and 
as  ng  on  ^j^^  systems  for  sprinkling  the  lawns  were  ad- 
»r  way.  ^^^  ^^  ^-^^  ^^^  northerly  sections.  A  display 
fountain  of  field  boulders  was  built  in  the  section  directly 
north  of  Michigan  Avenue.  The  water  was  kept  running 
during  the  winter  and  made  a  pyramid  of  ice  3(i  feet  high 
and  about  40  feet  in  diameter.  The  daily  change  of  the  for- 
mation of  the  ice  attracted  thousands  of  visitors  and  was 
the  subject  of  many  newspaper  cuts  and  paragraphs  through- 
out the  country.  An  ice  water  drinking  place  was  made 
near  this  fountain  and  is  in  almost  constant  use. 
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The  work  of  making'  this  park  was  all  com- 
pleted from  the  funds  of  the  present  fiscal  year 
and  it  presents  an  attractive  appearance  sel- 
dom obtained  in  most  parks  in  several  years  as  they  are  us- 
ually used  for  a  public  dump  before  being  turned  over  to  the 
Park  Commission.  The  surface  soil  was  retained  in  grading 
and  a  foundation  for  the  rapid  growth  of  the  gfrass,  shrubs 
and  trees  at  once  put  them  on  a  sure  foundation  and  gave 
immediate  results,  which  accounts  for  its  present  pleasing 
condition.

The  money  appropriated  for  lawns  was  large- 
ly used  in  grading  at  the  street  intersections ; 
many  portions  were  reseeded,  and  those  most  ex- 
posed were  sodded.  The  fund  for  planting  was  used  to  ex- 
tend the  beds  already  established,  beside  planting  trees  where 
most  required.  The  roadway  was  repaired  as  far  as  filling 
the  small  ruts,  but  the  need  of  a  general  resurfacing  is  im- 
perative in  certain  sections  as  nothing  but  the  foundation 
remains  and  no  amount  of  sprinkling  or  rolling  will  keep  it 
from  disintegrating.  The  planking  on  Dequindre  St.  bridge 
was  repaired  where  most  needed,  the  funds  not  being  suffi- 
cient to  make  the  work  complete  in  any  one  portion.  A  dan- 
gerous jog  between  Baker  and  Dix  Ave.  was  removed  by  wid- 
ening the  roadway,  and  the  lawn  on  the  south  side  of  Dix 
Ave.  was  cut  back  and  the  space  macadamized.  The  two 
alleys  north  of  Dix  Ave,  were  changed  from  a  dirt  to  mac- 
adam roadway  and  the  four  alleys  directly  north  and  south 
of  Michigan  Ave.  were  filled  in  and  resurfaced  so  that  the 
water  would  not  stand  on  the  footwalks.  The  main  drive- 
way was  raised  at  Mt.  Elliott  Ave.  where  there  was  a  bad 
crossing  over  the  street  car  tracks.  An  intersection  at  War- 
ren Ave.  East  was  built  and  the  intersections  at  Mack  and 
St.  Paul  Avenues  were  resurfaced.  The  side  driveway  from 
Russell  St.  to  the  factoiies  near  Dequindre  St.  bridge  was 
made  to  accommodate  the  factories  at  that  point  and  to  keep 
heavy  traffic  off  from  the  main  Boulevard  driveway,  there 
being  heretofore  no  other  entrance. 
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During:  the  past  fiscal  year  the  entrance  to  the 
park  from  Woodward  Ave.  was  practically  com- 
pleted ;  the  roads  and  walks  constructed,  the 
ground  gfradcd  and  seeded  and  5,600  trees  and  shrubs  planted. 
A  log  waiting  room  was  constructed  at  the  entrance  to  pro- 
vide shelter  for  visitors  while  waiting  for  cars.  The  roads 
made  comprise  7,560  square  yards  and  walks  890  square  yards, 
the  cost  being  35c  per  square  yard  for  roads  and  24c  per  sq.

yard  for  walks.  The  material  used  was  gravel,  which  was 
screened  and  the  coarse  material  was  used  for  foundation  and 
the  finer  for  surfacing.  Granite  screenings  may  be  added 
for  surfacing  to  the  driveways  when  the  traffic  demands  it. 
A  water  pipe  was  laid  from  the  Six  Mile  Road  to  the  line  al- 
ready in  the  park.      A  connection  with  the  city  main  was 
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prevented  because  the  Village  of  Highland  Park  did  not  ex- 
tend their  water  pipe  to  the  Six  Mile  Road.  The  pipe  laid 
through  the  parkway  is  as  follows  :

A  water  meter  was  placed  at  the  park  entrance  and  the  nec- 
essary gates  and  five  hydrants  were  placed  where  required. 
A   conduit  for   electric   lighting   and  telephone  was   placed 
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practically  in  the  same  trench  for  the  water  pipe  in  the  prep- 
aration for  lighting  the  park  without  the  use  of  unsightly 
poles. 

The  botanic  garden  of  Michigan  plants  commenced  last 
year  has  been  extended  by  the  collection  of  as  many  species 
as  could  be  obtained  and  there  remains  now  but  few  species 
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to  add.  Many  specimens  have  been  collected  that  appear  to 
vary  from  the  types  as  described  by  the  authorities.  They 
are  grouped  in  their  proper  genus  and  their  identification 
will  be  referred  to  specialists.  The  lawn  of  the  arboretum 
has  been  graded  and  seeded  and  the  plants  as  far  as  known 
properly  labeled.  The  need  of  tiling  the  arboretum  is  appar- 
ent and  for  the  sake  of  the  health  and  thrift  of  the  plants 
therein,  it  should  be  taken  up  before  another  winter.  The 
grounds  occupied  by  the  nursery  should  be  likewise  drained, 
even  though  the  unfinished  road  along  the  southerly  side  of 
the  park  should  be  left  unimproved  for  another  3-ear.  The 
following  is  a  list  of  trees  and  shrubs  native  to  Michigan,  all 
of  which  are  now  placed  in  the  arboretum  excepting  those 
marked  with  a  star.

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KEPORT  OF  THE  HEALTH  OFFICER. 


To  the  Honorable  The  Board  of  Health. 

Gentlemen: — 

At  the  close  of  my  year  as  Health  Officer  of  the  City  of 
Detroit,  and  after  a  glance  at  the  work  accomplished  during  that 
time,  I  feel  that  we  have  reason  to  congratulate  ourselves  upon 
the  amount  of  work  completed,  and  the  efficient  manner  in  which 
it  has  been  carried  forward. 

One  year  is  a  short  time  in  which  to  carry  to  completion  im- 
portant work  upon  public  health  lines,  as  years  of  work  and 
study  are  necessary  to  ascertain  the  best  methods  of  preser\'ing 
the  public  health  and  successfully  applying  them. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  city  has  never  been  better 
than  at  the  present  time;  all  nuisances  complained  of  having 
received  prompt  attention  and  investigation  and  the  necessary 
steps  taken  to  remove  the  causes  thereof. 

The  number  of  deaths  resulting  from  the  various  contag- 
ious diseases  (Diphtheria,  Scarlet  Fever  and  Smallpox),  reported 
at  this  office  have  been  very  few;  for  example,  from  an  outbreak 
of  smallpox  during  which  one  hundred  and  ten  cases  were  re- 
ported to,  and  cared  for  from,  this  office,  one  hundred  and  nine 
recovered.  The  death  occurring  from  a  case  reported  within  a 
few  hours  of  the  death  of  the  patient,  and  when  past  relief  from 
medical  science.     This  certainly  is  a  remarkable  record. 

To-day,  Gentlemen,    after  having  over  one  thousand  cases 
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of  contagious  disease  during  the  past  year,  my  term  as  Health 
Officer  closes,  with  no  diphtheria  cases,  only  seventeen  scarlet 
fever  cases,  and  one  case  of  smallpox,  which  is  nearly  recovered. 

The  Health  Officer  has  from  time  to  time  in  his  reports 
recommended  many  things  for  the  betterment  of  the  health  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  city,  such  as  a  well  equipped  city 
hospital  for  the  care  of  the  various  contagious  diseases,  a 
general  vaccination,  public  bath  houses,  inspection  of  schools 
and  many  others  which  could  not  be  accomplished  for  lack 
of  money;  the  Board  of  Health  Fund  being  much  too  small 
for  these  purposes  and  other  necessary  work. 

The  report  of  the  work  of  this  Department  in  detail  will  be 
found  in  the  various  reports  following. 

In  a  word  the  success  of  the  year's  work  has  been  made 
possible  by  the  assistance  and  cordial  support  of  your  honorable 
body,  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  entire  medical  profession 
and  the  staff  of  the  Board  of  Health.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SANITARY  ENGINEER. 


DetroiTj  July  1st,  1901. 

Guy  L.  Kiefer,  M.  D.,  Health  Officer: 

Dear  Sir — I  herewith  submit  a  review  of  the  work  of  the  sanitary 
department  for  the  year  ending  July  ist,  giving  in  tabulated  form  items 
of  interest. 

The  inspection  and  testing  of  plumbing  and  drainage  work,  to 
secure  conformity  to  the  rules  and-regulations  of  the  Board,  has  been 
carried  on  during  the  year  to  the  best  of  our  ability  with  the  means  at 
hand  to  control  it,  A  comparison  of  the  total  number  of  inspections 
with  those  of  a  year  ago  show  a  decrease,  undoubtedly  due  to  the  lack 
of  the  department's  ability  to  inflict  a  penalty  for  violations,  as  no  pen- 
alty is  provided  in  law  for  such  offenses.  As  this  fact  became  known, 
work  has  been  concealed  by  not  calling  for  inspection  as  required  by  the 
rules. 

A  bill  to  regulate  the  registration  and  licensing  of  plumbers,  for 
the  formulation  of  rules  and  regulations  to  govern  their  work  and  pro- 
viding a  penalty  for  violation  of  those  rules  and  regulations,  was  passed 
by  our  last  Legislature,  and  becomes  operative  in  all  cities  in  Michigan 
of  over  15,000  inhabitants  next  fall. 

This  will  remove  the  greatest  obstacle  we  have  had  to  the  proper 
performance  of  our  work  in  this  line,  and  will  enable  us  to  make  a  better 
showing  a  year  hence. 
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REPOKT  OF  THE   BOARD   OF   H8ALTH 
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The  following  items  represent  work  performed  by  the  Sanitary 
Squad  of  Police  for  the  Health  Department :  It  is  their  duty  to  watch 
our  streets  and  alleys,  to  investigate  all  nuisance  complaints,  and  see 
that  the  City  Ordinances  and  Health  Regulations  pertaining  to  sani- 
tary matters  are  observed. 

From  the  figures  given  it  will  be  seen  that  the  prevaUing  contagi- 
ous disease  the  past  year  has  been  Scarlet  Fever,  while  last  year  it  was 
Diphtheria.  Attention  is  called  to  this  fact,  as  its  effect  upon  the  cost 
of  supplies  issued  to  families  under  quarantine  is  shown  when  a  com- 
parison is  made  with  that  of  the  year  previous. 
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GARBAGE. 

The  garbage  report  shows  a  falling  off  in  the  amount  collected 
compared  with  that  of  the  year  previous  where  there  should  have  been 
a  gain.  This  falling  off  can  be  accounted  for  by  the  Board  of  Health 
not  being  able  last  year  to  stop  the  sale  of  garbage  by  the  hotels  to 
outside  parties  and  the  throwing  of  garbage  in  our  alleys.  Both 
these  causes  will  be  greatly  lessened  the  coming  year  under  the 
provisions  of  the  new  garbage  contract  and  ordinance. 

In  regard  to  the  complaints  for  n  on -collection,  experience  does 
not  change  the  comment  made  two  years  ago,  that  the  larger  part  of 
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such  complaints  are  due  to  a  lack  of  providing  proper  garbage  recep- 
tacles, keeping  them  in  the  proper  place,  and  ignorance  of  what  con- 
stitutes garbage.  The  education  of  the  public  along  this  line  by  plac- 
ing a  copy  of  the  ordinance  in  their  hands  will  stop  a  large  majority  of 
the  complaints. 

GARBAGE  COLI^ECTIOM. 
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QUARANTINE, 

A  comparison  of  this  year's  report  with  that  of  the  year  previous 
shows  lo  more  families  were  furnished  with  supplies,  while  the  total 
number  of  persons  were  20  less,  costing  $770.16  more. 

This  increase  of  cost  is  due  to  the  additional  length  of  the  time  of 
detention  while  under  quarantine,  the  period  of  diphtheria  being  from 
3  to  10  days,  and  for  scarlet  fever  28  days. 
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REPORT    or   THB   BOARD  OF   HEALTH  a? 

Referring  back  to  the  police  report,  to  which  attention  was  called, 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  past  year  there  were  451  places  placarded  for 
scarlet  fever,  against  263  the  year  previous,  and  364  of  diphtheria 
against  480. 

The  Board  of  Health  solicit  monthly  tenders  for  the  furnishing  of 
these  supplies,  awarding  the  contract  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder. 

The  needs  of  each  family  asking  for  aid  is  carefully  considered  in 
this  office,  and  supplies  are  issued  accordingly,  with  a  view  to  prevent 
the  laying  in  for  future  store,  to  which  there  is  always  a  tendency.  Out 
of  851  families  placed  under  quarantine,  448  asked  for  aid,  which  was 
given. 
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CONCLUDING  REUARKS. 

In  the  report  of  the  plumbing  inspectors  will  be  noticed  figures 
under  the  head  of  sjiecial  and  smoke  tests.  These  figures  indicate  the 
calls  we  receive  for  the  inspection  of  old  plumbing  and  drains,  with  a 
v;sw  to  their  improvement  by  reconstruction  under  our  present  sani- 
tary regulations.  This  work,  and  the  gradual  removal  of  the  old-time 
privy  vault  for  general  use,  is  steadily  improving  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  city.  For  lack  of  proper  surface  drainage  and  the  presence  of 
these  vaults,  we  find  many  a  dwelling  with  stagnant  water  under  them 
and  in  their  cellars,  fouled  by  their  overflow  and  backage. 

The  proper  care  and  removal  of  onr  garbage,  effective  sanitary 
drainage,  clean  streets  and  alleys,  are  very  important  items  in  the  work 
of  the  Health  Department  in  the  proper  maintenance  and  protection  of 
the  public  health. 

Steady  improvement  along  these  lines  is  going  on.  Much  has 
been  done,  and  there  is  still  much  more  to  do.  Unsanitary  conditions 
which  have  been  permitted  to  stand  for  years,  and  to  which  people  have 
become  familiar,  are  not  easily  or  quickly  removed.  We  do  the  best 
we  can  with  the  means  at  our  command  and  try  to  see  that  it  is  well 
done.

MILK. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  1,047  sample  <»i  niilk  have  been  exam- 
ined for  preservatives,  of  which  32  contained  formaMebyde,  whik 
boracfc  acid  was  found  in  5.  About  3J0  of  these  examinations,  how- 
ever, were  made  simply  as  a  precautionary  measure  during  the  cool 
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weather,  when  there  is  little  temptation,  on  the  part  of  the  dealer,  to 
preserve  his  milk  by  chemical  means,  and,  as  was  to  be  expected,  these 
samples  were  all  found  to  be  pure.  Twenty-eight  out  of  the  37 
samples  containing  preservatives  were  collected  during  July  and 
August,  1900,  while  the  other  9  were  found  during  April,  May 
and  June  of  the  present  year.  A  quantitative  analyses  was  made 
of  1,362  samples  of  milk  to  determine  whether  or  not  they  were  of 
the  required  chemical  standard.  Seventy-eight  were  below  this 
standard,  which  is  established  by  law,  and  is  as  follows: 

Total  solids  not  less  than  12.50  per  cent. 

Butter-fat  not  less  than  3.00  per  cent. 

Water  not  more  than  87.50  per  crait. 

Specific  gravity  between  1.029  and  1.033. 

The  law  allows  skimmed  milk  to  be  sold  as  such,  provided  the 
cans  or  vessels  containing  it  are  properly  marked. 

At  the  request  of  several  citizens,  whose  families  were  afflicted 
with  typhoid  fever,  and  who  were  customers  of  the  same  dealer,  an 
investigation  was  made  in  order  to  determine  whether  or  not  the 
milk  was  the  cause  of  the  disease.  Bacteriological  examinations 
were  made  of  several  samples  of  the  milk,  and  a  thorough  inspec- 
tion was  made  of  the  premises,  cows,  cans,  wagons,  etc.,  by  the 
Health  Officer  and  Inspector,  but  absolutely  no  evidence  was  found 
pointing  to  the  milk  as  the  source  of  infection. 

CITY  WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  monthly  chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations  of  our 
water  supply  have  been  contipued  during  the  year.  All  of  the  samples 
analyzed  were  in  good  condition,  and  show  little  variation  from  month 
to  month,  even  less  than  in  former  years. 

Owing  to  the  general  belief  that  there  is  a  close  connection  between 
the  water  supply  and  the  typhoid  fever  death  rate  of  a  city,  it  may  be 
well  to  state  here  that,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  at  two  or  three 
different  times  during  the  year  unofficial  reports  of  a  typhoid  fever 
epidemic  were  in  circulation,  yet  in  reality  there  were  fewer  deaths  from 
that  disease  last  year  than  at  any  time  for  several  years  past,  and 
Detroit's  typhoid  fever  death  rate  of  recent  years  has  been  among  the 
very  lowest  of  all  American  cities.  For  the  past  year  it  was  1.54  per 
10,000  population,  and  for  the  three  preceding  years — 1898,  1899  and 
1900 — it  was  1.60,  1.83  and  1.70,  respectively. 

The  results  of  the  monthly  examinations  of  our  water  supply 
follow. 
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D)PHTHER)A. 

The  number  of  bacteriological  examinations  made  in  suspected 
cases  of  diphtheria  was  less  this  year  than  last.  Three  hundred  and 
sixty-four  samples  were  submitted  by  physicians  this  year,  while  449 
were  sent  in  the  year  previous.  This  decrease  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
diphtheria  has  been  less  prevalent  the  past  year,  only  about  two-thirds 
as  many  cases  being  reported  as  the  year  before.  Of  the  364  samples 
examined  29.4  per  cent  contained  the  Klebs-Loeffler  bacilli;  61.5  per 
cent  contained  other  bacteria,  while  in  33  cases  (9.1  per  cent)  the  first 
examination  was  unsatisfactory,  due  in  most  cases  to  a  lack  of  care  in 
taking  the  sample.

Dear  Sir  :— 

The  following  is  a  report  of  my  work  as  Milk  Inspector  for  the 
fiscal  year,  ending  June  30,  1901,  together  with  some  remarks  upon 
matters  connected  with  Detroit's  milk  supply,  which  are  made  as  the 
result  of  a  year's  work  and  observation,  and  which  perhaps  may  be  of 
eome  value  to  the  producers  and  consumers  of  milk  in  and  about 
Detroit.

I  examined  all  wagons  and  cans  from  which  samples  of  milk  were 
taken,  and  when  found  in  an  uncleanly  condition,  ordered  thetn  to  be 
properly  cleansed  and  so  kept.  Examination  was  made  of  aU  oow 
barns  and  stables  within  the  city,  and  but  few  of  them  were  found  to  be 
kept  in  a  proper  sanitary  and  cleanly  condition.  The  owners  were 
ordered  to  place  their  premises  in  proper  condition,  and  in  cases  where 
cows  were  found  to  be  unwell,  were  forbidden  to  sell  the  milk  from 
them.  In  many  cases  cows  were  not  allowed  any  exercise  or  frt^sh 
air,  but  were  confined  in  their  stables  for  an  indefinite  period,  no 
bedding  provided,  and  stables  out  of  repair  and  uncomfortable. 
It  seems  to  me  that  cow  stables  should  not  be  maintained  anywhere 
within  the  two-mile  circle,  and  that  an  ordinance  so  providing  should 
be  enacted.     Many   cases  were   found  where  cows  were  fed  chiefly 
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upon  garbage  collected  ahead  of  the  garbage  collectors  and  kept  in 
filthy  receptacles.  Wholesome  milk  cauQOt  be  expected  from  cows 
fed  upoD  such  food.  In  my  opinion  an  especial  effort  should  be 
made  to  compel  owners  to  pro%'ide  clean,  comfortable  and  .sanitary 
stables,  wholesome  food,  pure  water,  and  yards  where  exercise,  fresh 
air  and  sunshine  may  be  had. 

All  complaints  made  by  citizens  as  to  the  quality  or  condition  of 
milk,  odors  from  barns  and  stables,  etc. .  were  promptly  examined  and 
the  necessary  notices  given  the  offenders.  Samples  of  milk  were  taken 
from  wagons  and  stores,  placed  in  clean  bottles,  tightly  corked, 
the  name  of  the  owner  taken,  the  bottles  numbered  and  delivered 
to  the  Chemist  for  examination  and  report,  the  result  being  entered  in 
detail  in  a  general  record  book,  which  might  be  consulted  by  any 
person  desiring  to  know  the  quality  of  milk  collected  from  the  dealer 
from  whom  he  was  taking  milk.  Many  persons  availed  themselves 
of  this  privilege  which  seemed  to  give  them  much  satisfaction. 
Care  was  taken  to  see  that  dealers  properly  labeled  skimmed  milk. 

In  my  opinion  it  is  very  necessary  to  visit  all  milk  depots  and 
dairies  and  explain  to  their  owners  the  necessity  of  immediately  re- 
moving all  animal  heat  from  the  milk,  which  can  be  done  by  stiring 
it  thoroughly.  If  this  is  not  done,  in  a  can  containing  ten  gallons, 
that  in  the  center  will  not  cool  in  less  than  eight  hours.  If  the  animal 
heat  be  removed  as  above  de.scribed,  the  milk  kept  in  clean  vessels 
and  a  cool  place,  it  will  remain  sweet  for  two  days,  but  if  not  so  treated 
it  will  soon  turn  sour  and  produce  a  bad  odor.  I  found  on  visiting 
some  of  these  depots  and  dairies  much  carelessness  in  this  respect,  and 
that  the  cans  were  not  kept  in  a  proper  condition  of  cleanliness,  mak- 
ing it  necessary  to  condemn  many  hundreds  of  gallons  of  milk  because 
it  had  not  been  properly  cooled,  and  had  been  placed  in  dirty  cans. 
More  care  should  be  used  in  the  matter  of  food  for  milch  cows.  In 
some  cases  they  are  allowed  to  eat  large  quantities  of  sugar  beet  tops, 
thus  giving  to  the  milk  a  very  disagreeable  taste  and  odor.  Sugar 
beet  pulp  is  also  fed  to  cows  to  a  considerable  extent,  and  produces,  if 
used  before  fermentation,  milk  below  the  required  standard,  and  if 
after  fermentation,  of  inferior  quality  and  bad  odor.  If  dairymen 
would  make  use  of  the  appliances  for  cooling  milk,  now  to  be  had,  much 
trouble  and  loss  to  dealers  and  consumers  would  be  avoided,  because 
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if  not  properly  cured  it  is  impossible  to  keep  it  fresh  until  it  reaches 
the  consumer. 

Many  retail  dealers  when  selling  milk  were  found  to  neglect  to 
properly  stir  the  contents  of  the  can,  the  result  being  that  the  cream 
being  at  the  top  would  be  sold  first,  and  the  remainder,  of  a  much 
poorer  quality,  would  be  sold  at  the  same  price,  thus  doing  an  in- 
justice to  those  who  got  the  last  of  the  lot.  This  would  be  obivated 
if  the  contents  of  the  can  were  well  stirred  when  sales  were  being  made. 
It  was  found  that  the  majority  of  grocers  did  not  provide  proper  re- 
ceptacles for  milk,  and  kept  it  adjacent  to  meats,  vegetables,  and 
other  things,  which  give  off  disagreeable  odors,  and  are  taken  up 
to  a  considerable  extent  by  the  milk,  rendering  it  somewhat  impure 
and  unpalatable.  Milk  should  be  kept  in  clean,  air-tight  vessels, 
in  a  sanitary  refrigerator,  and  not  subjected  to  contamination  of 
any  kind. 

During  the  first  part  of  my  term  many  samples  of  milk  in  which 
preservatives  were  used,  were  found.  The  offenders  were  notified  to 
appear  at  the  Milk  Inspector's  office  and  confronted  with  the  record  of 
the  analysis  of  milk  offered  for  sale  by  them,  and  in  most  instances 
satisfied  the  Health  Officer  and  myself  that  they  were  led  to  believe 
that  the  preservatives  used  were  entirely  harmless,  and  when  warned 
against  the  further  use  thereof,  the  results  were  generally  satisfactory, 
this  course  substantially  stopping  this  practice  and  serving  perhaps 
the  purpose  desired  as  well  as  complaints  to  the  courts  would  have 
done.

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COMMISSIONERS'   REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen — Wc  beg  leave  to  submit  this,  our  Animal  Report 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1901. 

During  the  year  1,673  families,  numbering  6,070  persons,  were 
granted  $24,045.50  in  provisions,  1.904^  tons  of  coal  and  387  cords  of 
wood. 

Two  hundred  and  seven  deceased  poor  were  buried  and  103  fur- 
nished burial  ground  only,  at  an  expense  of  $1,744.35. 

Six  hundred  and  forty-two  poor  patients  were  treated  in  the 
(iitferent  city  hospitals,  at  an  expense  of  $7,579.67. 

Xine  thousand  three  hundred  and  forty-eight  cases  were  treated 
bv  ihe  City  Physicians,  necessitating  the  compounding  of  23,121  pre- 
scriptions, with  an  outlay  of  $1,806,67  for  medicines. 

The  total  expenditures  for  the  year,  exclusive  of  the  .Agricultural 
Fund,  was  $54,073.43.  Five  Jiundred  and  twenty-five  admissions  to 
the  County  House  were  issued. 

The  expenditures  were  $9,109.73  less  than  the  previous  year,  and 
vvc  believe  have  now  reached  a  point  where  further  reduction  is  not 
to  be  ex])ected,  as  the  amount  expended  is  about  what  would  be 
required  to  provide  for  the  helpless  needy  regardless  of  the  condition 
of  the  times. 
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Some  complaint  was  made  as  to  the  funerals  furnished  the  poor, 
and  we  changed  our  specifications  so  as  to  provide  a  better  coffin  than 
heretofore  furnished.  This  will  necessitate  a  larger  expenditure  for 
that  item.  The  price  of  hard  coal  has  increased  a  dollar  a  ton,  which 
will  also  be  a  source  of  additional  expenditure,  otherwi.se  the  ex- 
pense of  the  department  should  not  be  greater  for  the  current  year 
than  for  the  past  one. 

The  prospects  for  .a  good  yield  from  the  potato  patches  at*  favor- 
able, which  will  be  a  source  of  considerable  help  to  such  of  the  poor 
as  were  able  to  plant  them. 

The  .Agricultural  Committee  will  publish  a  detailed  report  when 
the  crops  are  harvested. 

Full  details  of  the  Annual  Report  will  be  found  in  the  repMts  of 
the  Secretary,  Superintendent  and  City  Physicians,  submitted  as  a  part 
of  it.

It  is  a  matter  of  satisfaction  to  the  Library  Commission 
that  in  seeking  to  increase  the  circulation  of  books  through 
the  various  schools,  your  Board  has  done  everything  that 
could  be  asked,  to  facilitate  the  work.  We  also  recognize  the 
fact  that  it  is  due  to  the  Board  of  Education  that  these  rooms 
in  the  High  Schools  were  made  available  for  the  branches,  and 
that  without  your  friendly  co-operation  it  is  extremely  doubt* 
ful  if  these  could  have  been  established  during  the  year. 

On  January  17th  the  Library  suffered  the  loss  of  one  of  its

To  the  Commissioners  of  the  Public  Library : 

Gentlemen — Complying  with  custom,  I  submit  a  report  of 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  on  account  of  the  Library  fund 
during  the  year  1900. 

The  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Estimates  made  a  spe- 
cial appropriation  of  $10,000  for  the  enlargement  of  the  build- 
ing which  was  then  in  contemplation.  But  it  was  found,  when 
bids  were  obtaiiwd  for  (he  work,  that  it  would  cost  much 
more  than  the  amount  of  the  appr(^riation.  Therefore,  the 
Board  set  aside  this  sum,  less  the  $500  paid  the  architects  for 
making  plans  and  specifications,  as  a  building  fund,  as  shown 
below:

the  Library  151,883  are  in  the  Central  Library,  3,629  in 
inches  and  10,282  in  the  public  school  libraries.

The  use  of  the  Library  shows  an  increase  over  preceding 

years.     The  total  use  of  bound  books  at  the  Central  Library 

was  896,970,  as  against  848482  in  the  previous  year.     Added 

to  this  is  the  use  of  books  at  the  branches  and  in  the  schools, 

amounting  to  160,642,  making  a  grand  total  of  1,057,612  books. 

There  is  also  to  be  added  to  the  account,  the  use  of  current 

periodicals  in  the  reading  room  at  the  Central  Library  and  in 

the  branches,  which  amounts  to  243,946.     This  does  not  in* 

dude  the  reading  at  the  Hurlbut  branch,  to  which  we  supply 

periodicals,  and   of  which   no   record   is  kept.     This   makes  a

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the  Water  Commission  has  shown  an  inclination  to  retain  its 
management  and  so  it  is  utilized,  so  far  as  the  Public  Library 
is  concerned,  only  as  a  delivery  station.  In  this  respect  it 
has  proven  very  useful  and  a  convenience  to  a  large  constitu- 
ency, as  will  be  noted  by  a  glance  at  the  statistical  tables.  The 
Library  supplies  periodicals  for  the  reading  room;  the  cost  of 
the  daily  delivery  of  books  is  trifling.  Aside  from  these  items 
the  Library  has  no  expense  in  connection  with  this  branch. 
If  the  city  limits  should  be  extended  on  the  east  side,  as  has 
been  suggested,  or  if  a  bridge  should  be  constructed  from  the 
Water  Works  Park  to  the  Island  Park,  this  library  would  be 
the  focus  of  a  larger  constituency  even  than  at  present.  The 
Library  Board  may  well  encourage  its  development  and  use 
in  all  possible  ways. 

Rsading  for  the  Vvung. 

Operations  through  the  public  schools  have  been  continued 
on  the  same  plan  as  heretofore  and  with  results  which  will  be 
found  set  forth  in  Appendix  B.  Several  hundred  volumes  have 
been  supplied  to  the  three  high  schools  for  exclusive  use  in 
those  schools,  but  the  lists  for  the  grammar  grades  remain 
substantially  as  heretofore.  In  view  of  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  pupils  and  the  fact  that  many  of  the  books  are 
much  worn,  it  will  probably  be  wise  to  revise  the  lists  and 
enlarge  them,  at  the  end  of  the  present  school  year. 

An  improvement  has  been  made  in  the  matter  of  more 
prompt  collection  and  delivery  of  the  boxes.  It  has  happened 
that  much  valuable  time  was  wasted  in  the  transportation  of 
books  to  and  from  the  Library.  As  this  matter  was  in  the 
control  of  the  Board  of  Education,  through  its  agents,  the 
Library  management  had  nothing  to  say  about  it.  Now,  how- 
ever, there  is  a  full  realization  in  all  quarters  of  the  importance 
of  prompt  action. 

The  space  devoted  to  the  children's  department  at  the  Cen- 
tral Library  has  proved  entirely  inadequate  to  the  demands 
upon  it.  Temporary  arrangements  were  made  by  placing 
tables  and  chairs  in  the  branch  packing  room  and  opening  it 
for  the  overflow  on  busy  days.  This  was  better  than  turning 
the  children  into  the  street,  but  far  from  satisfactory.     Early

It  was  de- 
executed  by  Miss  Mumford,  who  also  loaned  a  pic- 
Columbus  monument  in  further  illustration  of  the 
he  also  prepared  a  thorough  and  comprehensive  list 
mcerning  'Pilgrims  and  Puritans'  and  a  pretty  and 
ulletin  which  we  put  up  just  before  Thanksgiving. 
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We  have  a  board  covered  with  dark  ^een  burlaps  which 
serves  as  a  background  for  weekly  lists  of  new  books,  book 
covers,  authors'  pictures,  and  whatever  arouses  in  our  public 
an  intelligent  interest  in  current  events  or  matters  of  history 
and  the  books  which  illuminate  them.  Special  picture  bulle- 
tins celebrated  Admiral  Dewey's  visit  to  the  city  and  empha- 
sized the  lessons  of  labor  day,  the  presidential  election,  affairs 
in  China,  etc. 

"A  few  weeks  ago  Miss  Queene  Ferry  had  carved 
wood  window  boxes  made  for  three  of  our  windows.  These 
were  filled  with  beautiful  and  well  chosen  plants  by  Miss 
Blanche  Ferry  and  Miss  Katharine  Smith.  The  flowers  add 
greatly  to  the  attractiveness  of  the  room  and  the  kindly  inter- 
est thus  shown  in  our  work  is  most  grateful  to  us. 

"To  my  knowledge  sixteen  books  have  been  lost  or  stolen 
since  January  last.  This  undoubtedly  falls  short  of  the  actual 
number.  When  one  of  several  copies  is  missing  it  takes  some 
time  to  detect  its  loss.  About  twenty  books  have  been  found 
that  were  previously  reported  lost.  The  loss  of  books  has 
been  diminished  by  the  increased  help  allowed  us.  This  also 
has  left  us  more  time  to  devote  to  various  arrangements  for 
facilitating  the  use  of  the  library  by  teachers  and  children. 
Among  other  things,  we  have  begun  a  card  catalogue  of  the 
books,  not  fiction,  in  this  department. 

"In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  say  that  whatever  success  this 
department  has  attained  is  due  in  a  large  degree  to  the 
breadth,  originality,  accuracy  and  tact  which  my  assistant  has 
brought  into  all  her  work,  and  to  the  fact  that  all  service  ren- 
dered by  those  connected  with  the  room  has  been  efficient, 
cheerful  and  loyal." 


Mtdfeal  Dftpartmant 

Since  the  Medical  Library  Association  turned  over  its  col- 
lection oif  books  to  the  PuHic  Library  practically  nothing  has 
been  done  to  add  new  material  of  a  technical  kind.  A  half 
dozen  of  the  leading  medical  periodicals  of  this  country  and 
of  Europe  are  subscribed  for  and  filed  on  the  shelves  in  the 
medical  department.     But  the  use  of  the  literature  thus  sup- 
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plied  has  been  somewhat  disappointing.  An  earnest  effort  is 
now  making  among  the  medical  profession  of  the  city  to 
awaken  interest  in  the  matter.  A  considerable  number  of  the 
physicians  of  the  regular  school  have  agreed  to  help  out  by  per- 
sonally subscribing  for  periodicals,  which,  after  current  use, 
they  will  turn  over  to  the  Library  for  binding.  The  Commis- 
sion has  appropriated  $500  for  the  purchase  of  new  and  latest 
editions  of  medical  books  and  other  steps  are  being  taken  to 
place  the  department  more  en  rapport  with  the  profession. 
If  then  they  prove  their  appreciation  of  the  efforts  and  expend- 
itures in  their  behalf  the  management  of  the  department  may 
govern  its  future  action  accordingly. 

Catalogues, 

The  annual  bulletin  of  new  books  was  issued  as  usual  early 
in  the  year.  The  new  finding  list  of  fiction,  English,  German 
and  French,  noted  in  the  last  report  as  printing  came  out  early 
in  the  year.  A  reading  list  of  books  on  chemistry  and  allied 
subjects  was  issued  in  the  form  of  a  folder  and  sent  out  to 
everybody  in  the  city  who  might  be  supposed  to  be  interested. 
There  is  in  contemplation  the  printing  of  a  catalc^e  of  the 
medical  department  when  the  new  accessions  are  on  the 
shelves. 

It  has  been  found  necessary  to  enlarge  the  card  catalogue 
cabinet  by  the  addition  of  120  double  drawers.  The  work  of 
correcting  and  improving  the  catalogue,  many  of  the  early 
written  cards  being  imperfect  according  to  modern  ideas,  is 
being  accomplished  as  fast  as  leisure  from  the  regular  routine 
duties  will  permit.  This  involves  the  entire  readjustment  of 
most  of  the  larger  classes,  the  writing  of  hundreds  of  additional 
cards  and  re-writing  many  old  ones.  Typewritten  cards  are 
now  used  for  the  catalogue.  They  have  the  advantage  of 
greater  legibility,  uniformity  in  appearance  and  can  be  pro- 
duced much  more  rapidly  than  by  the  old  system  of  handwrit- 
ing. 

The  plan  of  printing  in  the  daily  newspapers  once  a  week  a 
list  of  the  most  important  of  the  new  books  added  during  the 
week  has  proven  very  satisfactory.  The  lists  generally  em- 
brace about  thirty  titles  and  as  they  appear  regularly  the  pub- 
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lie  watch  for  them  and  we  have  abundant  evidence  that  they 
are  consulted  and  used.  All  the  daily  newspapers  of  the  city, 
English  and  German,  print  these  lists  conspicuously ;  English 
newspapers,  the  lists  of  books  in  English,  and  German  news- 
papers the  German  books.  The  newspapers  render  a  service 
to  the  public  as  well  as  the  Library  by  these  publications  and 
are  entitled  to  thanks  for  the  same. 


N«w  Library   Building. 

The  agitation  for  a  new  Library  building  has  begun  not  a 
moment  too  soon.  If  the  project  should  go  through  without 
unnecessary  delay,  and  it  must  be  said  that  the  favor  with 
which  the  suggestion  has  been  received  on  all  hands  is  very 
encouraging,  at  least  Bve  years  will  be  consumed  in  the  work. 
First  will  come  the  procuring  of  the  necessary  legislation  and 
appropriation ;  then  a  site  must  be  selected  and  secured ;  then 
plans  must  be  agreed  upon  and  architects  and  superintendent 
of  construction  appointed.  All  these  things  are  preliminary  to 
the  obtaining  of  bids  and  the  actual  work  of  construction. 
This  latter  must  proceed  slowly  in  a  building  of  the  magnitude 
of  the  one  proposed. 

The  present  building  is  already  badly  overcrowded  in  some 
of  its  departments.  The  book  shelving  is  rapidly  filling  up 
and  long  before  any  new  building  can  be  made  ready,  even 
if  the  work  is  not  at  alt  delayed,  the  book  storage  space  will 
have  been  wholly  used  up,  with  no  possibility  of  increasing  it. 

It  was  expected  that  the  opening  of  branches  in  various 
parts  of  the  city  would  relieve  the  Central  Library  to  a  con- 
siderable extent.  But  the  experience  of  the  past  year  does 
not  justify  this  expectation.  The  patrons  of  the  branches  are 
found  to  be  almost  wholly  residents  in  their  vicinities  who 
have  not  heretofore  made  use  of  the  Library.  So  the  people 
who  come  to  the  Central  Library  are  as  many  as  before  and 
additional  space  is  required  here  to  handle  the  business  of 
filling  and  sending  orders  from  the  branches.  Instead  of  giv- 
ing us  additional  room,  they  have  actually  appropriated  some 
of  our  already  too  narrow  floor  space. 
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Th«  Staff. 

There  have  been  few  changes  in  the  Library  staff  during 
the  year.  There  were  two  resignations,  one  irom  broken 
health  and  the  other  from  a  change  in  life  relationship.  The 
opening  of  branches  drew  upon  the  Central  Library  for  three 
of  the  older  members  of  the  staff  who  were  considered  worthy 
of  the  increased  responsibility  of  taking  charge  of  a  branch. 
This  gave  an  opening  for  applicants  for  positions.  In  July  an 
examination  of  candidates  was  held  and  five  passed  with  great 
credit  to  themselves.  Several  of  these  have  been  already 
partially  employed.  Very  little  time  has  been  lost  on  account 
of  illness  of  any  member  (rf  the  force.  There  have  been  very  few 
complaints  on  the  part  of  the  public,  and  from  this  we  may  infer 
that  the  seirice  has  been  satisfactory.  I  am  certain  that  the 
assistants  have  tried  to  do  their  duty  in  an  efficient  and  proper 
way  and  the  popularity  of  the  Library  attests  how  well  they 
have  succeeded. 

Michigan  Bibliography, 

A  resolution  presented  by  Commissioner  Scripps  was  unan- 
imously approved  instructing  the  Librarian  to  procure  every- 
thing possible  published  in  Michigan  or  relating  in  any  con- 
siderable part  to  the  state  or  any  portion  thereof.  It  has  been 
for  many  years  the  policy  of  the  Library  to  acquire  every- 
thing of  this  nature  obtainable.  But  the  publication  of  the  res- 
olution gave  a  new  impetus  to  the  matter  and  brought  to  us 
valuable  donations  from  our  friends.  The  most  important  of 
these  gifts  came  from  Herbert  Bowen,  Esq.,  for  thirteen  years 
a  member  of  the  Library  Commission  and  chairman  of  its  book 
committee.  He  gave  us  nearly  two  thousand  books  an<f 
pamphlets,  almost  every  one  of  which  fitted  into  the  local 
bibliographical  scheme.  All  these  have  not  yet  been  cata- 
logued. The  preparation  of  such  a  bibliography  is  necessarily 
slow  work,  since  it  is  in  addition  to  the  regular  work  of  the 
library  and  involves  considerable  investigation.  It  is  impor- 
tant that  when  published  it  shall  be  as  correct  and  complete 
as  possible. 
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It  should  be  widely  known  that  the  Library  wishes  to  ac- 
quire by  gift  or  purchase  everything  written  by  natives  or 
residents  of  Michigan,  everything  published  in  the  state  and 
everything  relating  in  any  way  to  the  state  or  any  locality  or 
institution  thereof.  Friends  of  the  Library  will  confer  a  favor 
by  putting  us  in  the  way  of  securing  such  material,  for  the 
purpose  of  including  everything  within  reach  in  the  contem- 
plated bibliography,  when  printed.  Assistance  in  this  direc- 
tion will  be  highly  appreciated. 


There  have  been  many  gifts  of  value  to  the  Library  during 
the  past  year,  a  detailed  statement  of  which  will  be  found  in 
Appendix  D. 

The  most  extensive  of  these  gifts  was  made  by  the  heirs 
of  the  Bagley  estate.  When  the  library  of  the  late  governor 
was  broken  up  the  heirs  Joined  in  presenting  to  the  Library 
many  volumes,  including  complete  sets  of  Harper's  Magazine, 
Atlantic  Monthly,  publications  of  the  Archaeological  Society, 
A  set  of  Poole's  Index,  etc.,  all  of  which  are  very  acceptable 
and  useful  to  either  the  main  Library  or  its  branches.  The 
notable  gift  of  books  and  pamphlets  of  a  local  historical  char- 
acter by  Mr.  Herbert  Bowen  has  been  already  mentioned. 
Miss  Stevens  gave  us  a  complete  file  of  the  Engineering  and 
Mining  Journal.  Dr.  E,  T.  Tappey  presented  a  framed  group 
of  photographs  of  Detroit  physicians.  Drs.  Leonard,  Sherrill, 
Mann  and  other  doctors  have  contributed  toward  the  enrich- 
ment of  the  medical  department.  All  of  the  English  daily 
newspapers  have,  as  they  have  done  in  former  years,  supplied 
a  fresh  copy  of  every  issue  for  binding  and  these  have  been 
put  up  in  quarterly  volumes  and  placed  on  our  shelves  for 
consultation. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  very  many  friends,  widely  scat- 
tered from  one  end  of  the  country  to  the  other,  and  even  in 
foreign  lands,  who  have  so  kindly  remembered  us  in  the  way 
of  adding  to  our  supply  of  literature  many  valuable  things 
which,  in  alt  probability,  we  could  not  otherwise  have  ob-

Gbntlsmbn — The  Board  of  Inspectors  of  the  Detroit  House 
of  Correction  present  herewith  the  thirty-ninth  annual  report 
of  the  Superintendent,  together  with  the  reports  of  the  physician 
and  teacher,  the  same  being  for  the  year  ending  December  31st, 
1900. 

As  is  known  to  you,  in  March  last,  the  Institution  through 
the  death  of  Captain  Joseph  Nicholson  suffered  the  loss  of  its 
able  Superintendent,  who  had  held  the  position  continuously  for 
a  period  of  more  than  twenty-one  years,  and  through  whose 
efficient  management  the  Institution  has  taken  the  prominent 
place  it  now  occupies.  In  seeking  a  successor  capable  of  carry- 
ing on  the  work  in  the  same  satisfactory  manner,  it  was  the 
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unanimous  sentiment  of  the  Board  that  this  could  be  best  accom- 
plished by  appointing  to  the  vacant  position  John  L.  McDonell, 
the  former  assistant  of  Captain  Nicholson,  and  who  for  many 
years  has  been  closely  associated  with  him  in  all  matters  relating 
to  the  Institution.  That  our  judgment  was  correct  and  our  con- 
fidence not  misplaced,  observation,  and  the  results  obtained 
under  his  management  as  shown  in  the  accompanying  reports, 
have  made  apparent. 

We  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  we  are  now  pre- 
pared to  pay  over  to  the  City  Treasurer  the  sum  of  $35,000.00, 
when  authorized  by  your  honorable  body  to  do  so.

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Superintendenfs  Report 


Detroit  House-of  Correction, 

Office  of  the  Superintendent. 
To  Ike  Board  of  Inspectors  : 

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  herewith  the 
thirty-ninth  annual  report  of  the  Detroit  House  of  Correction, 
the  same  being  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1900. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  in- 
mates has  been  unusually  good  and  considering  the  exhausted, 
debilitated  condition  in  which  many  were  received,  the  compara- 
tively few  cases  in  the  hospital  department,  as  shown  in  the 
physician's  daily  reports,  is  indeed  gratifying. 

Sanitation,  including  ventilation  and  diet,  has  bad  careful 
attention  at  all  times.  Pood  of  wholesome  character  and  good 
quality  has  been  liberally  provided,  and  as  much  variety  intro- 
duced as  circumstances  would  permit. 

The  statistical  tables  herewith  given  show  that  there  were 
committed  here  during  the  year  1751  prisoners,  the  average 
number  in  confinement  for  the  year  being  416,  a  decrease  of  93 
as  compared  with  the  average  for  the  year  1899.  Of  those  com- 
mitted, 465*  were  sentenced  for  periods  of  from  five  to  thirty 
days,  and  80;^  for  terms  of  ninety  days  and  less. 

Everything  pertaining  to  the  wdfare  of  the  inmates,  looking 
to  the  betterment  of  their  condition  while  in  prison  and  with  a 
view  to  fitting  them  to  take  their  rightful  place  in  the  ranks  of 
honest  labor,  upon  their  release,  has  had  constant  attention  and 
consideration. 
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The  industrial  features  of  the  Institution  being  conducted 
along  correct  business  lines,  the  same  as  with  every  well  regu- 
lated manufactutiug  establishment,  the  inmates  are  assigined  to 
that  branch  of  labor  to  which  they  appear  best  adapted  and  is 
found  practicable. 

All  are  carefully  instructed  in  the  duties  of  the  positions  to 
which  they  are  assigned,  and  as  tbey  become  familiar  therewith 
are  required  to  perform  the  same  in  workmanlike  manner  and 
also  to  show  a  gradual  proficiency  in  execution,  thereby  instill- 
ing in  them  habits  of  industry  and  qualifications  that  should 
equip  and  give  them  confidence  to  seek  work  in  similar  lines 
should  they  at  the  time  of  their  release  be  inclined  to  break  away 
from  evil  associations  and  manner  of  living. 

To  accomplish  much  in  this  direction  with  those  committed 
for  terms  of  but  a  few  day's  imprisonment  and  with  a  class  of 
offenders  such  as  vagrants,  tramps  and  beggars,  often  deficient 
in  intelligence,  lacking  in  ambition,  indifferent  to  their  sur- 
roundings and  caring  nothing  about  their  future  condition,  is 
extremely  difficult,  and  it  is  therefore  the  more  surprising  how 
much  can  be  and  is  accomplished  with  this  class  within  a  short 
time,  many  leaving  here  with  a  determination  and  confidence  in 
their  ability  to  make  their  way  in  the  world  by  honest  labor  that 
were  unsuspected  by  themselves  at  the  time  of  their  commitment. 

Special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  boys  committed  here 
for  minor  offences,  such  as  petty  larceny,  disorderly  conduct, 
etc. ,  and  as  with  many  of  them  it  is  their  first  experience  with 
prison  life,  every  care  is  taken  to  prevent  their  coming  into  com- 
munication with  the  older  persons  In  confinement  here,  and  this 
we  are  enabled  to  do  by  reserving  for  this  class  the  industry  of 
brush  making;  work  that  is  light  in  character,  yet  calls  for 
activity  and  application.  The  strict  discipline  under  which  they 
are  brought,  prohibiting  conversation  or  communication  with 
one  another,  further  tends  to  prevent  any  ill  effect  from  their 
prison  environment. 

On  three  evenings  in  each  week,  for  about  nine  months  in  the 
year,  a  school  for  the  benefit  of  the  inmates  is  conducted,  attend- 
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ance  at  which  is  compulsory  upoii  all  maleii  under  twenty-one 
years  of  age,  and  voluntary  on  the  part  of  those  over  that  age. 

Advant^e  of  this  privilege  is  eagerly  embraced  by  some, 
while  others  again,  are  indifferent,  and  would,  if  permitted, 
remain  away  altogether.  Oftentimes,  it  is  noticed,  that  those 
who  at  first  show  lack  of  attention  soon  become  interested,  and 
later  evince  a  keen  desire  to  improve  the  opportunity  presented 
to  them. 

Nothing  further  than  a  common  school  education  is  attempt- 
ed, and  with  the  large  percentage  of  short  term  people  who  are 
committed  here,  constantly  arriving  and  departing,  no  little  tact 
and  patience  are  required  in  keeping  up  the  interest  in  the 
studies.  To  those  who  already  possess  a  fair  education,  our 
library,  to  which  all  have  access,  furnishes  full  opportunity  for 
improving  their  minds,  every  effort  being  made  to  encourage  a 
desire  for  reading  on  the  part  of  the  inmates. 

The  services  in  our  chapel  which  all  attend,  are  conducted 
each  Sunday  by  the  clergy  of  the  city,  assisted  by  volunteer 
musical  talent  from  the  various  church  choirs,  and  the  close 
attention  given  is  very  generally  commented  upon. 

The  satisfactory  condition  of  business  throughout  the 
country  during  the  past  year  has  had  its  effect  upon  the  indus- 
tries conducted  here,  and  has  permitted  the  marketing  of  our 
products  at  satisfactory  prices,  and  notwithstanding  the  decreased 
number  of  inmates  and  the  much  larger  percentage  than  formerly 
of  short  term  prisoners  with  which  to  carry  on  the  work,  the 
financial  results  as  detailed  in  the  accompanying  exhibits  show 
a  profit  of  $42,759.46.

— I  respectfully  submit  herewith  the  report  for 
the  year  191x1  of  the  Departnient  noder  my  charge. 

The  health  of  the  inmates  has  been  very  good  and  while 
many  are  received  in  a  nen-ous,  exhausted  condition,  the  lesnlts 
of  long  continned  ox'er  indulgence  in  stimulants  and  narcotics, 
a  few  day's  treatment  in  conjunction  with  the  wholesome  diet 
and  cleanly  surroundings  of  the  Institution  soon  results  in  the 
improved  physical  condition  of  the  patients. 

The  number  of  cases  requiring  hospital  treatment  ha^-e  been 
fewer  than  for  years,  and  to  a  great  extent  this  is  due  to  the 
excellent  hygienic  conditions  that  pre^-ail. 

Four  thousand,  three  hundred  and  four  original  prescriptions 
were  prepared  during  the  year. 

The  mortuary  tables  appended  and  forming  a  part  of  this 
report  showing  the  number  of  deaths  and  causes  thereof,  with 
dates  of  admission,  are  self-explanatory-.

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Teacher's  Report* 


To  the  Board  of  Itispectors: 

Gentlemen — I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  the  Evening 
School  under  my  care  at  the  Detroit  House  of  Correction.  The 
total  number  enrolled  since  the  summer  vacation  is  177,  of  which 
25  could  not  read  or  write  and  only  40  possessed  what  might  be 
called  a  semblance  of  an  education. 

The  scholars  are  arranged  into  numerous  classes,  and  assist- 
ant teachers  are  selected  from  the  more  advanced  prisoners. 

The  school  is  also  graded,  as  well  as  the  circumstances  will 
permit,  into  classes  for  black  board  exercises,  illustrating  the 
subjects  taught.  The  aim  of  the  school  is  to  teach  the  three 
most  important  branches  of  a  common  education,  reading,  writ- 
ing and  arithmetic,  and  their  application  to  the  business  matters 
of  life. 

No  fads  or  isms  have  been  introduced  for  ostentatious  dis- 
play, but  our  endeavor  is  to  teach  the  practical  and  useful,  and 
in  this  the  school  has  been  eminently  successful.
